Jefferson 
Bicentennial 


PRIL 13, 1943, marks the 200th 

anniversary of the birth of 
Thomas Jefferson, the man who prob- 
ably gave to the world more broad 
principles of government than any 
other man. Whenever and wherever 
Republican forms of government 
exist, the name of Jefferson will al- 
ways be uttered with reverence and 
respect. 

In these days of “global war” it is 
well to pause and pay tribute to a 
man who was 150 years ahead of his 
time in the matter of establishing 
various freedoms for the common 
man.

During the year 1943 various ex- 
ercises and programs will be held to 
commemorate the 200th anniversary 
of Mr. Jefferson.

The Library of 
Congress has planned a full program 
for April 13 in which 15 or more 
American scholars, architects, his- 
torians, and men of letters will par- 
ticipate. Exhibits will be officially 
opened in the afternoon and in the 
evening there will be a concert by 
the Budapest String Quartet featur- 
ing selections enjoyed by Jefferson 
or appropriate to his time. 

The University of Virginia, to- 
gether with the Commonwealth of 
Virginia will sponsor a program both 
at Monticello and at the University 
during the day of April 138. 

Thomas Jefferson has been various- 
ly appraised. Had it been possible 
for detractors to make away with 
the record and the memory of his 
great life his would be an unknown 
name today. Fortunately for the 
world, Jefferson still lives in the ac- 
cepted and defended policies which 
his statesmanship created, and in 
leaders and men made better by 
knowing and practicing them. 

Jefferson, the friend of science, the 
promoter of exploration, the solver of 
economic problems, the developer of 
statesmen and champion of freedom 
was also qa patient, unhurried home 
builder for wife and children and 
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friends, the designer apd builder of 
the abode which has become a na- 


tional shrine for the people of the COLLECT 
republic for whose foundation he fur- 
nished the most enduring parts. Of HORSES?

Pioneer American Collector 


HIS issue does honor to one of 

America’s earliest collectors— 
Thomas Jefferson, our third presi- 
dent. The furnishings of Monticello 
attest to the fact that Jefferson was 
a man of discriminating tastes. 

Marie G. Kimball in a copyrighted 
booklet, “Furnishings of Monticello,” 
released through the Thomas Jeffer- 
son Memorial Foundation, provides 
much data on the things which 
Jefferson like to have near him. It 
proves conclusively, as Mrs. Kimball 
points out that Jefferson was one of 
our first pioneer collectors. 

Jefferson was 27 years old at the 
time that he moved to Monticello, and 
it is said that he had long dreamed 
of a home on a mountain top. Al- 
though only one room was ready of 
what was to be his dream house he 
had his plans all drawn up on paper. 
Jefferson wrote of his new abode, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kimball’s chronicles: 
“T have here but one room which, like 
the cobbler’s, serves me for parlour, 
for kitchen and for hall. I may add, 
for bedchamber and study, too. My 
friends sometimes take a temperate 
dinner with me and then retire to 
look for beds elsewhere. I have hope, 
however, of getting more elbow room 
this summer.” 

Little is known of what Jefferson 
had in his home at Shadwell, Va., 
where he was born, but there is a 
little candlestand preserved in Jeffer- 
son’s bedroom in the Monticello man- 
sion, which belonged to his mother, 
who died in 1776. An inventory of 
her estate, filed in 1777, shows that 
she had the following furniture: “one 
chest, one table, one d°, three cherry 
chairs, one frame (chair), two wal- 
nut chairs, one elbow 4’, five flat bot- 
tom chairs, three bedsteads, one look- 
ing glass.” But a fire had destroyed 
most of the homestead in Shadwell 
in 1770, and Jefferson received little 
ancestral furniture apparently. 

In 1772 Jefferson brought his bride, 
the former Martha Wayles Skelton, a 
somewhat wealthy widow to his Mon- 
ticello home, and although there are 
no records to substantiate it, it is be- 
lieved that much of her effects went 
into the enhancement of the beauti- 
ful home on the mountain. Within 
ten years of their marriage Martha 
Jefferson died and shortly thereafter 
Jefferson set sail for France, to re- 
present his country and to help him 
forget his sorrow. 

Upon his arrival in Paris he first 
thought of renting furniture but as 
he writes: “those who hire furniture 
asked me forty percent a year of it. 
It was better to buy, therefore.” So 


he started upon buying expeditions. 
The silver, pictures, books, objects 
of art, damasks, furniture, which he 
purchased did credit to his taste, and 
gave him a distinguished abode. 

His account books show that while 
in Paris he bought at least 57 chairs, 
two sofas, six mirrors, several marble 
topped tables and commodes, three- 
fold tables, several clocks, Venetian 
blinds, stoves, glassware, china, sil- 
ver and wallpaper among other 
things. 

Jefferson’s Paris purchases con- 
tained many accessories and orna- 
ments, scientific instruments, in ad- 
dition to linens, china, and silver, and 
the records show that scarcely a day 
passed without a purchase for his 
household. The following entries are 
typical of his Paris purchases: 

1784 

Aug 21 pd. for 12 coffee cups and 
saucers, 8 teacups and saucers and 
teapot 90f. pd. for table furniture, 
viz.; glasses, plated ware, etc. 692f12. 
pd. for 12 silver spoons and 12 silver 
forks 600f. 

Aug. 23 pd. for 1 doz. silver forks 
300f, 1 doz. tablespoons 300f. pd. for 
2 ragout spoons 100f, a soup ladle 
100f. 

Dec. 30 pd. Bazin for plateaux de 
Dessert 442-16. 

1785 

Feb. 27 pd. for plated reading lamp 
31/6. 

Sept. 9 pd. Noseda for a thermo- 
meter 12f. 

Oct. 12 pd. in part for a pair of 
bed candlesticks 6f. 

Noy. 3 pd. for carpet for dining room 
and d° for bedside 234f. 

Nov. 29 pd. for blankets, hair, 
feathers, etc. in part 1000d. 

As Mrs. Kimball points out, per- 
haps the most important purchases 
that Jefferson made while in Paris, 
were his paintings and his sculptures. 
Among the paintings he mentions “St. 
Paul Preaching at Athens,” “St. 
Ignatius at Prayer,’ “The Sacrifice 
of Iphigenia,” and others of similar 
character. His sculpture interests list 
“The Venus of Medicis, Florence,” the 
“Apollo Belvedere,” and the “Mes- 
senger Pulling out a Thorn.” 

That Jefferson became a patron of 
the arts shortly after he went to 
Paris is recorded as follows: 


1784 

October 19 pd. for two pictures of 
heads 7-1 d° half lengths, viz. an Ecce 
Homo and another 18 pd. for 2 small 
laughing busts 21f. 26 pd. for a 
Hercules in plaster 36f. 29 pd. for 
five paintings (heads) 11f16. 
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1785 

Jan. 4 pd. for a picture with six fig- 
ures 24f. 

A little later Jefferson noted: 


“Gave Houdon order on Mr. Grand 
for 1000 f. for busts made for me,” 
and was buying original paintings 
from famous collections. 

By his exquisite taste and keen 
mind, Jefferson distinguished himself 
in Paris. His friendship with the 
Marquis de Lafayette and others 
equally as renowned brought other 
famous persons to his hearthside. He 
conferred with Clerisseau about the 
design for the capitol at Richmond, 
and with Houdon, over a statue of 
General Washington. Also he was a 
close friend of the Comte d’Angiviller, 
the directeur general des batiments 
du roi, who was reputed to have had 
“a eollection of the most precious 
things I have seen.” 

Richard Cosway, the celebrated 
miniature painter, and his lovely wife 
were also Jefferson’s close friends and 
their association helped develop his 
collecting tastes. Soon he had de- 
veloped plans for his collection. He 
would assemble pictures and busts of 
his famous contemporaries. He pur- 
chased a bust of John Paul Jones 
from Houdon, and also one of him- 
self, for which he paid a thousand 
frances. Voltaire, Napoleon, the Em- 
peror of Russia, Alexander, La- 
fayette and Washington were also 
added. 

The things he bought while serv- 
ing his country as minister to Paris 
filled 86 packing cases when they were 
shipped to Philadelphia for the house 
he was to occupy as Secretary of 
State. 

When Jefferson retired as Secretary 
of State, in 1798, this furniture was 
shipped to Monticello, together with 
other things he had collected while in 
Philadelphia, including approximate- 
ly 18 chairs, half a dozen mirrors, 
several beds and tables. 

As the years went on and Jeffer- 
son’s list of friends and business as- 
sociates became greater he purchased 
more chairs, just as he bought silver- 
ware. In 1801, for instance, it is 
recorded that he purchased “4 Dozen 
of Arm Chairs, Black and Gold, for 
the President of the United States,” 
and a short time later, the entries 
showed, “3 dozen stick chairs, painted 
black with a yellow ring.” 

A curious feature about all lists 
and inventories is the absence there- 
from of bedsteads, Mrs. Kimball’s 
researches into the furnishings of 
Monticello points out. The beds at 
Monticello were alcove beds, recesses 
built into the wall of the room and en- 
closed on three sides. Jefferson’s own 
bed was an exception. It filled an 
open alcove between his bedroom and 
study. 

After Jefferson’s death, the collec- 
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tion on which he had lavished so much 
thought was sold, as the following 
advertisement in the Boston Tran- 
script of the year 1833 indicates: 

“Valuable oil paintings. We com- 
mend to the attention of artists and 
amateurs, the fine collection of paint- 
ings, formerly belonging to President 
Jefferson, and selected by him in 
Paris with the assistance and advice 
of Col. Trumbull. The collection is 
not large, but all the paintings are 
valuable; many of them are rare and 
of great price. Gentlemen of opulence 
and taste are offered an opportunity 
which seldom occurs, of possessing 
themselves of some exquisite produc- 
tions of the pencil. They are on ex- 
hibition at Harding’s, and will be sold 
by auction tomorrow, the sale be- 
ginning at 10 o’clock.” 

After his presidency, when Jeffer- 
son began to experience the woes of 
a dwindling income, such new pieces 
of furniture as were needed at Monti- 
cello were made on the place. John 
Hemings, the slave, who became a 
skilful cabinet maker, and James 
Dinsmore, one of Jefferson’s master 
builders, constructed most of the 
pieces. Dinsmore is credited by the 
manager of Monticello with making 
“a great deal of nice mahogany fur- 
niture.” 

Fortunately a part of the auctioned 
goods has found its way back to Mon- 
ticello. 

One old writer said this about the 
Jefferson collection. “In short, it is 
supposed there is not a private gentle- 
man in the world in possession of 
so perfect and complete a scientific, 
useful and ornamental collection.”

A Collector’s Paradise 


MONTICELLO, now preserved as a 

National Memorial and Patriotic 
Shrine, was for more than 50 years 
the beloved home of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and third president of the 
United States. Here on a part of his 
paternal acres he early built the un- 
usual and fascinating house from his 
own designs, and here he constantly 
returned from every absence occa- 
sioned by his long career in distin- 
guished public offices of his state and 
country. 

Jefferson had already begun level- 
ing the mountain top at Monticello 
preparatory to building, before the 
burning of his birthplace, Shadwell, 
February 1, 1770. He was his own 
architect, self-taught in drawing. His 
designs, derived from those of the Ita- 
lian architect, Palladio, were of a 
standard of classical correctness new 
in America, the porticoed house, 
which was united with balanced ‘“‘out- 
chambers,” by level terraces over the 
kitchens and other service quarters, 
which were thus concealed from view, 
made an unbroken panorama. 

By the outbreak of the Revolution 
the main house was substantially fin- 
ished. Half of its present width, the 
house then consisted of the rooms 
along the western side—the tea room, 
dining room, salon, Jefferson’s bed- 
room and dressing room—-with a

stairway within the area of the pre- 
sent hall. So the house was seen in 
1782 by the Marquis de. Chastellux 
who described Jefferson as “the first 
American who had consulted the fine 
arts to know how he should shelter 
himself from the weather.” 


It was here that, on the approach 
of Tarleton’s British cavalry in 1781, 
Jefferson, then Governor of the State, 
was warned by Jack Jouett after a 
famous ride which is commemorated 
by a star on the steps of the east 
portico. Jefferson had ample time to 
leave the house and observed the raid- 
ers through his glass from the summit 
of Carters Mountain nearby. 


It was in 1795, after his terms as 
Minister to France and Secretary of 
State, that Jefferson determined to 
enlarge and remodel the house. He 
added the eastern file of rooms, with 
their mezzanine story, and the dome 
on the west—on the model of that of 
the Hotel de Salm (now palace of 
the Legion of Honor) which he ad- 
mired in Paris as the finest adapta- 
tion of Roman architecture. This 
work continued all during Jefferson’s 
terms as Vice-President and as Presi- 
dent, being completed before his re- 
tirement in 1809. One of the last fea- 
tures to be executed was the parquet 
floor of the salon, in ten-inch squares 
of rosewood, satinwood, walnut and 
cherry. The eagle in the hall ceil- 
ing, with its eighteen stars, must date 
from after the admission of Louisiana 
to statehood in 1812. 


Of the bedrooms, one was assigned 
to his daughter Martha, married to 
Thomas Mann Randolph (later Gov- 
ernor of Virginia), from whom the 
northern out-chamber was known as 
“Colonel Randolph’s Study.” Fre- 
quent visitors were Jefferson’s neigh- 
bors, Madison and Monroe, who, like 
Abbé Correa, the botanist-diplomat, 
occupied the rooms north of the hall. 
Jefferson’s fine library which forms 
the nucleus of the Library of Con- 
gress, expanded to fill the whole en- 
larged room across the south end, 
now housing relics of Jefferson and 
his family. In the remodeling Jeffer- 
son adopted the French scheme of 


‘alcove beds, his own being open on 


both sides. To give privacy to the 
stairs, in a house overrun with com- 
pany, he placed them out of sight in 
the lateral passages. 


The house contains many examples 
of Jefferson’s inventive genius. In 
the ceiling of the east portico is a 
wind-vane operated by a _ weather- 
vane above. Over the hall is a large 
seven-day clock, dated 1802 and made 
by the Swiss clockmaker, Leschot, 
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Thomas Jefferson’s bed looking into his study. The quilt on the bed is the original used by him and the chaise 


which marks the days of the week by 
the descent of the cannon-ball 
weights, and is wound from a folding 
ladder. The double glass doors to 
the salon opposite are geared together 
so that either one also operates the 
other. Beside the chimneybreast in 
the dining room is a dumb-waiter by 
which bottles were raised directly 
from the wine-cellar, the empty bot- 
tles returning as counter-weights. 
The furnishings of Monticello were 
largely assembled during his travels, 
but some were made on the place by 
slaves trained in cabinet-work. A 
small travelling desk on which Jeffer- 
son wrote the Declaration of American 
Independence (a replica of which desk 
is shown in the Library) was de- 
signed by him and made by the fa- 
mous craftsman Ben Randolph, with 
whom Jefferson lodged in Philadel- 
phia. The Wedgwood plaques in the 
dining room mantel were doubtless 
acquired in England. Many pieces of 
French furniture, including the two 
large mirrors of the salon and the 
lamps on the hall mantel, were 
brought back from Paris to Monti- 
cello, as were materials for curtains

In the house today (except in the 
salon) the furnishings have been con- 
fined to those which Jefferson himself 
owned, gradually acquired by the 
Foundation, chiefly by purchase, gift 
or bequest of his descendants. 

Jefferson was a passionate collec- 
tor of works of art, a number of 
which have been returned to Monti- 
cello. A friend and patron of the 
great sculptor Houdon, he owned 
Houdon Busts of Washington, Frank- 
lin and Paul Jones, the places of 
which are now occupied by copies. In 
the hall are busts of Jefferson and 
Hamilton by Ceracchi “opposed in 
death as in life.” The marble copy 
of the classic figure of Ariadne was 
a gift to Jefferson from Governor 
James Bowdoin of Massachusetts. In 
Paris Jefferson bought numerous 
paintings, including the “Magdalen” 
by Ribera, and “The Daughter of 
Herodias with the Head of John the 
Baptist” by Simon Vouet, both of 
which are now in the house, as well 
as the copy of a Raphael “Holy 
Family.” 

’ The approach to the house was 


originally from the east, leading di- 
rectly up to the front portico. The 
west portico looked out on the lawn, 
secluded from strangers, with flower 
beds under the windows of the house 
and a remarkable early landscape 
treatment. The Virginia Garden Club 
in 1939 generously appropriated the 
necessary funds to restore the Jeffer- 
son gardens at Monticella, following 
Mr. Jefferson’s own drawings and 
plans. The work of restoring the 
gardens on the West Lawn was com- 
pleted in 1939, and in 1940 the Vir- 
ginia Garden Club began and com- 
pleted the restoration of the Jeffer- 
son gardens on the East Lawn at 
Monticello. 

Thomas Jefferson died at Monticello 
at the age of 83 on July 4, 1826, the 
fiftieth anniversary of the signing of 
the Declaration of American Inde- 
pendence. He lies buried in the fam- 
ily graveyard which he laid out on 
the mountainside of the road leading 
from the lodge to the house. The 
epitaph on his tombstone was written 
by him and found among his papers 
after his death. It reads as follows: 
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HERE WAS BURIED 
THOMAS JEFFERSON 
AUTHOR 
OF THE DECLARATION OF 
AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE 
OF 
THE STATUE OF VIRGINIA 
FOR RELIGIOUS FREEDOM, AND 
FATHER OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF VIRGINIA 


The Thomas Jefferson Memorial 
Foundation, a patriotic, non-profit 
corporation, was organized on Jeffer- 
son’s birthday, April 13, 1923, and on 
December 1, 1923, took title to Monti- 
cello and the surrounding property, 
consisting of 658 acres. Since that 
date, Monticello has been maintained 
and preserved as a national memorial 
and patriotic shrine by the Founda- 
tion. The officers and directors of the 
Foundation have, from its organiza- 
tion, given their time and attention 
to its work without receiving any 
compensation. 

The upkeep, maintenance and re- 
storation of Monticello are made pos- 
sible by the admission fees paid by 
visitors and by the profit received 
from sales in the Monticello Shop. 

The Thomas Jefferson Memorial 
Foundation, Inc., offices are located at 
70 Pine St., New York, N. Y. The 
following officers devote much of their 
time to the perpetuation of the 
shrine: President, Stuart G. Gib- 
boney; Secretary, Henry Alan Johns- 
ton; Treasurer, Frank K. Houston;

 Paphernanmpestane the fact that gath- 

ering mementoes of our third 
president, Thomas Jefferson, is not as 
easy as gathering those of some of 
our other presidents, Herman H. 
Diers, member of the staff of the 
U. S. Public Roads Administration, 
Washington, D. C., has done very well 
for himself. His collection shows the 
patience and ingenuity of the collec- 
tor. Mr. Diers has had to be content, 
of course, with having photostatie or 
other copies of many _ specimens. 
Nevertheless he has collected approxi- 
mately 200 items that tell much about 
this great statesman. 

Mr. Diers was a collector of old 
American prints before he took on 
Jeffersoniana, and started collecting 
steel and copper plate engravings, 
drawings, etchings, wood cuts, litho- 
graphs, duotones, heliogravures, sil- 
houettes, of Jefferson. His portraits 
are full and half lengths, oval, three- 
quarter, and include views of statues. 
He also includes scenes from the life 
of Jefferson, and different views of 


the buildings that Jefferson designed, 
such as the Virginia State Capitol, 
and the University of Virginia. 

Of course, most of the documents 
of a state nature are now in national 
museums, but Mr. Diers has many 
facsimiles of documents pertaining to 
and including the signatures of Jef- 
ferson such as the Declaration of 
Independence in Jefferson’s own hand- 
writing with his own corrections. The 
latter is rather well known as many 
copies of this great original tran- 
script, have been made and sold and 
many Americans, not necessarily col- 
lectors, possess copies. 

Among the artists whose reprint 
pictures appear in the Diers’ collec- 
tion are John Trumbull, Alonzo Chap- 
pel, R. B. Hall, Gilbert Stuart, and 
St. Memin. Many pictures of Jeffer- 
son were made in foreign countries, 
for he captured the imagination of 
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artists abroad as well as at home. 
England, France, Ireland, Italy, 
Spain, and Germany were among 
those countries to do him honor. 

To give some semblance of uni- 
formity to the collection, Mr. Diers 
has mounted most of his prints on in- 
dividual white mats, each 14 x 11 
inches. : 

He is particularly proud of the 
pictures drawn expressly for his col- 
lection by Russell Parker, Washington 
artist. 

Pictures from Mr. Diers collection 
are in the Library of Congress, U. S. 
Supreme Court, Virginia State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Virginia State His- 
torical collection, Louisiana State 
Historical Society in New Orleans, 
Independence Hall Museum in Phila- 
delphia, the U. S. National Museum 
in Washington, and numerous other 
places throughout the United States.

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FAMOUS CIRCUS PARADE WAGONS 
Part Il

OLLECTORS of circusiana who 
are particularly interested in 
parade wagons and their histories 
have received with marked enthusi- 
asm, the announcement that the old- 
time parade is to be revived this 
season by Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum’ & Bailey Circus for its 
annual tour of the nation. 

But circus fans will not stand on 
downtown sidewalks to watch the 
parade go by, for the street pageant 
will traverse no city thoroughfares. 
To see the parade, the spectator will 
be comfortably seated in a grandstand 
chair in the show’s big top. When 
the equestrian director’s whistle 
blows, signaling the beginning of the 
show’s performance, the parade will 
start and its route will be around the 
hippodrome track of the big top. 

In this parade will be all the fea- 
tures that thrilled American young- 
sters one, two and three generations 
ago! There will be the carved and 
gold-leafed band and tableau wagons 
drawn by plumed and caparisoned 
horses, open dens, mounted people, 
Roman chariots, clown carts and 
bringing up the rear, as in years gone 
by, the steam calliope. 

A few serviceable vehicles of other 
days will go into the Ringling Bros. 
tournament which sets a new fashion 
in circus specs. And the new wagons 
being built especially for this old- 
time parade in a new setting, will

bear carvings removed from discarded 
tableaus and band chariots of old. 

A companion article last month, 
sketched briefly the progress of the 
parade down through the early 1900’s. 
From 1905 until the parade ceased 
to be a feature of most circuses about 
1930, building of tableau wagons de- 
clined, not only because fewer circuses 
were giving parades, but the supply 
of discarded tableaus was sufficient 
to meet the needs of new shows. 

The last large order for parade 
wagons went to Bode Wagon Works 
in 1917 and during a two-year period, 
a number of attractive tableau bodies 
was constructed for Frank Spellman’s 
United Circus Corporation, which or- 
ganized a short-lived motorized show. 

These tableaus included among 
others, Belgium, China, France, Great 
Britain, India, Mexico, Panama, Japan 
and United States. 

About 1920, Fred Buchanan pur- 
chased several of these bodies and 
placed them on running gear of horse- 
drawn vehicles for his circus. Others 
went to the Frank West carnival and 
to smaller shows. Buchanan’s wagons 
appeared in Robbins Brothers parade 
until 1931, when they went into his 
Granger, Ia., quarters to remain until 
Cole Brothers Circus was organized 
in 1935 and acquired several of them. 

Four of these wagons — Belgium, 
Great Britain, India and United States 
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—were destroyed in the winter quar- 
ters fire in Rochester, Ind., in 1938. 
Only the French wagon remains in 
the old Rochester quarters. 

Al G. Barnes, Sells-Floto, Hagenbeck- 
Wallace, Sparks and numerous other 
shows, large and smali, acquired some 
new wagons during the period from 
1905 to 1920. But most of them 
acquired old or rebuilt wagons and 
1emoved carvings from deteriorating 
vehicles to decorate new ones. 

Along with band and _ tableau 
wagons, there were many attractive 
cages and dens. In the 90’s, Barnum 
& Bailey, Adam Forepaugh, Sells 
Brothers and other shows had tableau 
dens which were equipped with side- 
boards or “doors” covered with heavy 
carving, and in most cases, mirrors 
of various shapes. There were also 
human or animal figures in the four 
corners of the wagon bodies. Sun- 
burst wheels were as heavy and as 
expertly designed as those on 
tableaus. 

So profusely decorated were these 
vehicles, that in later years many 
were transformed into tableaus. The 
Palms wagon owned by Christy 
Brothers Circus is a good example, 
having been a Sells Brothers cage 
before it was rebuilt. The same show’s 
calliope wagon was made from a 
Barnum & Bailey mirror den. Similar 
transformations may be found to 
have been accomplished to provide 
many shows with parade equipment. 

In the late 90’s, John Robinson 
circus contracted with George Schmidt 
Wagonworks for a group of so-called 
“cottage” cages which were a de- 
parture from established style. They 
had roofs built in the shapes of 
domes, minarets, cupolas, and gables. 
One was built in the form of a half 
circle with sunbursts carved on its 
sides. A monkey cage was round and 
set on gears so it revolved while 
moving in a parade. Sells-Floto also 
had a round monkey cage. 

While steam and air calliopes were

OLD SONGS 


By STEPHEN FASSETT 


“Opera Disc”? Records 


PERA Disc records are familiar 
to collectors, most of us having 

at least a few of the commoner ones 
in our collections, but I wonder how 
many of our readers know that in 
1921 the Opera Disk Distributing 
Company, Inc., 25 West 18th St., 
New York City, issued a 32 page 
“Catalogue of Musica Records,” which 
listed about a thousand selections 
by half a hundred of the greatest 
Victor and Gramophone Company 
stars! The introduction states that 
“This catalogue is only a first offer- 
ing of our records. It is not complete, 
but will be supplemented by bulletins 
which we expect to issue from time to 
time so that our patrons will be kept 
informed of the additions to our list.” 


Pirated 

Opera Disc records have a special 
aura (not necessarily a special value) 
owing to the fact that they were 
pirated editions, as any well-informed 
collector could surmise from a study 
of the records themselves, especially 
if he knew they appeared shortly 
after World War I. In the first 
place, many of the artists — includ- 
ing Caruso, Farrar, Homer, Gadski 
and Amato, to name several that 
were particularly famous in America 
— were renownedly under exclusive 
contract to Victor and its affiliated 
companies, and nearly all were closely 
if not exclusively associated with 
these companies. Therefore, it would 
be logical to presume that the Opera 
Dises were pirated from matrices 
originally belonging to the Victor 
and Gramophone companies. More- 
over, they even bear the Gramophone 
company’s own numbers, although 
they are also furnished with special 
Opera Dise numbers as well: 70,000 
series for 12 inch and 60,000 series 
for 10 inch. Add the facts that the 
records bear a “Made in Germany” 
imprint and were sold here in direct 
competition with Victor’s own legiti- 
mate pressings, and the evidence is 
sufficiently complete. For further 
clarification, I wrote to Peter Hugh 
Reed, editor of the excellent record 
magazine, “The American Music 
Lover.” Mr. Reed, long associated 
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with records, passed on the follow- 
ing story, which was rumored in the 
trade at the time Opera Dises were 
being distributed here. It seems that 
after the war the German branch of 
the Gramophone company, known as 
the D.G.A., found itself severed from 
its parent company in England (mak- 
ers of His Master’s Voice or HMV 
records) and, in turn, from Victor 
in the U. S. A. Some smart German 
conceived the idea of pressing their 
best numbers, since a great supply of 
master stampers legitimately ob- 
tained before the war were still on 
hand, and shipping them over here 
with the Opera Disc label. How they 
thought they could get away with 
such a procedure under the nose of 
so powerful a company as Victor is 
not explained. But for a time — less 
than a year, it is said — they did, 
until Victor managed to force them 
to quit. Every record on their list 





was a duplicate of what had been 
available in England and in this 
country, with the exception of a con- 
siderable number recorded in Ger- 
many for the German trade. Opera 
Dises may Have been sold in other 
countries and probably were, but no 
definite information is obtainable at 
this time. Mr. Reed says that he 
had about 100 Opera Dise records, 
all duplicating domestic Victor issues, 
and I suppose other collectors may 
have as many or more, but what I 
would like to know is whether all the 
records listed in the 1921 catalog 
were actually issued and on sale here. 
I have seen or heard of Amato, Bat- 
tistini, Caruso, Gadski, Kurz, Ruffo, 
Slezak, Sammarco Tamagno and Te- 
trazzini with this label, but never, as 
I recall, Bella Alten, Ciccolini, Jad- 
lowker, Jorn, Denera, Kurt, Van En- 
dert, Knupfer, Lottie Lehmann, Jo-

Description of Label 

The most common type of Opera 
Dise label (spelled Dise on the label, 
Disc in the catalog) has a black 
background. Titles, etc., are printed 
in black ink on a blue medallion, 
above which is the trade mark: a 
nude (almost) female figure playing 
a lyre, and the words “Musica G D.” 
A vaguely flesh colored ink is used 
for the nude and for the words 
Opera Dise Company Incorporated 
which appear on the top curve of the 
label. Last spring, however, I picked 
up an interesting variation, on Sam- 
marco’s “O solo mio.” Underneath a 
badly centered Opera Disc label of 
somewhat similar design to the one 
just described, dark maroon in color 
with gold lettering, there was visible 
the edge of another label, typically 
HMV salmon in color. When the top 
label was steamed off, the underneath 
label turned out to be not actually an 
HMV label, as I had thought, but a 
shameless imitation of one, both in 
color and in general layout. Even the 
famous “His Master’s Voice” trade- 
mark is suggested: the dog is miss- 
ing but the old-fashioned gramophone 
is there and at first glance it has 
fooled more than one collector! Across 
the top curve of this label are the 
familiar words “GRAMOPHONE 
RECORD.” No mention of Opera 
Disc is made, but “Musica G D” does 
appear, very inconspicuously. It was 
with this label that the record was 
circulated in Germany, I surmise.

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that I might share them with our 
followers. These will be printed in 
this department, and we introduce our 
first installment in this issue. Be- 
cause of the extreme ‘familiarity of 
the titles, the Opera Disc records of 
many artists will not be listed here. 
For example, no less than three page- 
sides of Caruso solos, duos, trios, etc. 
will be skipped, as well as most of 
the records of Alda, Amato, Farrar, 
Gadski, Gluck, Goritz, Homer, Melba, 
Ruffo, and Schumann-Heink, all of 
whom are more or less liberally repre- 
sented. Nor will the pages devoted 
to the instrumental numbers be given 
space. 

AN APOLOGY is due Charles Mer- 
win Sniffin, whose comment on his 
choice of Patti’s “Pur dicesti” as 
a Remarkable Coloratura Record (cf. 
bottom of page 11 in the February 
issue) was submitted as “because of 
the marvelous trills” but inadvertent- 
ly published as “because of the mar- 
velous thrills.” 

For some time now it has been 
known that Leopoldo Signoretti, one 
of the great bel canto tenors of the 
19th century, recorded for the In- 
ternational Zonophone Company. Not 
long ago Francisco Garcia Montes of 
Habana, Cuba, had the good fortune 
to find the first Signoretti Zonophone 
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ever reported and Dr. Montes’ many 
American friends rejoice with him 
at the discovery of a rarity which he 
is better equipped to appreciate than 
any of us. The aria is Solingo, er- 
rante e misero from “Ernani” and 
the number of the record, which has 
a black label with gold lettering, is 
X1814. Dr. Montes has not yet suc- 
ceeded in locating many important de- 
tails of Signoretti’s life but has 
nevertheless gathered an impressive 
amount of information about his 
career. As early as 1877 he was sing- 
ing “I Lombardi,” “Il Trovatore,” 
“Benvenuto Cellini,” and “La Favor- 
ita’? in Genoa. By 1888 he was active 
at the famous “La Scala” in Milan. 
receiving there warm admiration for 
his work in “La Juive.” His reper- 
toire was enormous and varied to an 
unusual degree. Signoretti was not 
gifted with a great voice but the use 
he made of it marked him as a great 
artist and a true master of the art 
of singing. The record found by Dr. 
Montes must have been made in the 
early nineteen hundreds and while the 
voice it reveals is not a beautiful one 
the scale is equalized, the outstanding 
qualities of the performance being the 
long phrasing, splendid breath con- 
trol, and the aristocratic delivery of 
the recitative. 


Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Henry Burr—I

T is no exaggeration to say that 

millions of admirers mourned when 
they learned Henry Burr, known in 
his later years as “the Dean of Bal- 
lad Singers,” had died on April 6, 
1941, at the age of 56. It is also no 
exaggeration to say that collectors of 
Burr records have insisted for months 
that his brilliant career be recorded 
here. 

There has been good reason for this 
insistence. Many believe the silvery- 
voiced tenor, who probably partici- 
pated in more records than any other 
singer, to have been the greatest 
“popular” artist in the history of the 
phonograph. Many others place him 
on a par with, or just below, Billy 
Murray. Unmistakably, he was the 
most popular ballad singer recorded 
music has ever known, and towered 
above other artists in the sentimental 
branch of recording just as Murray 
was the greatest favorite among 
comedians. 

Even as a small boy I recognized 
this fact. I imagined the whole world 
of music to lie beyond the folding 
doors of a large old-style Victrola, 
and depicted Billy Murray and Henry 
Burr standing guard on each side of 
the doors — the one representing 


comedy and the other sentiment. And 
that is likely to be the way in which 











Henry Burr in his later years. 
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future historians will regard them— 
as the dominant figures of the early 
recording era. 

The comedian and the ballad singer 
had somewhat similar starts in life. 
Billy cannot remember a time when 
he was not singing, and Burr was a 
child wonder at the age of five. On 
the other hand, while Murray never 
acquired formal musical training and 
to this day can’t read a note, Burr 
had the benefit of careful vocal in- 
struction and was a highly educated 
man of exceptionally wide cultural 
interests. Many of the songs he sang 
have been described as “tripe,” or 
worse, but his voice was of so beauti- 
ful a quality and was so exquisitely 
managed that ultra-fastidious listen- 
ers who ordinarily despised popular 
music heard him with pleasure. I 
doubt if the art of tone production 
has ever been brought to a more 
nearly perfect standard than was at- 
tained by Burr, especially in his 30 
to 45-year-old life span. 

Henry Burr was born at St. 
Stephen, New Brunswick, Canada, on 
January 15, 1885. His real name was 
Harry H. McClaskey, and he was a 
son of Alfred McClaskey, a candy and 
tobacco dealer. Starting to sing as a 
very small boy, he gained fame as a 
child prodigy so rapidly that in 1898, 
at the age of 13, he was a boy 
soprano with the St. John, N. B., 
military band. A year later his father 
offered to give him “a fine gold 
watch” on condition that he refrain 
from singing during the voice chang- 
ing period. Little Harry agreed, and 
duly received the watch. 

Then, a year or so later, Giuseppe 
Campanari, a famous Metropolitan 
Opera star who was one of the first 
Victor Red Seal artists, came to 
Canada, met young McClaskey and 
discovered that he was gifted with 
a phenomenally beautiful voice. The 
great Italian insisted that Harry go 
to New York for musical training. He 
did. First he studied with the noted 
voice coach, John D. Meehan, and 
then with Miss Ellen Burr. He took 
the lady’s last name when he began 
to sing for records. 

While still a student, McClaskey 
became tenor soloist with the Grace 
Methodist Episcopal Church choir of 
New York. Soon afterward, as Henry 
Burr, he.was making Columbia rec- 
ords. His recording career may have 
begun as early as 1902, when he was 
17, or not have started until a year 
or two later. I have seen Columbia 
records by him whose master num- 
bers indicated they were made in 
1902, but they may have been re- 
makes of numbers originally sung 
by someone else. His name does not 
appear in the 1902 or 1903 Edison 
catalogs, but, by 1905, he was well 
established under the alias of Irving 
Gillette. Edison never made records 
carrying the otherwise familiar name 
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of Henry Burr. His first Victor rec- 
ord, of Behrend’s song, “Daddy,” was 
made in 1904. He also sang for all 
the other phonograph companies of 
that early day — Leeds, Criterion, 
Talk-o-phone, Zon-o-phone, Imperial, 
American—the list could be extended 
almost indefinitely. The young fel- 
low who didn’t become 21 until 1906 
was an immediate and overwhelming 
success. As early as 1905, the Talking 
Machine News, of London, praising 
one of his renditions of gospel hymns 
(a type of record which he specialized 
in making in those days) remarked, 
“We count Mr. Burr one of the fore- 
most recorders of today.” 

In later years Burr said he be- 
lieved he was the first singer to re- 
ceive a signed contract from the 
phonograph companies, instead of 
merely working by the “round” or 
special engagement. He was probably 
wrong in this belief, however, because 
Frederick Wheeler (better known as 
“James F. Harrison”) told me he 
signed a contract with the old Uni- 
versal Talking Machine Company as 
long ago as 1901, by which he re- 
ceived $1,400 yer year. 

Whatever his working arrange- 
ments with the recording firms, Burr 
long evinced a financial acumen that 
was the despair of less business-like 
competitors. It was odd that so 
thorough-going an artist should pos- 
sess one of the most severely practic- 
al of business heads, but the tenor 
was famed among his associates for 
exactly that quality. He insisted upon 
remuneration that was in keeping 
with his popularity and high artistic 
standards, and he received it. For the 
first 16 years or so of his recording 
life he free-lanced, singing impar- 
tially for every company able to pay 
him — and his services were so much 
in demand they all managed to raise 
the money for one or two engage- 
ments, at least. In 1915, however, a 
financial disagreement caused “Irv- 
ing Gillette” records to cease to 
appear on the Edison list, and he 
never sang for the great inventor’s 
firm again. 

Burr does not appear to have begun 
to sing under his real name until 
1912 when a few Harry McClaskey 
records made their appearance on 
Victor and Columbia lists. They were 
generally of a slightly more preten- 
tious nature than those with which 
the names of Burr and Gillette (he 
never used the latter for Victor, 
although Gillette records soon became 
fairly frequent on Columbia lists) 
were associated. 

Here it may be mentioned that the 
tenor occasionally used at least two 
other names. He told Angus Joss, of 
Chicago, that one Pathe monthly 
supplement contained records by him 
under no less that five names—Burr, 
McClaskey, Gillette, A. L. Alexander 
(his grandfather’s name) and Robert 
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Bruce. (The latter name probably was 
chosen because during the first few 
years of his recording career he was 
particularly famed for his singing of 
old Scotch songs, such as “Scots Wha’ 
Hae’ Wi’ Wallace Bled.”) I do not 
recall any Pathe records by A. L. 
Alexander, but there was one of 
“Memories,’ by “Alfred Alexander,” 
which was probably the one Burr was 
thinking of. Burr, incidentally, was 
a dear friend of Egbert Van Alstyne, 
composer of “Memories,” and recorded 
that beautiful ballad for Columbia 
(using the name of McClaskey) from 
the original manuscript. 

The friendship with Van Alstyne 
may have been caused by the resound- 
ing success of Burvr’s Victor and Edi- 
son records, in 1905, of “In the Shade 
of the Old Apple Tree,” Van Alstyne’s 
biggest ballad success, which a group 
of song writers voted some years 
ago to have been “the greatest song 
ever written in Tin Pan Alley,” a 
tribute gratifying to the present 
writer since it happens to be his 
favorite sentimental ditty. It stayed 
in the Victor catalog 20 years and 
must have sold several million copies.

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THE CASE OF “ALOHA OE” 


By DAVID EARL McDANIEL 


jer story behind “Aloha Oe” con- 

tains a bit of a mystery. I won- 
der if any reader of HOBBIES can 
clear up the points in question? The 
story of this melody would appear to 
be as follows: 

There was published in 1857 a 
ballad, “The Rock Beside the Sea,” 
composed by Charlie C. Converse, who 
evidently wrote the lyrics also. 
Charles Crozat Converse (1832-1918) 
is best-known, perhaps, for his hymn- 
tune, “What a Friend We Have in 
Jesus.” He was a thorough musician, 
trained in Germany, and is recognized 
as a good example of his period’s com- 
posers. The song enjoyed popularity 
because in 1859 the indefatigable 
Charles Grobe issued one of his “bril- 
liant” variations-and-finale’s based on 
the song’s theme. There is also 
another variation (1865) by an Ed- 
ward Hoffman. The story of the lyric 
is best told by the last four lines in 
the second stanza: 

“Come back, my ocean rover, come! 

There’s but one place for me, 

Till I can greet thy swift sail 

home — 

My lone rock by the sea!” 

“There’s Music in the Air” by 
George F. Root was published in 
1857. He does not mention in his 


autobiography how the idea of the 
song, words, or music, came into 
being; but it enjoyed popularity and 
has been issued in many collections, 
and is, no doubt, familiar to most 
readers. Mr. Root is ordinarily cred- 
ited as original in his melodic con- 
struction. 

There is no connection between 
these two songs except for a certain 
melancholic strain in the lyrics. 

In 1884, Queen Liliuokalani copy- 
righted (if the printer was correct) 
“Aloha Oe.” The edition, which I 
judge to be the earliest in my pos- 
session, was issued by the Pacific 
Music Company, San Francisco. Li- 
liuokalani has several other songs to 
her credit, all in the same sad, sweet 
sorrow of the native Hawaiian music. 
“Aloha” is so familiar that I need not 
point out a total dissimilarity be- 
tween the words of all three songs. 

The music? Ah, there, indeed, is 
another story. Strangely enough if 
one played (in the same key) the 
“Rock Beside the Sea” and continued 
with the chorus of “Music in the Air,” 
he would have almost identically verse 
and chorus respectively of “Aloha 
Oe!” 

Sigmund Spaeth records that “The 
words were by Liliuokalani, and the 
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music, probably arranged by her 
bandmaster, Professor Berger, bor- 
rowed an old hymn-tune for its verse, 
and built the chorus from George 
Root’s ‘There’s Music in the Air.’ 
“Unfortunately, Mr. Spaeth does not 
name the “old hymn-tune.” Does any 
one recognize this? 

If one wishes to stretch his imagi- 
nation a trifle, he will make some- 
thing in that “Aloha Oe” is now 
used almost universally for those 
sailing away from some shore with 
the hope expressed of a future meet- 
ing. Also “Aloha” is the best-known 
and most often heard Hawaiin selec- 
tion on the radio. Remembering the 
two songs from whence it would seem 
to have sprung, certainly their sub- 
ject matter has been vindicated and 
joined together in a far more beauti- 
ful and more widely-known song. 

But do you think Liliuokalani was 
guilty of plagiarism?

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DESIGNS FOR THE GRANDIOSE 


By ALLISON DELARUE 


ITH the ballet and opera season 

on again at The Metropolitan 
Opera House the long tradition of 
grandiose stage productions is 
brought to the public’s attention. 

The invaluable research facilities 
of The Cooper Union Museum for the 
Arts of Decoration contains a splendid 
collection of early Italian stage de- 
signs, recently critically examined 
and cataloged by research member, 
Dr. Rudolf Berliner, who was former- 
ly assistant director of the Bavarian 
National Museum. 

This collection is a vast store house 
for contemporary designers of stage 
production in the grand manner — 
popular not only in opera but on 
Broadway and in Hollywood. 

The early development of modern 
stage designs, as it evolved in Italy 
during the period 1637 to 1875, is 
depicted here. Most of the designs 
are originals, although a few are 
early copies, and are predominantly 
Italian, with a few French and Ger- 
man pieces also included. For the 
most part, they consist of the work 
of artists who lived in Rome, Naples, 
and Southern Italy, and they throw 
new light on the development of the 
theatre in that section. 

The sets depicted are on a tremen- 
dous scale, representing spacious pa- 
laces and courtyards, extensive sub- 
terranean prisons, gardens and ter- 
races, celestial palaces, and are ex- 
ecuted with the precision and detail 
of a 20th century architectural ren- 
dering. The drawings served not only 
as guides to stage builders and paint- 
ers, but were often preserved as per- 
sonal mementoes of popular produc- 
tions, used as illustrations in libret- 
tos, or employed to decorate com- 
memorations of ceremonial occasions. 

The drawings record the develop- 
ment of realism and fantasy in stage 
design, the evolution of a multiple 
number of pieces in a theatre set, 
and the growing understanding of 
lighting, perspective, varying axes of 
audience attention, and color values. 
Some of the designs might have been 


intended for puppet theatres, as a 
strict censorship of the theatre was 
exercised in Rome during this period, 
and puppets, sometimes life-size, 
were substituted for live actors. 

In explaining how he is able to at- 
tribute many of the designs to men 
whose names have hitherto been un- 
known in the history of art, Dr. Ber- 
liner says: 

“The manner of drawing during the 
18th century, for example, in the 
Bolognese school of perspective paint- 
ers or among the Roman architects, 
varies greatly from artist to artist 
and is easily distinguishable. A large 
portion of the stage designs can be 
assigned to a particular Italian 
school, although a given drawing 
may have been executed elsewhere in 
Europe by a designer trained in 
Italy. 

“Tt is a reasonable principle to ac- 
cept as conclusive the ostensibly au- 
thentic signature on drawings, and 
the unsuspicious-looking attributions 
to obscure artists, since the designs 
are invested with small commercial 
value or pride of ownership. There 
were many more stage designers than 
are now recorded, and the custom 
of lavishly and indiscriminately at- 
tributing all stage designs of the per- 
jiod to one of the famous Bibiena 
family should be discontinued.” 

Outstanding among the work at the 
Museum are the sketches by Guiseppe 
Valadier (1762-1839), an Italian, who 
was awarded the highly-prized. gold 
medal of the Art Academy in Rome 
at the age of 13 and became the lead- 
ing Roman architect of the 19th cen- 
tury. Valadier planned sets for 
scenes in palace atria, Egyptian 
temples, sports’ arenas, and royal 
tents, and on the design for a palace 
hall he penned in longhand a memo- 
randum to the scene painter, to whom 
Valadier could evidently give no or- 
ders. The memorandum reads: 

“As you are not a painter fit to 
hit the bull’s eye, but only an un- 
known hand, as I have good inclina- 
tions towards you, I send you these 
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two designs. If you want a more 
grandiose set, then make an opening 
in the wall like the front of a gal- 
lery.” 

The Cooper Union Museum has 
more than 1,000 drawings from the 
sketch books of Valadier and they 
reveal the untiring pains he took to 
find the correct solution to a problem. 
At least 60 of the sketches, showing 
a rich feeling for the fantastic, are 
for stage designs, and make clear 
that he, earlier than the others, be- 
came conscious of the importance of 
including the wings and back-drop 
in a design of an imaginary stage 
locality. 

“The modern art of stage design,” 
Dr. Berliner explains, “began as a 
highly sophisticated production im- 
bued with the classical inclinations of 
Italian culture in the 15th century. 
Theatrical reformers of that century 
aimed not at the sublimation of the 
popular stage, but at a revival of an- 
tique drama. The results were two- 
fold. The opera, a play with much 
music, show, and ballet, was created, 
and the modern stage was developed. 

“The back wall of the ancient 
Roman stage consisted in general of 
a decorative erchitectural structure 
which never varied, regardless of the 
locals of individual productions. Such 
unrealism was not in line with the 
artistic theatre of the late 16th cen- 
tury. The modernists wanted to trans- 
form the entire stage into a make- 
believe locality, and the painted 
back-drop gradually became popular. 
Until the end of the 17th century, 
however, stage design consisted of one 
back piece disposed at various dis- 
tances from the back wall. 

“In the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury came the discovery that the 
effect of the painted background 
could be strengthened by staggering 
the units on the set, or by dividing

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the back-drop into several portions to 
form curves and corners, give the im- 
pression of many rooms, and add to 
the perspective. The number of set 
pieces increased rapidly, until a de- 
sign executed in Rome 1768, the 
Teatre Tordinone, provides for 29 
separate pieces in a set for a palace 
hall. 

“Until 1850, the colors used in 
stage design were restricted to grays 
and browns. First to compose settings 
as much like paintings as possible 
was Francesco Fontanesi (1751- 
1795), who used strong and pure col- 
ors. Pietro Gonzaga (1751-1831) 
was credited in the early 19th century 
with the ‘happy revolution’ of using 
sets for the first time painted with 
pure and vivacious colors, but this is 
obviously a misconception. It may 
be that Gonzaga succeeded in im- 
pressing upon a great number the 
need for more color. : 

“The 18th century, saw an increas- 
ing emphasis on color perspective in- 


stead of linear perspective, but the 
smoke from countless oil lamps, 
though less than that from candles, 
was too dense for delicate effects. 
The following century began a new 
epoch, when sets for the first time 
were created in harmony with the 
mood of the play’s action. Gas light 
produced still another basic change, 
as it required that the pictorial quali- 
ties of the settings be stressed, and 
involved a closer approximation to 
the principles of easel painting. The 
main goal then became to create a 
naturalistic setting.” 

The sequence from the first project 
of the stage designer to the actual 
setting was a long one. The in- 
dividual drawings shown at The 
Cooper Union are in some instances 
rough sketches for the artist’s later 
use, or for some one familiar with 
the artist’s work. Others are extreme- 
ly elaborate and detailed, as though 
intended as proof of the designer’s 
ability, or to enable a layman to

about 1650 by Jiacomi Torelli (1604-1678). 
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grasp the significance of the full set. 
Some also originated as models for 
reproduction in engravings. A few 
show only one-half of a symmetrical 
set, while others have several alter- 
native plans superimposed on one 
another, 

From a technical standpoint, Dr. 
Berliner goes on to point out, the six 
drawings from France are the most 
interesting. Executed in Paris during 
the period from 1670-1710, the de- 
signs are done in a technique not yet 
established, but which consisted of 
pressing absorbent paper against a 
drawing made with greasy black 
crayon. 

The counter-proofs, as the addi- 
tional copies are called, originated 
and were used exclusively by the 
royal theatres, prior to the Revolu- 
tion, to make available copies of each 
stage design for the scenery director, 
ballet master, orchestra leader, chief 
painter, and anyone connected with 
the production. 

Not only is this collection at The 
Cooper Union an invaluable source of 
material for contemporary stage de- 
signers but may prove in the Duration 
to contribute to courses being estab- 
lished in the study of camouflage.

The ST. MEMIN 


Collection of 
Engraved Portraits 


TNHE Corcoran Gallery of Art, 

Washington, D. C., has in its per- 
manent collections, through the gen- 
erosity of its honored founder, the 
late William Wilson Corcoran, proof 
engravings of over 800 portraits by 
M. Favret de Saint Memin, assembled 
and indexed by the artist himself, 
and now placed on public exhibition. 

M. Favret de Saint Memin, a mem- 
ber of a family of rank and fortune, 
was born in Paris, in 1770. He be- 
came an officer of the French Guards, 
attached to the Court of Louis XVI; 
was an accomplished amateur artist, 
and had an aptitude for mechanics. 
By the revolution of 1790, he, with his 
family, had to flee to Switzerland, and 
afterwards came to America by way 
of Canada, 

About 1796, St. Memin came to 
New York, and his family being de- 
prived of their estates in Santo Do- 
mingo, as well as in France, the ex- 
guardsman had to rely upon his ac- 
complishments for means of support, 
showing that ready adaptation to cir- 
cumstances peculiar to Frenchmen, as 
was shown in the career of the exiled 
Duke of Orleans, afterwards Louis 
Philippe of France. 

St. Memin began his artistic career 
by taking views of New York, beauti- 
fully tinted, and his success led him 
to taking lifesize crayon portraits, in 
profile, on paper of a pinkish color. 
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He invented a machine to do this with 
greater accuracy, and another to re- 
duce the portraits to a small size for 
engraving. He next undertook to en- 
grave them himself, and, with nothing 
but an Encyclopaedia at hand, and 
with instruments of his own inven- 
tion, his mechanical genius enabled 
him to engrave on copper, in the beau- 
tiful, sharp, and finished style his 
works displayed. 

For two years, a fellow-exile, M. 
Valnuit, was associated with him in 
this vocation, and during that time 
the engraved heads bore the names of

Valnuit returned then to 
France, and St. Memin’s name alone 
is found on the subsequent prints. 
For a life-sized portrait in crayon, 
and the engraved copper-plate, with 
twelve impressions he charged 35 dol- 
lars. 

Having prosecuted this business in 
New York from 1796 to 1798, St. Me- 
min, after a short stop in Burlington, 
N. J., went to Philadelphia, remain- 
ing there busily employed until 1803. 
During 1804 he was in Baltimore, 
and thence came to Washington, 
where he remained three years, visit- 
ing Georgetown and Alexandria, with 
a fruitful field for his pencil and 
burin among the dignitaries and citi- 
zens of the Federal Capital. In 1808, 
he visited Richmond and Norfolk, 
passed 1809 in Charleston, S. C., and 
returned to New York in 1810. At 
this time, Napoleon having relaxed 
the measures against immigration, St. 
Memin returned to France, where he 
studied painting and engraving. He 
returned to America in 1812, and re- 
sumed his vocation of artist and en- 
graver until 1815, when, on the down- 
fall of Napoleon, he returned to 
France, never to leave it again. 

In 1817, Louis XVIII appointed 
him Curator of the Museum of Dijon, 
France, for which post his artistic 
and mechanical skill fitted him, and 
which he filled until his death in 
1852, aged 82 years. 

St. Memin left two copies of his 
collection of engraved portraits—all 
choice proofs of his own selection. One 
of them contained 820 portraits, and 
the other, in possession of the Corco- 
ran Gallery, 818; the former owned 
by a New York publisher, who, be- 
fore our civil war, published a photo- 
graphic copy of them, accompanied 
with interesting biographical notices 
of most of the persons represented. 
A copy of this volume is also owned 
by the Corcoran Gallery, and, by 
comparing these photographs with the 
original engravings, the excellence 
and fine execution of the latter are 
more manifest. 


As but few of these portraits were 
made for public use, St. Memin placed 
No names on the plates, but wrote 
them with his own hand beneath the 
portraits owned by the Corcoran Gal- 
lery, which were also indexed by him. 

In his progress from New York to 
Charleston, from 1796 to 1810, St. 
Memin’s portraits embrace many of 
the distinguished men of that period 
Memin’s portraits embrace many of 
lesser fame and in private life, with 
a number of ladies and children, and 
the pictures present a curious transi- 
tion of style of dress within that per- 
iod. Among them are likenesses of the 
artist and his family. The portraits 
of Washingtonians are of great in- 
terest, not only to our old citizens who 
remember them, but to their descend- 
ants, who see in them their sires “in 
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their habits as they lived.” Among 
them are President Jefferson, Genl. 
Van Ness, Col. Wm. Brent, Dr. 
Thornton, Capt. Laval, John Mce- 
Daniell, Robt. F. How, Dr. Fred’k 
May, Genl. Macomb, Commodore 
Stewart, Genl. Wade Hampton, etc. 

There are many single copies of 
these prints extant, and also some of 
the portraits in crayon on pink paper. 

These engravings were offered to 
Congress for purchase, but declined, 
and Mr. Corcoran at once bought 
them as one of the most valuable ac- 
quisitions of the Gallery.

AUTOGRAPHS 
OF THE WAR 

The war affords many opportunities 
for the collector, despite the fact that 
soldiers and sailors frequently find 
it necessary to travel light. Those who 
remember the last World War will re- 
call that some of the soldiers brought 
back a great deal of European war 
relics as mementos. Others collected 
autographs, books and curios in coun- 
tries abroad. 

The compiler of these notes speaks 
from experience, having had a brother 
in the air service during World War 
I. This boy, stationed at Kelly Field 
originally, later spent considerable of 
his time in London in the air service. 
On Christmas morning the London 
people opened their homes to the 
American boys, who were sent out by 
the London Y.M.C.A. to the various 
houses on the list. 

My brother, for instance, was for- 
tunate in being sent to a most inter- 
esting home. The father was an artist 
in stained glass and had many win- 
dows in Europe as well as several in 
leading churches of the United States. 
He was the author of a book on 
stained glass, and I well recall the 
autographed edition that was given to 
my brother. Many interesting stories 
emanated as a result of this contact. 
The family was prominent in London 
military life and enabled my brother 
to procure interesting autographs 
from several of the British officers. 

The collecting of autographs has 
this much in favor of it during war 
times — it does not require much 
space. And most of the specimens 
can be kept in the service man’s coat 
pocket. 

What would not many give now to 
have an autograph of Douglas Mc- 
Arthur, collected from World War I. 
At least I heard a lieutenant-colonel 
who was in his division during the 
World War remarking recently that 
he wished that he had procured an 
autograph of this distinguished

gentleman while he had the oppor- 
tunity. 


ODDITIES 

Edwin A. Rowlands of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., who frequently tours the country 
in connection with his historical auto- 
graphs says that of all his auto- 
graphs, only two are not in pen and 
ink.

INHERITED TASTES 

In autograph collecting, as in other 
hobbies, collections are often handed 
down from father to son and from 
mother to daughter.

The 
result is an outstanding collection of 
the present day. Included are all the 
signatures of the presidents of the 
United States—from Washington to 
Roosevelt. Particularly treasured is 
the signature of Martha Washington, 
which is especially rare. Other names 
in the collection are Napoleon, Cardi- 
nal Richelieu, Queen Elizabeth, Bene- 
dict Arnold, Queen Anne and such 
leaders of the French Revolution as 
Danton, Robespierre and Talleyrand.

Sydney, Australia — Hannah More 
Frazer of Dallas, Tex., American Red 
Cross club director in Australia, and 
namesake of Hannah More, noted 
British social worker, recently re- 
ceived a letter written by Miss More 
to William Pitt, famous Prime Min- 
ister of England in 1805. The letter 
thanked him for his interest in her 
book, “Hints to a Princess,” which 
she wrote anonymously. 


Miss Frazer received the well-pre- 
served document at the American Red 
Cross service club in Melbourne from 
F. D. G, Medley, Vice Chancellor of 
Melbourne University and well-known 
collector of letters and autographs. The 
gift of the collector’s item was in 
recognition for her outstanding work 
in the wartime recreation program. 

Like her famous namesake, who 
pioneered in spiritual and social wel- 
fare as a member of the famous Blue 
Stocking group of women authors in 
England, Hannah More Frazer is

owned by most circuses for parade 
duty there were numerous odd musical 
instruments mounted on wagons. The 
Appollonican has been mentioned. An- 
other was P. T. Barnum’s orchestmel- 
choir, appearing in his parade as 
early as 1873. Barnum & Bailey had 
an Aeolian organ and four musical 
tableau chariots of campbellican tubes 
in 1891. 

Ringling Brothers acquired the 
Moscow chimes or bell wagon built 
by Moeller brothers, in 1892, and 
after using it in parades for a number 
of years, discarded it only to bring 
it back to have a part in the 1941 and 
1942 specs of the big show. The Ring- 
ling caravan also had a big pipe 
organ wagon for parade and the 
cathedral scene of “Jerusalem and 
the Crusades” spec in 1903 and 1904. 

Pawnee Bill’s Wild West Show had 
a mechanical band wagoii early in the 
1900’s and it passed to the Mighty 
Haag show during the years the latter 
was on rails. The John Robinson 
Dragon band chariot, previously men- 
tioned, was fitted with a mechanical 
band or band organ in the latter days 
of its parade use. 

There have been several other types 
of parade vehicles, some of them be- 
ing designed for other uses in the 
show’s program and put in parade 
because of their availability and the 
management’s desire to “string out” 
the procession. 

Roman chariots, long a feature in 
the hippodrome races, usually ap- 
peared in the street parade with two 
and four-horse teams. Adam Fore- 
paugh & Sells Bros. Circus carried 
fire engines in 1906 for the show’s 
spec, “Fighting the Flames.” 

The hay wagon, a familiar clown 
vehicle, which had a trampoline bed 
in it, carried a troupe of tumbling 
clowns in parade many years ago. 
Clown carts were always familiar 
sights, usually drawn by January 
mules, trained to kick at the opper- 
tune moment. 

Barouches and open carriages were 
employed on occasions with featured 
performers as passengers, dressed in 
fashionable civilian garb of the period. 
Appropriately enough, Wild West 
shows carried covered wagons and 
stage coaches for parade duty, and 
shows which had military units, often 
had small cannon on caissons in 
parade. 

To chronicle all the parade novelties 
which agile-minded circus executives 
conceived and executed as they vied 
with each other for supremacy in the 
tented amusement field would require 
much more space than is allotted to 
this department.

Mest of us have heard and enjoyed 

the old bicycle song entitled, 
“Daisy.” However, it is interesting 
to know that many cycling songs were 
written long before Daisy was ever 
written. The writer is now making 
a collection of old American cycle 
songs and poems. 

Back in 1869 a composer calling 
himself “Brio” wrote a selection to 
honor George Porter which was pub- 
lished by Wm. A. Pond and Co. of 
New York entitled:

“A New Thing Under the Sun,” con- 
sisting of five pieces, a march, scot- 
tisch, waltz, galop and polka. 

In 1894, Harry Armstrong, made 
a big hit with his bicycle song, ;

meet you they desire.” 

Back in 1892, Brigadier General 
Albert Ordway wrote the Cycle-In- 
fantry Drill Regulations, which con- 
sisted in part of military music and 
trumpet calls. Bugle calls for cycling 
soldiers included: Attention, Mount, 


. and to 
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Dismount, March, Double Time, Rally, 
Commence Firing and Cease Firing, 
Lie Down and Rise. 

In 1938, Oscar Hammerstein II 
wrote the thrilling, “My Bicycle Girl,” 
set to music by Arthur Schwartz and 
published by Chappell and Company 
of New York. Collectors may obtain 
the score by writing to this company. 
The very latest bicycle ballet was in 
connection with Shipstad and John- 
son’s ICE FOLLIES OF 1943. Twenty 
girls rode in the various formations 
on the Madison Square Garden ice 
to the snappy music specially com- 
posed for this hit number. 

These old bicycle songs may be 
purchased from dealers listed in 
HOBBIES. Prices range from 50 
cents to $10 depending upon the age 
of the sheets, condition, engraving, 
etc. The College Cycle Club of New 
York has a collection of about a 
dozen of these old cycle songs which 
constitute a most interesting collec- 
tor’s item. 

Another branch of cyclana is the 
collection of books on cycling poetry.

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OUS SIGNET

MONG the interesting antiques of 
the Mission Inn collection, at 
Riverside, Calif., is one whose identity 
is unknown. It is a signet of gold 
and enamel with a handsome topaz 
on whose surface interesting symbols 
have been cut in intaglio. 

About 30 years ago Mr. Miller, 
the late Master of Mission Inn, pur- 
chased this unusual piece of jewelry 
from an art connoisseur who had re- 
cently come from Italy. His informa- 
tion concerning it was that it had 
belonged to a nobleman of Italy and 
represented some secret society or 
religious order of about the year 1700. 
It is certainly the handiwork of an 
artist in gold-craft. Its grace and 
elegance of design, and the beauty 
of the finished product proclaim it

as a piece of great distinction and 
undoubtedly the only one of its par- 
ticular kind. 

The various symbols which adorn 
it, both inside and out, can be trans- 
lated separately, probably more or 
less correctly, but what they repre- 
sent as a group is still a mystery. The 
writer of this article hopes to be able 
to solve this enigma with the aid of 
several scholars already consulted, 
but if any reader of HOBBIES can 
furnish any information, it will be 
greatly appreciated. 

The signet is two and three-eighths 
inches high when closed, including the 
ring top, through which a chain can 
be inserted. Golden curling leaves in 
openwork scrolls form the upper part, 
whose chief symbols are a_ black 
enamel cross with two crossed sickles, 
or perhaps halberds, behind it, and 
with a white enamel skull and cross 
bones beneath it. The skull and cross 
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bones usually mean Death, a sickle 
is usually in the hands of Death. The 
cross is a symbol of Christianity and, 
if halberds, that symbol could signify 
weapons of the soldiers of The Cross. 

The bottom of the signet is a 
wonderful topaz, one and one-half by 
one and one-half inches, with symbols 
on it carved deep enough to be im- 
printed on a wax surface when used 
as a seal. The symbols probably tell 
much more than if the surface were 
covered with writing, but what is the 
key to unlock this subtle meaning? 
The hour-glass could signify Life with 
its days shortened as the sands drop 
in the glass; the skull, Death; the 
book, wisdom or the Holy Bible, and 
the lighted candle, the Light of Life. 
Over the skull is a serpent, making a 
circle by swallowing its tail. Could it 
be Sin, encircling the butterfly, 
symbolizing the Immortal Soul? 

The most startling part of the 
signet lies at full length in the hollow 
space above the topaz, and is out of 
sight when the seal is closed. It is 
a skeleton, one and one-fourth inch 
long, exquisitely carved from white 
ivory. Could it mean that Death lurks 
in every corner and all roads lead 
only to it? 

One wonders about the style of 
costume which was the background 
of this “baffling signet as it dangled 
on a heavy chain. Silks and satins 
of the nobility would seem to become 
its golden elegance, rather than an 
austere habit of some religious order.

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Fitting Lincoln Day 
_ Chicago Historical Society ob- 
served Lincoln’s birthday in a 
fitting manner with a special address 
by Dr. Louis A. Warren of Ft. Wayne, 
Ind. Dr. Warren, director of the 
Lincoln National Life Foundation, de- 
votes almost his entire time to gather- 
ing and publishing little known facts 
about the life of Lincoln. He has made 
a thorough documentary study of Lin- 
coln’s ancestry and early life. 

Besides ‘this the Society presented 
a technicolor short of “Lincoln in 
the White House.” Frederick M. 
Barden of the War Production Board, 
Washington, D. C., and a student of 
Lincoln’s life for many years, gave 
a short address on the life of Lincoln. 

Personal Lincoln effects on exhibi- 
tion at the Chicago Historical Society 
include the grey-brown wool shawl, 
which has always been associated 
with his visits to wounded soldiers, 
and the brown linen umbrella, carved 
wood cane and black rubbers, which 
so well express the simplicity of his 
life. The slant topped desk and spindle 
back chair, used by Lincoln when he 
was studying law, and the rough hewn 
walnut pew from the Springfield 
Presbyterian Church, attended by the 
Lincoln family, are characteristic of 
his mode of living. 

The marble topped table from the 
Tremont House in Chicago was used 
by the committee which managed 
Lincoln’s campaign for the presidency. 
The rosewood piano was selected by 
Mrs. Lincoln for her use in the White 
House. Also exhibited are the black 
frock coat, the stock of black silk, 
and the faded handkerchief used by 
Lincoln on the night of his assassina- 
tion. 

The Lincoln Parlor is a replica of 
the front parlor of the Lincoln home 
in Springfield, Ill., and the furniture

contained is the original. In the re- 
production of the Petersen House bed- 
room, the original furniture, including 
the bed upon which Lincoln died, is 
shown. 

Recently placed on display is a 
Lincoln letter of particular interest 
at this time. It was written by Presi- 
dent Lincoln to the Secretaries of 
War and the Navy, February 16, 18638, 
requesting that they each appoint an 
officer to test a certain incendiary 
shell and fluid, and report whether 
it would be proper to introduce into 
the military or naval service of the 
United States.

Jeffersonian Relics 


In Independence Hall 
National Museum 


Independence Hall National Mu- 
seum, Philadelphia, Pa., has the fol- 
lowing exhibitions on loan at the pre- 
sent time, which are particularly ap- 
propriate in view of the Bicentennial 
celebration: 

An inlaid Hepplewhite card table 
that Jefferson used at Monticello. The 
table is owned by Marie Dodd. 

A tortoise-shell cane with plain 
wooden top and silver plate bearing 
the design of a tree and the inscrip- 
tion, “We will resist.” It also has a 
silver band with the inscription, “W. 
Johnson to T. Jefferson.” This is a 
loan exhibit by Mrs. Frederick M. 
Ives. 

A lock from the door of the room 
at 7th and Market Streets in Philadel- 
phia in which Jefferson drafted the 
Declaration of Independence. It was 
secured by H. B. Worrell at the time 
the building was wrecked, and was 
loaned by Mrs. Worrell. 

In portraiture, the museum has 
the James Sharples’ pastel portrait of 
Jefferson and another portrait of him 
by Charles Willson Peale. 

—)— 

Jefferson was the foremost figure 
in the events which led up to the 
Louisiana Purchase and the Louisiana 
State Museum in New Orleans, nat- 
urally, plays up that fact. 

The museum owns the celebrated 
painting by T. deThulstrup which 
shows the ceremonies in the Place 
d’Armes when the French tri-color 
was lowered and the Star Spangled 
Banner took its place on the tall staff 
in the Square. In the background is 
the St. Louis Church and the Cabildo; 
from the balcony of the latter build- 
ing the French and United States 
commissioners watched the final cere- 
mony.

The Drama 


ELIEVING that the greatest relief 

from war tension may be an oc- 
casional escape into the glamor of 
the unreal, the Metropolitan Museum 
is now running an exhibition of the 
theater and its relation to other arts. 
Once you enter the Museum’s gallery 
you leave behind everything that re- 
minds you of today. Here, in photo- 
graphs, is the sunlit theater of the 
Greeks, a half bowl of marble curving 
into the hollow of a hill, with such 
perfect accoustics that a man on the 
top bleacher can hear a whisper from 
the stage. Here are statuettes of the 
outrageous Greek comedians, their 
leering masks propped on their pillow 
paunches, and vases on which are 
painted scenes shown in Greek 
theaters, complete with stage setting. 
Here is a model of Delphi, showing 
how the Greeks often put their 
theaters among temples and kept 
their costumes and their scripts in 
temple storehouses, since plays were 
religious performances. 

The beginning of mediaeval drama 
in short religious plays acted in the 
churches by the clergy is recalled by 
church vestments and other objects 
used in the liturgy and liturgical 
drama. 

The exhibition also shows pictures 
of theaters from Shakespeare’s stage 
of simple outdoor carpentry to the 
flamboyant red and gold opera houses 
that are the ancestors of the Metro- 
politan Opera. There are drawings 
for stage settings for the vast court 
masques at which a king squandered 
half a year’s revenue on one spec- 
tacular evening. There is a picture of 
the great dancer, Taglioni, in the 
original of the century-old Pas de 
Quatre that was so brilliantly revived 
by the ballet last year. All in all, the 
Metropolitan’s show. takes the visitor 
on a tour through two thousand years 
of never-never land and sends him 
back to the present with something 
like the benefit of a vacation.

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University Professor Pursues Doll Hobby

pypteiocs rarely extends into a 

college classroom, but Miss Ethel 
Manahan, instructor of primary edu- 
cation at Phillips University in Enid, 
Okla., collects dolls, not only for her 
own pleasure, but also for the bene- 
fits of her students who study child 


psychology. 
Her collection includes a wide va- 
riety of dolls — from a barefoot, 


weatherbeaten Arkansas traveler with 
patched pants and battered felt hat, 
to a Chinese emperor and empress 
extravagantly dressed in brocade, 
silver, and jewels. 

One of the most unusual dolls is 
a miniature of Miss Manahan in cap 
and gown with red and white doctor’s 
hood and a minute replica of her sor- 
ority pin. The nine-inch figure was 
made by Mrs. John Corry, also of 
Enid, and was presented to Miss Man- 
ahan last year when she retired as 
president of the Delta Kappa Gamma, 
national educational sorority. 

“Collecting dolls has given me a 
great deal of enjoyment,” said Miss 
Manahan. “Many of my dolls were 
given to me by friends, and I bought 
many of them.” Her 77-year-old 
mother, who lives with her, also takes 
a delight in displaying the dolls to 
visitors. 

An old tintype of Miss Manahan’s 
mother at the age of six served as

model for the largest doll of the 
group. Dressed in typical 1871 style, 
including brown braids of real hair, 
red and black wool plaid dress, dainty 
lace-edged petticoat and pantaloons, 
black cotton stockings, and black kid 
boots, this doll is treasured most of 
all by its owner. 

Many of the dolls are made of novel 
materials. An old-fashioned circuit 
rider’s wife on a sway-backed horse 
was fashioned from dyed corn shucks 
with corn tassels for the horse’s mane 
and tail. Walnuts, painted and pen- 
cilled into wrinkled faces, were used 
in the construction of two dolls clad 
in calico and denim to represent an 
old Oklahoma farm couple. A bright 
blue three-inch witch doctor with 
amazing black and yellow legs was 
made from wishbones and is appropri- 
ately named “Dr. Wish-Wish.” 

Shortly before the war peasant dolls 
from eight provinces of France were 
sent to Professor Manahan from Paris 
by a missionary to Africa, also a 
former Phillips student. Each doll is 
clad in the distinctive style of its 
province. 

China is represented by a Chinese 
accordionist, a baseball player, an 
entire family of small dolls, and even 
the typical white-whiskered, flat- 
hatted Chinese fisherman. Miss Mana- 
han confesses that she thought one 
figure in blue was an ordinary Chinese 
workman until someone pointed out 
the gold earrings identifying it as a 
Chinese maiden. 

Genuine royal glamor is displayed 
in the model of modern Greece’s first 
queen, exquisitely dressed in maroon 
velvet and decked with pearls. The 
regal little figure is clad in the 
charming costume of the Greek court 
—full skirt, trim military jacket, and 


little pancake cap set at a jaunty 


angle. 

Pinocchio and Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs are ranged beside 
models of George and Martha Wash- 
ington. Representing Italy is an 
Italian skier in a blue ski outfit with 
bright yellow scarf, while an Alaskan 
doll is dressed for the cold in genuine 
brown and white Alaska fur. 

Tiniest of the dolls are the Mexican 
dancers, only one and one-half inches 
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tall, but complete to the smallest de- 
tails of sombrero and gay serape. 
Several American Indian dolls, an in- 
tricately beaded purple and yellow 
Navaho papoose case, and two Turk- 
ish yarn dolls are also of special 
interest. 

A nesta doll group from Russia is 
a unique feature. Eight wooden dolls 
graduated in size from the outer doll 
five inches tall to a tiny quarter-inch 
figure are telescoped into one another. 

“The greatest delight of my visitors 
is to take the nesta doll apart and 
finally uncover the tiny blue doll no 
bigger than a small button,” laughed 
Miss Manahan. 

Adding color with their bright-hued 
costumes to the assembly of dolls, a 
pair of Hungarian dancers and a 
sweet-faced bride with golden braids 
typify the peasants of Hungary. 

Interested in collecting dolls since 
she first began having her pupils 
dress tiny dolls as a part of their 
class work, Miss Manahan said: 

“When I began, I was interested 
in dolls of different countries in con- 
nection with my classes,” she added, 
“but later I started collecting unusual 
dolls as a hobby. I prize my entire 
collection highly.” 

Professor Manahan, widely known 
in Oklahoma primary _ education 
circles, received her first two degrees

from Phillips University and com- 
pleted her work for a doctor’s degree 
at the University of Oklahoma in 
1935. She has been teaching education 
courses at Phillips since 1926. 

Her hobby affords her many happy 
hours at home, at the same time 
serves a useful purpose in her class 
room study. The primary education 
students look forward eagerly to see- 
ing and studying Miss Manahan’s un- 
usual collection of dolls.

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At Home with 
Two Kansas Collectors 


ATHRYN Rickel of Kansas has 

recently delved into the historic 
doll collections of some of her local 
Kansas collectors and has given us 
permission to reprint some of her 
findings for other collectors. Her story 
follows. 

“Ladies of a by-gone day—ladies 
with billowing skirts and carefully 
done curls. We’ve just been wel- 
comed by a charming group of little 
ladies. 

From the very tiniest to the larg- 
est, they seemed pleased to have us 
Some of the beauties, especially 
the more exquisitely-groomed ones, 
seemed rather proud and haughty. 
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Yet, they were all most gracious to 
the visitor. 

Their hostesses, Mrs. Porter Clark, 
and her mother, Mrs. Lee Dillman, 
introduced us to each and every one 
of their ladies of long ago, and the 
fair creatures well nigh became 
beings. For, as you ‘may have 
guessed, it was not flesh and blood 
that we viewed, but a group of inter- 
esting and charming old dolls. 

Some years ago, a relative sent 
Mrs. Clark a little Parian head with 
a funny boyish bob. A new body 
with tiny carved wooden hands and 
feet was made and diligently dressed 
from “Godey’s Lady Book,” 1850, and 
named Penelope for the original own- 
er. Later, Mrs. Clark, with much 
chagrin, learned that “Penelope” was 
a little boy and a truly rare one. 

From this beginning then, the gift 
of “Penelope,” grew Mrs. Clark’s 
and her mother’s interest in this 
most fascinating of hobbies—doll- 
ology. The doll family now has grown 
to nearly 300 dolls, all of which be- 
long to the 18th and 19th centuries 
except one which steps a few years 
over 1900. 

Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Dillman have 
found that when there is not a mark 
on the doll, you can approximate the 
age by the hair dress, which is al- 
ways of the period in which the doll 
was made, and also by the workman- 
ship. The older dolls were painted 
by artists and so beautifully done 
that the collector can recognize the 
artistry in different models. It was 
a pity that artists did not autograph 
their work. Two dolls cast from the 
same mold and finished by different 
artists are twins, but each has its 
own definite personality. 

To Mrs. Harry Mitchell, Mrs. 
Clark owes some of her most treas- 
ured dolls, for the former is always 
on the alert for rare ones. A parti- 
cular treasure which Mrs. Mitchell 
found was a little lady carved com- 
pletely of wood, fully jointed and set 
together with square wooden pegs, the 
sort of doll that Quen Victoria played 
with when a child — the queen gave 
her doll collection to the London mu- 
seum before she died. 


Carriers of Fashion 

The first fashion book with pic- 
tures of the mode was “Magazin des 
Modes,” published in Paris in 1785. 
England followed with “The Ladies 
European Magazine,” published in 
London in 1798. Before this time, 
dolls were the carriers of fashion; 
costumes were complete in every de- 
tail from shirts to gloves. From these 
models, ladies from the new and 
old world chose clothes and hair 
styles. 

In this Clark and Dillman collec- 
tion is an old papier mache, wig 
model with black-blown glass eyes 
from which, no one knows which 
Colonial Dame chose her wig. 
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Another lady, carved entirely of 
wood, with head and hands, remov- 
able, was sent to Mexico in the last 
part of 1700. She has beautiful Gre- 
cian profile hair in classical style 
brown glass eyes, and pierced ears. 
She wears a suit of long blue under- 
wear and is so interesting, as is, that 
Mrs. Clark hesitates to put her into 
the few clothes she should wear, as 
she belongs, definitely, in the naughty 
era of style. The leaders of fashion 
during that interval were anxious to 
have nothing reminiscent of the days 
of the monarchy, and they went so 
far as to throw hoops and corsets, 
and so on, entirely into the discard. 
Styling here shows a great deal of 
the fullness gone from the shirt, the 
neck extremely decollete, silk tights 
replacing the full petticoats, and last, 
but not least, long silk stockings 
plainly visible through the slit sides 
of the skirt, or visible when the train 
was lifted and wound around the 
arm for convenience in walking or 
dancing. Abbreviated, curled locks 
were the order of the day, too; when 
retained, the long hair was dressed 
in the manner of Roman statues. 

Comments on this era of dress are 
most amusing. One wit said: 

Woman’s dress of late must con- 
tribute much to domestic bliss. No 
man can surely complain of petticoat 
government.” Earl, in his book. “Two 
Centuries of American Dress,’’ says 
of a preacher’s wedding in Washing- 
ton, “all the clothes worn by the 
bride might have been put in my 
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pocket. Her dress was of extremely 
fine muslin richly embroidered, but 
beneath her dress she wore a single 
garment.’ This “garment” was a 
plain silk tight as this doll wears. 

Next in age are the papier mache 
with kid bodies and wooden hands 
and feet. Of these, there are several 
in the Clark and Dillman collection. 
The finest one is in perfect condition 
in original clothes of homespun and 
fine linen. She came from the home 
of Revolutionary Colonel Tilson and 
belonged to his granddaughter. Her 
head of papier mache has tight little 
curls on the neck and she has brown 
eyes. These dolls are an exception 
to the rule, for in the days of sail- 
ing vessels, all the dolls that came to 
America were heads and the bodies 
were made by loving hands at home. 
Lucky is the collector who finds one 
of these old bodies in perfect condi- 
tion for usually they are only a sug- 
gestion of what they originally were. 
The papier mache dolls have bodies 
so sturdily made of kid and long 
wood arms and legs so they remain 
in good condition when the heads are 
worn perfectly smooth. 


Restore Costumes 

Mrs. Dillman, who has had a life 
interest in costume design, does the 
restoration and costuming for this 
huge family and a goodly number of 
the dolls belong to her. She carves 
duplicate hands of Linwood and 
makes even the tiniest shoes of leath- 
er, for the sewing machine was not

Polk has curls standing out from 
her face tied high in the back with 
blue ribbon. Eliza has a waterfall. 
There are little dolls with big knots 
of hair and big dolls with long curls 
on their necks, and middle-sized dolls 
with the hair tied back with ribbons. 

Charity is a treasure, her hair is 
combed back with a band and caught 
under a snood. She wears her orig- 
inal clothes, even the much-worn, 
little, yet too big for her, red shoes, 
made of leather with tiny stitches. 

Victoria is the outstanding lady in 
this group, being a replica of Queen 
Victoria at the time of her marriage.

After much search- 
ing, a piece of old “taffeta” was 
found in Aunt Minnie’s attic. With 
a magnifying glass, every tiny pleat 
and cord in the huge leg-o-mutton 
sleeves was laid in place. Her col- 
lars, four of them, were two of silk 
corded and two of lace. But the dress 
was only the end of the work on 
the costume for all the underthings 
came first. No dress and scanties, 
mind you for the ladies of a former 
day. It seemed to be a dark and 
shameful secret of some ages that 
ladies had legs as a means of locomo- 
tion and every possible effort was 
made to conceal the fact, as can be 
observed on many of the dolls. 

This doll we are speaking of wore 
a short white flannel petticoat, over 
her long pants that reached to her 
ankles, then a red flannel petticoat 
or one of grey homespun for warmth 
a little longer than the white one. 
Next came the hoops of the kind made 
on horsehair foundation, as the first 
ones were made, or later the tape and 
steel models of Civil War times, but 
she must have hoops of some kind. 
Over the hoops were from two to 
four petticoats made of good, stout, 
honest muslin, much ruffled and 
pleated into a waist and, no silk or 
rayon flimsys in the good old days. 
Under the numerous skirts which 
swept the floor, my lady wore stays 
of steel and laced in the back. Over 
the stays as she called them, she 
put a shirt or chemise that reached 
her knees, and her dress body was al- 
ways lined with good sturdy satin- 
jean or linen.

Sophia Smith Doll 


This doll was brought from Eng- 
land by the parents of little Sophia 
Smith, who in maturity became the 
first dean of Smith College for wom- 
en, Northampton, Mass. Apparently 
Dean Smith treasured the doll 
throughout her lifetime, for it was 
not until after her death that it found 
its way into the collection of Helen 
Fowler, also of Northampton, Mass. 
After Miss Fowler’s death, Mrs. 
Henry A. Diamant of Philadephia, 
purchased the doll for her collection. 


Mrs. Diamant knows of only one 
other doll like this, and the fact that 
the doll has brown eyes is also of 
interest. It seems that the brown-eyed 
dolls preceded the blue-eyed type in 
England, according to collector Dia- 
mant. When Victoria took the throne 
all of the little girls clamored for 
dolls that had blue eyes like their new 
queen, hence the brown-eyed types 
were not much in demand. 


The dress is later than the doll and 
Mrs. Diamant thinks it was probably 
made from the wedding dress of Dean 
Smith’s mother. The material is bright 
green faille, then a popular fabric for 
wedding dresses. The carved ivory 
ring fan is one worn by the debutante 
of Civil War days.

yo made for use or beauty or 

both, are among the earliest of 
civilized man’s artistic efforts, They 
date back to the 20th century B.C., 
and have been used for many pur- 
poses: as containers for water, wine 
and oil, and for precious essences and 
perfumes; as funeral urns; as archi- 
tectural decorations, and as holders 
for flowers and plants. 

Yet of all the countless Flower 
buttons, both naturalistic and con- 
ventional, only a comparative few 
show flowers in containers. I don’t 
know why this is, unless the button 
designers simply preferred their flow- 


ers in a more natural state! 

The following buttons all show 
Vases, of one type or another, to 
prove that they do exist in sufficient 
quantity to be collected by those who 
like them; and to form a classification 
of their own. 

No. 1 shows the type of Vase prob- 
ably most common on buttons, the 
Cornucopia. This slightly convex brass 
button has a partially cut-out design, 
beneath which appears the character- 
istic metallic fabric so commonly used 
for this purpose. It has a self-shank. 

No. 2 is a Modern Plastic button, 
showing a Vase of semi-classical de- 
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sign, without flowers. (Vases without 
flowers are even scarcer than vases 
with flowers.) It is found in several 
colors, and belongs to a set of six 
different shaped receptacles. Self- 
shank. 

No. 3. This small brass button 
shows an Urn, containing a plant of 
the Aloe-Sansevieria-Aspidistra class. 
While it may not be one, I call it “The 
Aspidistra” for purposes of identifica- 
tion. c. 1890. 

No. 4 is a well-known Vase design, 
which approaches the Urn or Jardini- 
ere in type. The shape is semi-class- 
ical, and the effect is pleasantly re- 
strained. I hesitate to identify the 
flowers, but the leaves resemble rose 
leaves. c. 1880-1890. 

No. 5 shows an Oriental Vase, in 
company with an Oriental lady. She 
may be any one of the four Japanese 
ladies so popular on buttons: “Yum- 
yum,” “Madame Butterfly,” “Katisha” 
or “Madame Chrysantheme.” Fortun- 
ately for collectors, art (including 
buttons) is above any nationalism, of 
whatever repute; so present events 
need not affect our enjoyment of any 
buttons, whatever their scenes or sub- 
ject matter. 


No. 6, a decorative Bird and Vase 
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arrangement, is an excellent and 
charming design, which would not be 
out of place in any collection of 
historic ornament. This button, like 
the two foregoing, is of pressed brass 
with dark background, nickel border 
and tin back. c. 1880-95. 

No. 7 presents a variation of the 
Cornucopia or horn-shaped container, 
which originated from the use of 
actual animals’ horns as drinking 
vessels and vases. This button, which 
is found in several variations, is one- 
piece brass, with the design in relief 
against a pebbled background. 

No. 8 is of jet, with the formal 
Vase design incised in gilt. Self-shank. 

No. 9. I am not quite sure whether 
this “container” is a Vase or a 
Basket; it could be either, and is 
faintly Oriental in appearance. It is 
one-piece brass, and may be gold- 
plated. Reverse: “Rich Treble Gilt.” 
c. 1830-50? 

There is little more to be said 
about Vase buttons, except that they 
have the same virtues and attractions 
as Flower buttons, of which they are 
a branch. (Two other characteristic 
Vase: buttons are shown in “Button 
Parade,” on pages 42 and 92.) No 
doubt interested collectors who search 
for them will be able to unearth many 
more, for in button collecting, as in 
other things, “he that seeketh, find- 
eth.”

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As early as 1867, there were hollow 
glass rosettes lined with gold-leaf. 
That same year, some rosettes were 
molded out of softened horn. In 1872, 
successive layers of leather covered 
with felt were made into cone-shaped 
rosettes. Another type was of metal 
shaped like a flower. The slightly 
rounded petals were attached to a 
common center, and the upper rows 
were of shorter petals than the lower 
row, thus presenting the appearance 
of a true “rosette.” 

Although bridle rosettes have been 
made of various kinds of material, 
it is the glass-covered ones which 
particularly attract the button col- 
lector. Harnesses used for different 
occasions requ‘red different rosettes 
to set them off properly. 

On Sunday, when the family rode 
to church in fine style in their phae- 


ton, the bridle rosettes were distinc- 
tive but not too colorful. Rosettes 
with a horse’s head in low relief made 
from black composition were ap- 
propriate, as were also brass rosettes 
with a conventional design in the 
center and a scroll or floral pattern 
repeated around the border. Rosettes 
with initial letters were used many 
years ago in great numbers, but have 
been superseded by the more colorful 
glass rosettes with a horse, dog, or 
flower center. When initials were 
used, the one chosen was usually that 
of the family name. However, if a 
gentleman owned a large stable, with 
a number of horses, he might use the 
initial of each horse’s name and thus 
be able to distinguish quickly which 
bridle belonged to each one. 

For delivery wagons and farm 
teams the plainer, large metal rosettes 


Other examples of bridle rosettes. 
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were used. Smaller metal rosettes, 
with fancy designs decorating the 
center, were acceptable for light 
wagon harness. Small fancy oval 
metal rosettes were used on track or 
race harness. Another style preferred 
by some riders was the “Jockey 
Club,” a square rosette. These were 
made by The Enterprise Manufactur- 
ing Company and measured one and 
one-half inches across. They were of 
glass and had a metal reflector back- 
ground with a picture of a horse, or 
dog, or similar type subject in the 
center. The mounting was of brass or 
nickel. One of these which was taken 
apart had a paper decal of a dog 
pasted to the under side of the glass, 
around which had been painted a 
metallic green paint. 

Large rosettes of heavy metal with 
extra fine finish and a conventional 
design in the center were often chosen 
for coach harness. The fancy coach 
harness rosette was similar to the 
other, but had a border design as well. 
In a catalog of 1917, rosettes pictured 
for use on harness of United States 
army horses were of heavy metal 
with the raised block letters U. S. 
The cavalry-artillery rosette had the 
design of the United States’ seal upon 
it. A plain metal surface with gun- 
metal finish distinguished the Marine 
rosette. 

Rosettes of rubber, duranoid, and 
ivoryette have been used. Some ma- 
terials were so brittle that they broke 
easily and were therefore not very 
popular. However, those made of 
glass have remained in favor for a 
number of years. 

In 1884, Ernest F. Pflueger of 
Akron, Ohio, was making glass ro- 
settes with fancy initial letters or 
other designs set against a back- 
ground of luminous painted metal. 
Pflueger rosettes were made by The 
Enterprise Manufacturing Company. 
In one of their catalogs issued in 
1917 there are pictures of glass ro- 
settes with the following ornaments 
under the glass:

Today collectors will gladly pay 50 
cents to $1.25 each for these colorful 
reminders of horse and buggy days. 
Bryce A. Wilson of Providence, 
R. I., was making glass bridle ro- 
settes as early as 1878. These had 
a sheet-metal, slightly concave shell 
in which the glass was placed. These 
rosettes are easily recognized because 
many of them, perhaps all, are marked 
in the metal “Nov. 5, 1878” on the 
longest side of the attaching loop 
across the back. Often the date is 
nearly worn away, but the word 
November can easily be distinguished. 











| 
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Some of these have a metal back- 
ground, some have a heavy pebbled 
gilt paper with pointed paper edging, 
and some have a painted black ground 
on the glass with the letter left clear 
so that the metal or pebbled paper 
shows through. These rosettes have a 
slight curve to the metal background. 

Old rosettes may be collected for 
their color and brightness alone; or 
they may be chosen for their his- 
torical significance, for they represent 
the era in our nation’s history re- 
membered by older people as the 
horse and buggy days.

Bible Buttons 

ECENTLY I was invited to dis- 

play my collection of old buttons 
at a meeting of several church or- 
ganizations. Being a firm believer 
in using one’s individuality and in- 
genuity in carding and classifying 
old buttons I set to work to see how 
I could best display or classify them 
so as to interest a church group. 

First, I mounted all of my so- 
called Bible buttons on one large 
white card and pasted an appropriate 
typewritten Bible verse or verses ’ e- 
neath each. I left the center of the 
card free for a group of five of my 
prettiest buttons with churches on 
them. 

Then on another card I mounted 
the animals, birds and insects men- 
tioned in the Bible, also with verses 
below.

The Mutilated Button 
Of Hedly’s National Band 


Hedly’s National Band, Providence, 
R. I., was formed by Thomas Hedly, 
in 1884, under a Charter. 

Elaborate uniforms were manufac- 
tured in three sets, one red, one white 
and one blue, each with polished brass 
buttons. Many of these were de- 
stroyed in the J. P. Barnaby fire of 
December 13, 1890. 

The band enjoyed a number of 
seasons under this name until the 
death of the founder in 1896. Each 
summer it played at Rocky Point, 
Warwick, R. I., and at the encamp- 
ments of the State Militia, which at 
the time had no band of its own. 

After 1896, an attempt to continue 
under the original name and Charter 
was made by William Livsey, a mem- 
ber. This, however, did not meet 
with the approval of most members. 
Court proceedings took place and a 
decision was granted in their favor. 
Livsey, then formed his own band 
under the name of Hedly-Livsey 
Band. The uniforms and buttons of 
the original organization were used, 
but the word “National” had to be 
disfigured on each button. In many in- 
stances the bugle above the word was 
also mutilated. 

This button is 28 mm wide, con- 
vex; the word Hedly’s appears over 
a spread eagle facing left and rest- 
ing on a bugle. A star on each side 
of the eagle, and below the bugle is 
the word National. Reverse: B. M. 
Whitlock, New York. 

I am grateful to Professor Henry 
Hermann, Providence, R. I., who gave 
me the above information, and at 
the time of the story was a member 
of Hedly’s National Band. — Nahum 
Willard, R. I., State Button Society.

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LIVING WITH ANTIQUES 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


ESPITE the war, interest in our 

early American antiques con- 
tinues as usual. In fact, a hobby is 
almost a necessity now, when most 
of us are working and worrying more 
than usual, and the collecting of an- 
tiques is one which does not interfere 
in the least with the country’s all-im- 
portant war needs. This does seem a 
good time to think out a basis or 
philosophy of collecting, to “get down 
to bedrock.” Specialties, of course, 
will always attract many, and there 
ean be no hard and fast common- 
sense rules for these. If one person 
likes old lemon-squeezers and another 
old bell-pulls, the rest of us may not 
agree, but cannot criticize. Even 
here, however, there may be changes. 
When defects in gun parts and air- 
plane motors are so vitally important, 
the emphasis placed by many recent 
collectors on “proof condition” be- 
comes rather futile. And, now that 
we are, in many ways, forced back 
to the Spartan ways of our ancestors, 
their productions, the “American 
primitives,” are becoming more popu- 
lar. Their homely foot-warmers, cof- 
fee-grinders, bean pots and bread- 
boards may not be parlor ornaments, 
but are good things to have around 
these days. 

That is possibly going back too far 
toward the horse-and-buggy days, 
since we still have our 1943 stand- 
ards, and our “modern conveniences.” 
So the general collector will do well 
to remember our stream-lined design 
for living, and buy those antiques 
which fit into it. A “period room” 
may be lovely to look at but hard to 
live in, if you are forced to stream- 
line every phase of your life. Be sure 
that your purchases make for com- 
fortable living. Even the so-called 
“farmhouse” furniture which pre- 
ceded the Victorian era is comfort- 
able and even the formal Georgian 
pieces frt modern rooms surprisingly 
well. Records show that such husky 
six-footers as George Washington and 
Thomas Jefferson gave their furniture 
their close personal attention, and 


anything they approved was sure to 
be comfortable as well as handsome. 
Antique furniture should be se- 
lected for comfort and suitability as 
well as beauty and workmanship, and 
there is still a long list of antiques 
which can now be put to uses of which 
their makers never dreamed. This 
list, however, must include very few 
pieces which have been altered _or 
“cut down.” So many of us have 
wept and sworn over the vandalism 
of our respected ancestors that no 
true collector would “make over” 
anything, no matter how much the 
process seemed to improve it. But, 
for example, almost any hollow piece 
in glass, china, pottery or metal can 
be used to hold flowers today, the 
prize for adaptability possibly going 
to a footed blown glass fish-bowl in 
which flowers are floated, or a pierced 
Sheffield silver decanter coaster which 
holds a potted fern. A pair of book- 
ends may be useful on the same table 
with the flowers, and, since these 
were unknown to our ancestors, two 
iron “snow-eagles” from the roof of 
an old house, or cast sad-irons will 
serve. Pottery dog or lion door-stops 
are heavy enough to hold large books, 
or old books themselves, whose fine 
bindings are both more interesting 
and more valuable than their con- 
tents, may be used. Two-volume sets, 
the pages glued together and with 
plain metal office book-ends inserted 
in them, are best, but single books 
can be split and backed with felt. 
Books can also be hollowed out 
into boxes, ideal hiding-places for 
cash or family secrets. Of course, 
tea-caddies make good boxes for 
cigarettes or odds and ends, but most 
of these once “functional” pieces in 
wood, metal or other materials are 
handsome enough to serve purely as 
decoration. Wooden salt-boxes which 
once hung on the kitchen wall can 
be promoted to the living-room for 
other uses, or even hung outside the 
front door to receive mail. And 
leather hat-boxes and _fire-buckets, 
mahogany wine-buckets and old pot- 


tery jars make ideal waste-paper 
baskets, while old stoneware jars or 
churns at the front door are just the 
right shape and size to hold an oc- 
casional wet umbrella. 

Table-lamps, like flower - holders, 
are a modern necessity, and also 
offer a wide range of adaptation. 
Most antique lamps are not entirely 
suited to electricity since their globes 
and shades, designed for one or two- 
candle-power lights, allow too much 
glare from forty-candle-power electric 
bulbs to reach the eye. But this de- 
fect can be overcome, and, of course, 
almost any decorative antique can be 
converted into a lamp with a modern 
shade, from a large and fine Sheffield 
silver wine-cooler to a carved wood 
decoy duck for an informal room. 

Many of us own quilts, coverlets, 
shawls and other fine and handsome 
fabrics which are stored out of sight 
because there seems no place to dis- 
play them. Wall hangings were rare- 
ly used in Early American homes, 
yet, actually, they are as old as walls, 
and there is no reason why our cher- 
ished pieces should not cover blank 
spaces, or serve as backgrounds for 
fine pictures. An exceptional ap- 
plique quilt hung like a tapestry 
makes one room of fine pine and 
maple furniture more _ interesting, 
while a single damask curtain fits 
well into a Victorian interior and, 
incidentally, hides an unnecessary, 
unattractive door. Old fabrics, too, if 
they are not in good condition, can 
be utilized as upholstery materials. 
An India or woven shaw! in one of 
the “Paisley” patterns reversed is un- 
usual and attractive. 

There are several pieces of furni- 
ture which are almost necessary to- 
day, but for which it is difficult or 
impossible to find antique counter- 
parts. Our ancestors sat correctly 
upright, instead of lounging as we 
like to do, so that their candlestands 
and small tables are higher than we 
like, and our favorite low “coffee- 
tables” were practically unknown to 
them. Both old miniature or chil- 
dren’s tables will do, decorated tin 
trays on stands or legs are fine, while 
old drums or piano stools may be 
pressed into service, and even carved 
wood picture-frames, with an _ in- 
expensive print or bit of fabric under 
the glass, mounted on legs, have been 
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used. While they are difficult to 
find, those spice or medicine cabinets, 
about 26 inches high, with solid doors 
and small bracket feet, are just right 
to place beside an armchair, holding 
a lamp and ashtray, while any 
amount of odds and ends can go into 
their shelves and drawers. Even 
rarer, and just as effective and use- 
ful are the miniature chests of draw- 
ers, which are sometimes cabinet- 
maker’s samples, beautifully built and 
designed. 

The list of adaptations can go on 
indefinitely. Receptacles for collec- 
tions of small objects can be oval 
Victorian “shadow-work” frames 
mounted on legs, walnut spool-boxes 
from the general stores of the ’90’s, 
or even old rectangular clock cases 
or deep picture frames fitted with 
shelves. Tops of secretary desks, 
which are often found alone, make 
good small book-cases if raised on 
low bases. Victorian or early Em- 
pire washstands in walnut or maho- 
gany with marble tops are often fine 
enough to fit into dining rooms of 
the same periods, where they mak 
good cellarettes, or serving tables, 
while “primitive” dough-trays or 
water-benches can be utilized in less 
formal rooms. The ingenious in- 
dividual will always be able to see 
possibilities in the most forlorn an- 
tique. And the more such possibili- 
ties are found, the more we collectors 
will realize that antiques can be lived 
with as well as looked at.

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Wallpaper 
of Yesteryear 


Now that Spring is just around 

the corner, our thoughts turn, 
not as the young man’s fancy did, but 
to wallpapers. Edan Wright, antiques 
writer for the Chicago Daily News, 
recently had some thoughts apropos 
to the subject. Said she: 

“Walls of early Colonial interiors 
were sheathed with wood, in many 
cases only on the fireplace side, or 
decorated with a crude job of plaster- 
ing. By the end of the 17th century, 
however, many of them were pan- 
elled, following the English style and 
sometimes painted. Interior woodwork 
during the first part of the 18th cen- 
tury included corner cupboards and

decorative pilasters and by the middle 
period the homes of the wealthy were 
richly panelled and carved. 

“Hangings of chintz, damask, 
painted canvases and tapestries were 
fashionable yet already menaced by 
the introduction of wall papers that 
were eventually to triumph over the 
panelled interior, shrinking the panel- 
ling to the height of the chair rail in 
the early days of the Republic. 

“Wallpapers had begun to come in 
early in the century but largely on 
special order from dealers in London 
or Paris. Gradually, the upholsterers 
began offering it in retail stock here 
along with textile hangings and as 
wallpaper ‘caught on’ merchants in 
the cities were regularly advertising 
new importations. 

“We had our domestic manufac- 
turers, too—Fleeson in Philadephia, 
John Rugar in New York, around 
1765; John Walsh in Boston in the 
’80’s, Joseph Hovey, likewise printing 
in Boston; the firm of Prentis and 
May, another founded by the French- 
men Boulu'and Charden with John 
Carnes; William Poyntell and the 
Howells who had been in business in 
England before they started in Al- 
bany, New York, using a few rooms 
in their home, moving from there to 
New York City, to Baltimore and 
Philadelphia. 

“The finest papers were still com- 
ing from abroad, papers like those of 
Reveillon, the greatest of the French 
manufacturers in the late 18th cen- 
tury, succeeded by Jacquemart et 
Bernard. However, it is significant 
that in the report made by Alexander 
Ham.lton to Congress on manufac- 
tures in 1791 it was stated “paper 
hangings is a branch in which re- 
spectable progress has been made.’ 

“Neither domestic nor imported 
wallpapers were cheap, the imported 
running as high as $100 for a single 
room with the hanging nearly half 
as much in addition. Both were am- 
bitious in design. Floral papers en- 
compassed a variety of animals, fruit 
and flowers with a prospective cus- 
tomer occasionally demanding that 
more elaboration be added to out-do 
the walls of a neighbor or friend.

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“Scenic papers were widely popular, 
so much so, that it was possible with 
the papers made between the latter 
18th and early 19th century, to travel 
around the world and then some in 
the countries they pictorialized. 

In addition there were the painted 
Chinese wallpapers that illustrated 
rice and tea raising and pottery mak- 
ing or scenes with mountains, pago- 
das and mandarins. Papers also illus- 
trated stories from the Bible, myth- 
ology, literature, historical and cur- 
rent events and others such as the 
flock papers, reproduced a textile, a 
finely ground-up felt being blown on 
a damp adhesive before the design 
was printed to heighten the textile 
illusion.”

He had a wide acquaintance among 
financial and political leaders of the 
country, as well as collectors, and en- 
tertained many such people with his 
penchant for collecting.

Referring to your letter about one 
of our advertisers who refuses to ship 
to you C.O.D. without $1 deposit, 
that is the custom in the trade. We 
ourselves do not ship to anyone C.O.D. 
because of the time and cost in a 
big city like Chicago in taking the 
material to the post office. It may 
interest you to know that 10 to 25 
percent of the people to whom C.O.D. 
shipments are made do not take them 
out. This takes the profit out of the 
business. It is generally contended 
that the dealer is justified in asking 
for a'reasonable deposit before going 
to the trouble of wrapping, insuring 
and obtaining a receipt, etc. We are 
sure that if you were a dealer, you 
would soon find that this rule is 
justified.

Coffee Grinder 
History Wanted 

If possible I would like to get a 
brief history concerning an old coffee 
grinder. It is constructed of wood 
and cast iron; that is, the body is of 
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wood and the grinder mechanism is 
of iron. There is nothing on the body 
or the iron part to identify the maker, 
or date of patent. The body of this 
coffee grinder is six and one-fourth 
inches square and is five inches high 
with top and bottom pieces about 
seven and one-fourth inches square. 
The iron bowl is four and one-half 
inches in diameter and is two and 
one-fourth inches h‘gh. It has an “S” 
shaped iron crank, six inches in 
length. There is a drawer of wood, 
which is five and one-fourth inches 
wide, six inches deep, and two inches 
high. 

My father bought this coffee grinder 
in 1870. How old it was then I do not 
know. I would be grateful for any 
information regarding its definite age 
and manufacturer.—J. Frank Raynes 
Michigan.

MASSACHUSETTS SHELF CLOCKS 








By C. D. COLLINS (Collins Museum, Georges Mills, N. H.) 


— month we show you a typical 
Massachusetts shelf clock, a type 
that became very popular with New 
Englanders. The Massachusetts shelf 
clocks were good timekeepers, and 
usually were cased in mahogany, in- 
laid with a contrasting wood. 

The clock pictured here was made 
by Aaron Willard, a brother of Simon. 
He was born in Grafton, Mass., in

1757. Very little is known of his early 
life in Grafton, or who taught him 
how to make clocks. Perhaps it was 
his famous brother, Simon Willard. 
Records show that Aaron moved to 
Roxbury, Mass., in 1780, where he 
established a shop, located at what 
is now 2224 Washington St. (Boston). 
The Boston Directory of 1798 notes 
“Aaron Willard, Clock Maker.” He 
did quite an extensive business, em- 
ploying from 20 to 30 men. 

In this factory, the Banjo clock, 
invented by his brother Simon Wil- 
lard, was produced. This clock had 
historical scenes painted on the glass 
of the door. We have a fine specimen 
in our clock museum; the subject is 
“The Escape of the Constitution.” It 
shows a group of sailing ships, five 
in number; the American ship is 
showing her “heels” to the four 
British ships. Aaron Willard retired 
from business in 1823 and died in 
1844, 

Some collectors prefer the Aaron 
Willard Banjo clock to the Simon 
Willard type, as they were a little 
more elaborate. 

The Willards did not confine them- 
selves to Banjo and Massachusetts 
shelf clocks, however. They made 
town clocks and clocks to serve as 
“regulators” in jewelry stores where 
clock and watch repairing was done. 
They set a high standard in their 
work, and the name Willard on a 
clock, was always respected. 

Some happy day, when Americans 
can again buy gas, I hope to have a 
picture of this banjo clock to show 
you. Right now my photographer, be- 
cause of gas rationing, is unable to 
visit us. 

There were other clock makers in 
Massachusetts who made the type of 
clock illustrated here. Notable also 
were David Wood, Newburyport, 
Mass. (1790-1824); William Crane, 
Canton, Mass (1790); John Sawin, 
Boston, Mass. (1823-63). The latter 
was a pupil of Aaron Willard. 

The article on “Time” in the 
January HOBBIES, by Dr. Rowell, 
presented some stimulating thoughts.

Nell Gwynne’s Mirror 
By GENEVRA GREEN 


LL of us know the famous por- 

trait “Baby Stuart.” This was 
a likeness of King Charles II of 
England. It is not a single portrait 
of him, as may be supposed, but is a 
part of a larger group portrait of 
himself and his sisters. 

This painting represents him as 
holding an apple clutched in both 
hands, and he is clad in the stiff 
silks of the day. His face beneath a 
charming cap was all baby innocence 
and has been loved by everyone since; 
it has been reproduced for books as 
well as for framing. 

About 70 years ago in England 
there was still a memento of this 
monarch, who was said to “never 
have said a foolish thing and never 
to have done a wise one.” It was a 
looking glass in the possession of 
Sir Page Dicke, at Port Hall. Sir 
Page Dicke was proud to display his 
treasure of old court days, when 
knights and earls and ladies all had 
to bow to the gay monarch’s favorite, 
Nell Gwynne, the little orange sel- 
ler who came to court and whose 
beauty and wit won her a unique 
place in the rich annals of England’s 
history. Charles II was her patron at 
court and it was a trial to his friends 
and enemies alike when he placed 
little Nell high in court circles; yet 
he was loyal to his little love and his 
last words to those around his death- 
bed were simply: “Don’t let poor 
Nellie starve.” In this dim whisper 
lay all the loyalty he had kept for 
Nell Gwynne throughout his life. 

What a picture this old mirror 
might reflect, could it show once 
more King Charles and Nell Gwynne 
playing games in the garden while 
the courtiers fumed in vain, await- 
ing the caprice of their monarch and 
a little London waif. All this is 
history, no less, and back in those 
days poor Nell assumed a crest. 
It was the lion and the leopard. 
These were modelled in wax on the 
frame of the mirror. There were 
two representations of the king, one 
at the top of the frame, in court 
dress, the other at one side, in hunt- 
ing costume; there were two others, 
both of Nell. This mirror was a 
skillful piece of work. 

In some old English castle perhaps 
this lovely relic still hangs on a 
tapestried wall, reflecting bright 
English sunlight again as in the days 
of long ago.

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MULTI-FRUIT, The Harvest Pattern 


By THELMA SHULL 


N old pattern of glass, richly orna- 

mented with fruits, has been called 
Multi-Fruit by many collectors for 
want of a better name, Each piece is 
pleasing in contour and the many 
fruits which encircle it are those 
raised on the American farm. There 
are apples, cherries, grapes, pears, 
plums, gooseberries, blackberries, and 
strawberries on every piece of glass 
in this pattern. These are the fruits 
and berries that every staunch house- 
holder planted as soon as he acquired 
a homestead. 

The water pitcher is footed as are 
probably also the butter dish, sugar 
bowl, and cream pitcher. The water 


pitchers are quite often seen in 
antique shops but the other pieces 
in the pattern seem to be elusive. I 
have never seen a goblet, plate, cream 
pitcher, or sugar bow] but have been 
told that this glass was made in a 
complete table service. 

The handle of the pitcher is shaped 
to resemble the trunk of a tree and 
as it fastens to the pitcher at the 
top, the design spreads out, finger- 
like, and the branches encircle the 
sides of the vessel. It is an oak tree, 
for the leaves and acorns at once 
identify it. A small squirrel sitting 
on a branch of the tree is always 
found on the water pitchers. I have

been told that the squirrel is also on 
the cream pitcher but as I have never 
seen the piece I cannot verify this. 
In the past, many dealers have as- 
sured me that they know the pattern 
which I have described as Multi-Fruit, 
and then they offer me a piece with 
an entirely different design, usually 
some pattern with just two or three 
different fruits on it. 

I have three water pitchers, three 
bowls, two measuring nine inches and 
the other just eight inches in diam- 
eter, ten tumblers, and eight sauce 
dishes. The sauces dishes are four and 
three-eighths inches in diameter. 

One tumbler came from Iowa and 
nine from Pennsylvania. Two sauce 
dishes were found in shops in Missouri 
and six came from Ohio. The water 
pitchers have been seen in shops in 
Illinois, Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin,

Pennsylvania and Ohio. The glass 
seems to be a product of some middle 
western state and from all evidence 
to date, Pennsylvania was a distribu- 
ting center for it. 

An elderly woman, who has had 
pieces of this glass handed down in 
her family, states that it was brought 
overland from Pennsylvania in a 
covered wagon approximately 84 years 
- when her mother was a very little 
girl. 

Each piece of this glass in my col- 
lection has a swirled or ribbed pat- 
tern in the base, and around the sides 
a basket filled to overflowing with 
the fruits and berries. The fruit is 
in clear glass which stands out in 
relief against the stippled background, 
It is this generous use of fruit in 
the design which makes it seem to be 
truly a harvest pattern. Above the 
basket and fruit is a lightly stippled 
background, like Rose-in-Snow, but 
stippled with more lines. This back- 
ground is not easily described but has 
a soft luster to it and is easily re- 
membered once it is seen. 

Does anyone know exactly when 
this glass was made and in what 
factory it originated? It is a fine old 
pattern and deserves to be recognized 
by more collectors.

DOGS, TOO 


By WINIFRED CHAMBERLAIN 


ES! I collect dogs, too. But I 

don’t believe I’m just an ordinary 
dog collector. Now, if they were live 
dogs, I’d probably have an assort- 
ment including all the tramps in the 
country, regardless of pedigrees or 
lack of them. And I’d love everyone 
of them, too. It’s quite different with 
the inanimate variety. Of course, 
seven or eight years ago when I first 
started collecting, I had a few of the 
dime store variety. That period was a 
brief one. Gradually my taste has 
improved until now I see only the 
rare or unusual. That doesn’t mean 
that I never purchase an inexpensive 
dog or cherish those that are given 
to me. The “unusual” might include 
the little “flood puppy” sent to me 
from Rhode Island after the hurricane 


of 1938. Purchased in a wreck of a 
little shop under a fallen elm the 
morning after the storm, this little 
puppy was sent across the country 
to me with my friend’s comment, 
“Cheap, but full of sentiment. Cost 
5c.” 

It hasn’t been necessary to travel 
extensively to accumulate what most 
people consider a fine collection. 
Living in a city like Seattle, one has 
access to many interesting stores, 
including countless antique shops. 
Also, there is always Victoria, B, C., 
a veritable treasure house for the 
collector. There I’ve found some preci- 
ous antiques and very rare china 
puppies. It’s queer, how, after being 
bitten by this collector’s bug, one will 
forego many pleasures and sometimes 
necessities, just to purchase an ap- 
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pealing bit of china, glass or what- 
ever it may be. 

Perhaps I should answer a few of 
the first questions people always ask. 
“How did I start collecting?” With 
a few tiny little dogs given me by a 
niece. Soon I had a few more, then I 
began seeing them everywhere. Before 
I knew it, I found myself surrounded 
with doggies everywhere. “Why 
dogs?” Because I’ve always loved 
them. I can’t imagine anyone col- 
lecting anything they didn’t like. Al- 
though I’m fond of all animals, dogs 
appealed to me especially for a col- 
lection. The source is endless, with 
all the breeds, materials, etc. 

“Do I have a live dog?” Until a 
few months ago, I’ve been able to say, 
“Yes.” At that time, our old Patsy, 
nearly 16 years old, left us as all old 
doggies must do. 

“How many have I?” I’ve always 
hesitated in answering that question 
for numbers seem so non-essential. 
It seems to me that some collectors 
stress this idea of numbers too much. 
Quality and personal appeal should 
come first. As I have every dog 
numbered and catalogued (for future 
value), I do know how many I have. 
Just in passing, it’s over five hundred 
now. (This number does not include 
jewelry, buttons or flower pots.) 

Another irrelevant question which 
people invariably ask is, “How do 
you ever keep them dusted?” Frankly, 


why make a burden of such things? 
With a system, one can go over a 
collection rapidly, and if you have to 
slip up on it once in a while, why 
worry? Occasionally the puppies all 
have a thorough cleaning — and that 


can be fun. If one never handled 
them, he would miss some pleasant 
recollections. In the process of dust- 
ing or cleaning, one naturally recalls 
the times when certain treasures were 
purchased or examines more closely 
than ever before the beautiful details 
in craftsmanship. Arranging and re- 
arranging is fun, too. That brings us 
to a very important question, that of 
displaying the collection. How un- 
interesting a conglomeration of things 
can be if they are packed together on. 
shelves with no thought of arrange- 
ment! Of course, I’m fortunate ‘in 
living in a large old home with spaci- 
ous rooms, but with careful planning 
I believe one could successfully dis-: 
play things in much smaller quarters. 

We have one room devoted especially 
to dogs. This room, containing a day 
bed, is also a guest room. The experi- 
ence of sleeping in such a room seems 
to have an unusual appeal to most 
guests. They probably sleep with: 
“visions of puppy-dogs in their 
dreams,” but they apparently like it. 
On one side of this room sections of 
shelves of various heights fill the 
entire lower wall space. Whatnots and 
smaller wall brackets accommodate 
many other doggies. The wall space 
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That’s another difficuc 
one to answer. 
pieces have greater appeal, but it isn’t 
possible to pick out just one. 
course, I treasure the dogs brought 
to me from Europe by my nephew in 
1939 — many from countries which 
have since ceased to exist as such, 
as Holland, Denmark, Austria, etc. 
His most precious purchase, however, 
was a_ beautiful, 
whippet of Nymphenburg china from 
Munich. Among the cherished antiques 
are several pieces of old glass in dog 
patterns, many old Staffordshire 
figures, some Bisque doggies, dogs of 
pewter and bronze, and of course, 
there’s the delightful old, hand-carved 
pug, life-size. One longs to know the 
story behind this piece of carving. 
Certainly the artist must have had 
unlimited patience. This pug, “Lady 
Jane,” sitting on an old walnut sofa, 
with her little pink tongue sticking 
out, looks as if she could almost tell 
her own story. But we must not get 
too sentimental over the antiques, 


over the day bed is hung with many 
interesting plaques, dogs’ heads in 
In my own big 
room, which is furnished in old walnut, 
one finds many old dogs and choice 
bits of china in appropriate whatnots 
or cabinets. One cabinet, containing 
the choicest bits of china and glass, 
was made from pieces of an old wal- 
nut organ (treasured in my childhood 
home.) Another one, on close inspec- 
tion, turns out to be an old cradle 
stood on end, with added shelves. This 
was made by hand by my grandfather 
for my father when he was a baby. 
Two handmade twisted wire wall 
brackets, with tiny glass shelves, take 
care of all the miniatures. With a 
family thoroughly appreciating the 
collection, it has naturally overflowed 
all over the house. Downstairs, on the 
old-fashioned white mantel, a lovely 
large pair of old Staffordshire dogs 
seem qu:te at home. The upper part 
of the old walnut secretary makes a 
fine home for some other choice 
pieces. Flower arrangements through- 
out the house are usually made more 
interesting with the addition of some 
perky little pup. Enough of that. Ar- 
rangement is largely a personal mat-

As 
I write this article I keep glancing 
into the face of a dear old setter with 
her five puppies scrambling over her. 
This was carved, by hand, out of one 
piece of black walnut. 

There are so many of equal value 
it is impossible to describe them ade- 
quately in one article. It seems more 
important to show how such a hobby 
can open up many avenues of interest. 
Besides the dog figures and old glass, 
the collection includes dog jewelry, 
(chiefly pins), dog plaques, about 60 
doggie flower pots filled with cactus 
plants, many unusual books, several 
very complete scrapbooks. The most 
recent “tangent” has been the search 
for old dog buttons. With the help of 
my friends, I hope to have an out- 
standing collection in this field. 

Speaking of friends, what collector 
doesn’t appreciate their help? Scarce- 
ly a week goes by without a tip from 
someone about a rare find in some 
little old shop, or the mail brings a 
card from some antique hound, telling 
of some new arrival. So it goes. 

We do not want to over-emphasize 
just the material side of this collect- 
ing business. When I think of the 
many new personal contacts I have 
made through my collection, I feel 
assured it has been well worth while. 
The most direct outcome has been the 
organization of the Seattle Teachers’ 
Collectors Club. A des‘re to see col- 
lections of others brought this club 
into existence. The club includes 
supervisors and teachers, and we are 
now in our fifth year. A glimpse into 
any meeting of this group will assure 
one that people who have hobbies like 
ours will never have any dull mo- 
ments, Although there is substantial 
material value in my collection, I 
value more highly what it has done 
for me. I wouldn’t take anything for 
that. But need I tell that to fellow 
collectors ?

Wherever she travelled in Canada, 
from Ottawa to the bush country of 
lakes and wilderness, Miss Marshall 
shopped for Toby mugs, and her 
luggage trunks were full of them 
when she returned to Hollywood. 

The collection thus started has been 
flourishing ever since. Miss Marshall’s 
close friends know of her hobby and 
whenever they find a rare mug for 
her collection they order it first and 
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ask the price afterward. During the 
filming of “Thank Your Lucky Stars,” 
her current picture, the actress had 
a windfall. Other stars of the picture, 
and they include all on the Warner 
Bros. contract roster, presented her 
with five tobies for her collection. 

She has 42 to them now, of various 
sizes, designs and degrees of antiqui- 
ty. Furthermore, she’s finding use for 
them at the now completely furnished 
Valley home. They serve as cigarette 
and match containers and for the 
planting of shrubs, flowers and cacti, 
as well as for decoration. 

Their most important purpose, how- 
ever, is satisfying Miss Marshall’s 
craving for an attractive hobby. Each 
time she acquires a new one, she 
smiles as broadly as the most happily 
grinning Toby of her collection.

E VICTORIAN MODE. Now that 

we are at the height of the Vic- 
torian revival in home decoration, it 
is interesting to look back a hundred 
years to when the mode was brand 
new. In the 1840’s, Federal furniture 
and most early American heirlooms 
began to be put away in the attic. 
In the south, the lovely Hepplewhite 
sideboards and Sheraton sofas were 
put in the negro cabins. Everybody 
who was anybody was ready for 
change. Black walnut replaced ma- 
hogany in the modish Yankee house. 
Furniture took on curves. Some were 
firm suave curves in the best Louis 
XV tradition. 

Others were only nightmarish 
versions of the mode which was used 
to decorate Versailles. The very 
height of something was reached in 
the 1860’s, when Belter made elabo- 
rate cut-out and scooped-back parlor 
sets which cost more than $1000 
apiece. In England the Queen and her 
ladies-in-waiting spent many hours 
in making needlepoint for pictures 
and fire screens. Fashionable interiors 
in Godey’s Ladies Book showed the 
clever wife making set pieces of wax 
flowers, beaded bell pulls and em- 
broidery for the ever present ottoman. 
The average domicile became cluttered 
with home-made “elegancies,” later 
to be known as “dust collectors.” 

Most new homes took on the char- 
acteristic pattern of front and back 
parlors. Furniture in the back parlor 
was covered with horsehair or rep— 
for use. Chairs in the front parlor, 
where people seldom sat, were cov- 
ered in red plush and magenta bro- 
cade. When beaux with oily heads 
were received in the parlor, crocheted 
“antimacassar” protectors became a 
necessity. 

The overcrowding continued until 
about 1875, when daughters of the 
new-rich began to go to Paris. Here 
they found that the black walnut 
furniture — long supposed to be 
French — was quite unknown there. 
Once again furnishings were dis- 
carded by the carload. As spindly 
gold chairs found their way into the 
drawing room, the esthetes—led by 
Oscar Wilde’s One-Lily-in-a-Vase 
school — helped people throw out 


their bric-a-brac and whatnots. The 


Victorian mode was over, to be re- 
discovered in all its intimate splendor 
by our own generation. 


Homily on a Hog Hook. The other 
day I visited an elegant home and 
was surprised to find a hog hook 
given a prominent display in the 
living room. This crude implement of 
bygone days seemed so obviously out 
of place in the luxurious surroundings 


that I supnese the hostess noted my 
look of astonishment. 

“Do you know what .it is,” she 
asked, “A hog hook, used by my 
grandfather when he first came into 
this country. There is not much left 
of his kind of existence any more. 
A stranger to this sectio1 might think 
of it as having always been tame, 
urban and over-civilized. Even those 
of us born and raised here are in- 
clined to forget our heritage of early 
hardships. I keep the hog hook around 
to remind myself of those early 
pioneer days, In these times of stress, 
it gives comfort to remember that 
one’s ancesters set a pattern for 
stamina and courage. That hog hook 
is my talisman. All the rest of my 
possessions could be swept away, but 
it I will hold to.”

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON

iy order to afford greater conveni- 

ence to patrons of the Air Mail 
Service and especially to members 
of the armed forces, the Post Office 
Department issued, on March 18, 6- 
cent air mail stamps of the current 
design in booklet form. The new 
books contain two panes of three 
stamps, interleaved with paraffin pa- 
per to prevent premature adhesion; 
and are sold for 37 cents each. 

The air mail stamp books were first 
placed on sale at the Washington, 
D. C., post office on March 18. First- 
day covers were handled by the de- 
partment and most covers bore a full 
pane of three stamps, being hand 
cancelled with postmarking stamps 
with widely spaced bars. The word- 
ing “First Day of Issue” did not ap- 
pear in the canceler as 6-cent air mail 
stamps of the current design first 
appeared in sheet form on June 25, 
1941, 

The booklet panes measure approxi- 
mately 1% x 3% inches. For the 
benefit of collectors, full books only 
of 6-cent air mail stamps were placed 
on sale on March 18 in the Philatelic 
Agency and will be available for a 
limited time until adequate distribu- 
tion is made to post offices.

First-day sale figures for the 2- 
cent United Nations stamp issued 
January 14 and the 1-cent Four Free- 
doms stamp issued February 12, have 
been announced by the Post Office De- 
partment as follows: 2-cent United 
Nations, 178,865 covers canceled, 382,-

post offices and 502,073 stamps sold 


at the Philatelic Agency totaling

Jefferson Stamps 


ERHAPS, to the collector, any 

stamp with Jefferson’s portrait 

on it is of interest. History, legend 

and fact-all combine to add to the in- 

triguing quality of the various por- 

traits that appear on our stamps as 
reminders. 

The real interest to some is the 
fact that these portraits not only 
vary, but some of them are distinctly 
“not so good.” Just as our engravers 
in re-posing a head to make it fit 
a space, have turned it in several 
cases to its disadvantage ... so the 
head of Jefferson has been altered, 
revised and softened, perhaps not 
wholly with intent, but changed. The 
statue of Jefferson in the Richmond 
hotel is not the Jefferson of the Presi- 
dential series of ’388, even if some in- 
sist it is. The first Jefferson issue 
of 1851 is not the Jefferson of the 
1861 issue, and while the ordinary 
collector will say it is simply “look- 
ing the other way,” he will-if he looks 
long enough, gradually get the idea 
that there is either something added, 
or something omitted. Take the Jef- 
ferson of the 1870 series and com- 
pare it with the ’38 effort. 

But the real changes are much 
more definitely disclosed if one can 
examine “progress proofs” pulled by 
the engraver. Of course these are 
pretty hard to see since the Bureau 
began, but quite a number exist, es- 
pecially of the 1851 vignette, and the 
1861, reversed position. 

It is strange, too, what the recut- 
ting of a single line, or the addition 
of shade lines does in these tiny 
proofs which were pulled by the en- 
graver for his own information. 

In the 1851 vignette, the beginning 
was distinctly “lantern jawed” and 
almost forbidding at first. Corrected 
by a clever easing of lines into a 
very fine portrait, which may look 
as Jefferson did, but still causes ques- 
tion. 

Of course, there are other Jeffer- 
sonian portraits, but these are “more 
of the same” or slightly modified and 
corrected efforts. The Department 
10-cent values of 1873 do not seem to 
be quite the same as the others. 

Perhaps this criticism could be bet- 
ter proven on easier values, for some 
of the older Jeffersons aren’t lying 
round handy any more. For example; 
there are in British areas many who 
collect Victorian heads. Probably no 
one person has more portraits that 
are called after her, than the great 
Queen. And probably, too, of these 
there are more that any amateur art 
student would say did not look like 
the lady herself, or even like cari- 
catures of her. 


The more such portraits are re- 
engraved the more they lose the like- 
ness the original was intended to 
convey. To prove that for yourself, 
compare Scott type A125 and type 
A131. Even Tom got a new per- 
manent and a clean neck cloth, ad- 
justed better . . . matter of shadow, 
of course, in both cases. But also 
the shading-perhaps the outline ‘has 
changed the expression. Then com- 
pare either with type A-11. 

That will answer the question as 
to what the engraver can do with 
his little burin and line tool. 


Monticello was “some shack” back 
when Tom built it. It was the brain 
child of a man who had much to do 
with the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution. 

With the coming Anniversary, re- 
member that Jefferson really did 
something, means something, was 
someone—GREAT.

Fraudulent Overprints 


Only a few days ago a well known 
dealer in Manhattan offered to ex- 
pertize any recently purchased, over- 
printed stamps of Great Britain 
(Scott 01 to 083, some or all) be- 
cause someone has apparently put 
out some fraudulent overprints. 

There was a very similar wave, 
on the same thing, I believe in the 
World War I period. These might 
be the same, or more of the same, 
from the same source. 

But that sort of repeated history 
usually defeats its own ends and the 
perpetrators get into plenty of 
trouble. But it pays for the col- 
lector to read the papers. The similar 
effort made to manipulate U. S. is- 
sues is still to be aired in the courts, 
but the idea was possibly the same 
hoping that the public would be dis- 
tracted by events and not too fussy. 

Anyhow the thing was nailed.

Too Few to Go Around 

Without carrying the repeated idea 
too far—what about checking some 
repeats in the current European up- 
heaval? The first war brought many 
issues to light that have been pretty 
well ignored on this side of the pond 
because there were “too few to go 
around.” 

Likely there will be a similar condi- 
tion exposed after the smoke settles. 
Russia is fighting in an area that had 
several two-day five-day two-week 
issues and some of them were “trial 
balloon” governments. Others were 
occupation authorities who were too 
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anxious to show their people and the 
world that they had won something. 
Even today, the whole story of the 
Bavarian overprints is out of the 
minds of most who have the Volk- 
stadt-Friestaat and Reich sets safely 
tucked away. Does it pay us to col- 
lect the stamps and forget the his- 
tory? I think not. 

A few to think about. Russias’ 
Army of the N.W. Pskov issue had 
a two-day sale—add Karelia, Korytza, 
Aunus, Fiume on Hungary, Eupen & 
Malmedy, Bagdad: Castelrosso (Cas- 
telorizio). 

The page could be filled-some even 
in this hemisphere. 

But many are omitted from the 
catalogue that couldn’t be sold in one 
volume-just because the supply was 
so small that the bulk, if not all of 
the issue stayed right where it was. 

With a similar disturbance rock- 
ing well known areas, upturning 
political controls, defacing old bound- 
aries, we face just the same condi- 
tion as upset us in the 1914-1920 pe- 
riod. But this time the A.E.F. will 
come home wanting these issues, and 
there may be some here, if the folks 
at home carefully save, the covers. 
Will they? Your guess is as good as 
anyone’s. They should.

Helps 

Some of our contemporary col- 
lectors should be given a few orchids. 
Among others Mr. Monossun hands in 
a current list of “Wartime printings 
on the British Colonials.” Some 30 
odd colonies have released during 
1942 new printings which for the 
most part are “lighter shades” like 
the British issues in “war colors” or 
which have some features which dis- 
tinguish them from the same issues 
printed in peace times. This is a 
very interesting spot to do some 
“now” collecting, for with the can- 
cellation on the cover and the stamp 
itself a new shade-or identifiable in 
some way, the getting of these be- 
comes easier and definitely more sure. 
If our catalog compiler does not note 
paper, and watermark changes, the 
British catalog will, and does, as 
well as the British press. 

In all, this list affects almost 200 
values in 82 Colonies. A great bit of 
personal research. 

Also if you prefer used, to mint 
condition, the getting of these will be 
very interesting.

Mounting 

Some time back the idea of mount- 
ing side by side, a mint and a used 
copy got some interesting letters. Re- 
cently, because it seemed that a few 
felt it was “too expensive,” the mat- 
ter was laid aside. Now a letter 
which may interest you. “Your idea 
has been tried, comparative pages 
have been set up and shown to 
friends, the book of course is not 
complete enough for a Club showing, 


and so far I have much approval and 
only one objector. The use of quad- 
rilled pages, placing the items a single 
square apart, and the pairs two or 
three squares apart each way, gives 
good rectangular arrangement with 
enough white to balance the color re- 
quirements. I have checked some of 
my favorite countries and find to my 
amazement that the proportion of 
items listed where the price is the 
same “either way” is far greater than 
I supposed. Actually your idea seems 
sound from that angle-which was my 
only objection.” 

Usually an unused item plus a 
used one would seem to be about as 
complete coverage as was possible. 
And it is rather interesting to watch 
the price of the used copy creep up 
as the years pass. Often it starts 
by being worth more-catalog value- 
after only a year or so; at other 
times the climb is held back, but 
eventually a clean used copy beside 
the unused one will be of material 
interest, especially if the cancellation 
is dated and readable. And of course 
getting such an item is a further 
interest. Try a page for yourself.

More? 

Speaking of “not enough to go 
round,” what about this “Landfall 
of Columbus” set, and the obvious 
press effort to get the censorship 
blamed for spoilage, so the price on 
the top values will rise. Will it? 
I wonder. There might even be more 
printed.

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PRECANCELS 


News of the Month 
and Comment 
By ALBERT L. JONES 


N addition to the Ic “Four Free- 
doms” stamp and 2c “United 
Nations” stamp, replacing the De- 
fense stamps of the same denomina- 
tions, we are now promised some bi- 
colored commemorative stamps. 

It is expected the “Four Freedoms 
and the “United Nations” stamps will 
be Bureau precanceled just as were 
the Defense stamps and the 3c “Win 
the War” stamp. Up to the last of 
February there have been no such 
Bureaus reported or announced, 

These additional stamps should help 
popularize the “V” stamp in pre- 
canceled condition. It has not been 
particularly popular as the precan- 
celation has not shown up well owing 
to its color. Precancel collections of 
one stamp always are monotonous. 
The three stamps replacing the De- 
fense issue will be treated by col- 
lectors as a set even though issued 
at different times and so relieve the 
monotony of a collection of one de- 
sign and color. 

The forthcoming bicolored stamps 
are not likely to be precanceled by 
the Bureau as it is probable they will 
be of the large commemorative size 
and so not adaptable to precancela- 
tion by the Bureau. It is even rumored 
that the bicolored stamps will nat be 
printed by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing but farmed out to the 
American Bank Note Co.

However, precancel collectors un- 
doubtedly will have specimens of 
these bicolored commemoratives in 
their collections as some are always 
precanceled. 

It is contrary to rulings made by 
the Post Office Department to pre- 
cancel commemorative stamps but 
emergencies always arise that neces- 
sitate the precanceling of some. 
Others are precanceled by postal em- 
ployees either unfamiliar with the 
law or in disregara of it. Also those 
mail-order firms who are permitted 
to precancel the stamps they receive 
as remittances undoubtedly will pre- 
cancel some. 

—o— 

On January 8, the WPB issued an 
order that specifically prohibited the 
manufacture of stamp albums after 
February 15, but on February 9 the 
order was amended, and the only lim- 
itation now on the manufacture of 
stamp albums, catalogs, etc., is that 
the amount manufactured in 1943 
must not exceed 90% of the paper 
by weight used in such manufacture 
in 1942, 

Even if the order had stood as 
originally issued, it would have made 
but little difference to precancel col- 
lectors. Printed Albums are not prac- 
ticable for city-type precancels. For 
one thing, previously unlisted pre- 
cancels are being reported every day. 
These are by no means all on current 
and recent stamps. In almost every 
issue of the two leading monthly 
precancel magazines, precancels of 
from forty to forty-five years ago are 
reported. This being the case, it can 
be seen why it is not feasible to 
manufacture albums. with printed 
spaces for local precancels even if 
there was demand for it and there 
isn’t, 

It is known definitely what Bureau 
precancels have been issued and there 
are fine printed albums for the obso- 
lete stamp issues that have been 
Bureau precanceled. At that they have 
not proven so popular as are printed 
albums for non-precanceled stamps. 
Possibly this is because precancel col- 
lectors have learned of the advantages 
of blank loose-leaf albums. 

Blank albums permit distinctive 
arrangements. There are no blank 
spaces gaping at you for an arrange- 
ment can be so made so a page ap- 
pears well-balanced and complete but 
still unobtrusively leaves space for 
items you do not have but hope to 
get. With a blank album an interest- 
ing pair or block or cover always 
readily can be inserted but in a 
printed album there would be no 
space. Take the Sp”p”ingfield, IIL, 
error for example. This is seldom 
seen except in a pair showing the 
error and a normal specimen. A 
printed album gives space for it only 
as a single. The pair is quoted at 
$2.50 and the two as singles for $2.07 
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so one hesitates to divide a pair to 
fill the spaces properly. Anyhow a 
pair showing the two varieties is 
more interesting than the two 
varieties separated. If a collector 
wishes to omit a group such as the 
playing card stamps, it can be done 
easily with a blank album but a col- 
lection appears incomplete if in a 
printed album and there are pages 
unfilled. Also, with a printed album 
you don’t have pages for the new 
issues uniform with the printed pages 
but, with a loose-leaf blank album, 
additional pages always can be added 
for new issues as they come out. 
ee 

A number of state lists of pre- 
canceled stamps have been published 
in recent months. California collectors 
published a commendable catalog of 
all California precancels that was 
noteworthy. A list of precanceled 
Michigan towns was issued by Michi- 
gan collectors interested in that state. 
The January issue of the Missouri 
Precancel News — usually mimeo- 
graphed — comes printed and gives 
a complete list of all Missouri pre- 
cancel towns. Ohio lists have been 
issued. We are promised a list of 
Alabama towns soon and, if proper 
encouragement is given, it may even 
develop into a catalog similar to the 
California one. 

This all shows how popular state 
collecting is becoming again.

Did you know that there was a 
president of the United States who 
was not honored in the presidential 
series but who is honored by Bureau 
precancels? In the February issue 
of OLD STAMPS, a house organ 
issued by the Parker Haydon Co.., 
appeared the following interesting 
story: 

“With a sigh of relief, President 
Polk signed the last bill his secretary 
handed him. 

“*This,’ he remarked, ‘closes my 
official duties as President of the 
United States.’ 

“It was Sunday, March 4, 1849, 
and President-elect Zachary Taylor 
had not yet arrived in Washington 
for his inauguration. In fact, the old 
soldier did not take his oath until 
the next afternoon. 

“Who, then, was President during 
the intervening hours? 

“At that time, the Presidential Suc- 
cession Act of 1866 did not exist. But 
a law of 1792 provided that in case 
the President or Vice-President could 
not serve, the President of the Senate 
should act as Chief Executive. 

“In 1849 this man was Senator 
David R. Atchison of Missouri. This 
former lawyer and judge probably did 
not realize what power he had for 
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these few hours. In fact, one writer 
has called him the ‘President who 
slept through his term.’ At any rate, 
for almost 24 hours there was no 
other President. 

“Atchison’s name is rarely found 
in today’s history books. No biog- 
raphy of him has ever been written. 
But he does have two lasting memori- 
als. For after him are named Atchi- 
son County, Missouri and the city of 
Atchison, Kans. 

“Atchison, Kans., issued a Bureau, 
printed precancel, the 1%c coil in 
1927.”

ARGENTINA—A new commemo- 
tive stamp was issued on December 
15 in honor of the birth of Jose C. Paz 
a century ago.

A portrait of 
Paz is in the center of the stamp. In 
the left margin is Paz’s name and 
“1842”, along the top of the stamp 
“2 de Octubre” and “1942 Correos” in 
the right margin. The color, blue; 
value 5 centavos. 

NORWAY—The Norwegian gov- 
ernment in exile has copied an idea 
introduced by Poland two years ago 
by issuing a set of six postage stamps 
for use on Norwegian ships. 

The ‘set includes the following 
values, colors and designs: 10-ore, 
blue-green, the Norwegian Destroyer 
Sleipner; 150, olive-green, a pilot in 
front of a fighting plane; 200, red, 
a Norwegian highway inscribed “Vi 
Vil Vinne” (We Will Win); 300, 
ultramarine, a Norwegian convoy; 
400, green, Norwegian ski troops, and 
600, blue, portrait of King Haakon. 

NICARAGUA—A series of stamps 
is to be issued with the purpose of 
showing Nicaragua’s cooperation with 
the United Nations. The following 
values have been approved by presi- 
dential decree: 10 centavos, ordinary, 
for the Americas; 30c, ordinary, for 
Europe; 40c, airmail, for the U. S. A.; 
and 60c, airmail, for Europe. 

CHILE—The air mail series of 
1941-42 has been issued on unwater- 
marked and in slightly different 
shades. 

CUBA—A new 10-centavo special 
delivery is being prepared for release. 
The stamp features an envelope in- 
scribed “Entrega Especial—10c,” sur- 
rounded by a streamlined train, a 
steamship, a motorcycle and trans- 
port plane. 


SWEDEN—Two stamps, 5-ore, 
green and 60-ore, claret, have been 
issued. The set which bears the 
portrait of Carl Wilhelm Scheele, the 
famous chemist, commemorates the 
200th anniversary of his death. 


NEWFOUNDLAND—A new stamp 
was issued on January 1, showing the 
Memorial University College with 
spruce trees in the lower corner of 
the stamp. The value is 30 cents and 
the color is rose.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Jefferson 
O*N JULY 4, 1776, the United 
Colonies, through the Declaration 
of Independence, written by Thomas 
Jefferson, told the world “what we 
are fighting for,” the guarantee to 
every citizen of his God-given right 
“to Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of 
Happiness.” On December 7, 1941, the 


United States, together with the 
United Nations, reaffirmed that 
Declaration. 


Thomas Jefferson has a fixed place 
in numismatics for it was he who 
proposed and worked for the adoption 
of our Decimal Monetary System. 

Jefferson was the third President 
to have his likeness placed on our 
coins minted for general circulation 
(exclusive of commemoratives and 
pattern coins) when he appeared on 
our current five-cent piece, or nickel. 
There has always been a prejudice 
against placing the likeness of a 
President, living or dead, on our 
coinage (except commemoratives), 
but exceptions have been made of 
our Great Trio, Washington, Lincoln, 
and Jefferson. 

Jefferson was very fortunate in 
falling heir to the current nickel, as 
it is one of our most actively cir- 
culated coins and has made his like- 
ness familiar to everyone. The reverse 
of the coin very appropriately 
pictures his stately mansion, Monti- 
cello. Strange as it may seem, the 
coin commemorating this Great Amer- 
ican was designed by a foreign-born 
designer, Felix Schlag of Chicago, a 
native born German. (The Lincoln 
penny was also designed by a foreign- 
born designer, a Russian.) 

The Jefferson nickel will always be 
as prominent in numismatics as 
Jefferson will be in American history. 
Referring to the lately minted nickels 
with the silver-copper contents, they 
are the only five-cent pieces with 
greatly over-sized conspicuous mint 
marks; the only ones that carry a P 
mint mark; they are genuine War 
Money because the contents were 





changed from nickel and copper to 
silver and copper to release the nickel 
metal to war purposes. After the war 
the metals in the nickels will probably 
revert back to the former status and 
the “duration - nickels” will thence- 
forward be known as Jefferson War 
Nickels. 

Jefferson appears on many medals, 
and on paper money, but he is con- 
spicuous for his absence on commem- 
orative half-dollars; however, the bust 
of Jefferson is on the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition gold dollar of 1903. 
His picture, and that of his home 
Monticello, very similar to these on 
the nickels, appear on the current 
two-dollar bills. My search so far has 
failed to find him on the early Conti- 
nental notes or on Confederate bills, 
although he is on some of the Civil 
War fractional currency. With the 
designers of the early, now obsolete, 
state bank notes Jefferson was a 
prime favorite, appearing on the 
notes of more than 70 different banks 
representing 20 different states; also, 
more than 60 state banks, represent- 
ing about 16 states and the District 
of Columbia, carried illustrations of 
the Signing of the Declaration of 
Independence showing Jefferson 
amongst the group of signers. 

The coins and monies depicting 
Thomas Jefferson will not add new 
lustres to Jefferson’s fame, but his 
being on them will make the speci- 
mens famous, and the Jefferson War 
Nickel will in time become one of 
America’s outstanding coins, a type 
in itself. While there will be millions 
of them minted, yet so great is the 
demand for them in the marts that 
they will all be placed in circulation 
and soon average merely “fair condi- 
tion.” Get a dollar roll of them from 
your bank in uncirculated condition, 
put it away without unrolling, and 
when in the near future every collec- 
tor is wanting an uncirculated Jeffer- 
son War Nickel you will be “sitting 
pretty.” 





National Coin Week 


During the week of April 11-17, 
the coin collectors of America will 
say it with coins. Of special signifi- 
cance, this year’s Coin Week cele- 
brates the 150th anniversary of our 
most prolific, most popular, and most 
over-worked coin, the one cent piece. 
NATIONAL COIN WEEK, sponsored 
by all local clubs, state, inter-state 
and national numismatic associations, 
as well as coin collectors in general, 
is a week set aside each year to call 
the public’s attention to America’s 
No. 1 hobby, coin collecting. Coin 
displays, radio talks and newspaper 
articles will be the order of the week, 
giving the people an opportunity not 
only of getting their money’s worth 
but of “learning what their money’s 
worth.” With the issuance of “war 
money” the world over, emergency 
scrip and coins, specially “marked” 
paper money for our “boys over 
there,” our re-metaled pennies and 
nickels, this year’s week of weeks 
will be of special interest to every 
citizen, non-collector as well as col- 
lector. History is recorded on the coins 
of nations; know your history by 
knowing your coins; teach history by 
observing coin week with an exhibit 
in some bank or store window. Sell 
your hobby; make COIN WEEK a 
recruiting period for your local club. 
Remember the occasion, COIN 
WEEK; remember the date, April 
11-17; remember the place, every city, 
town and hamlet in the U.S.A. 


Collectingly 

Collectors are now watching the 
new metaled nickels and pennies to 
see if they “bleach” out; whether, as 
they grow old, the coins will “show 
their age” or “grow younger”; wheth- 
er they will “change complexion” and 
grow drab, or retain their lustre. And 
too, if proofs are issued, if the proofs 
will stay proofs or return to plain 
coin normalcy. If the new metaled 
coins “stand up” under what is sup- 
posed to be their duration emergency 
test, they may become a permanent 
fixture. There has been talk about 
minting half-cents, two and a half 
and three cent pieces, yes even 12 and 
a half-cent ones to facilitate change- 
making during these stressing times, 
but this is very unlikely as it would 
mean the use of more metal and that 
is just what is trying to be avoided. It

is better to be inconvenienced with 
toc little small change than to be 
handicapped with too little war metal; 
too much like sending good money 
after bad money, spending a dollar 
to save a dime. The unenlightened 
natives of North Africa and southern 
Europe and Asia may not be able to 
explain the Einstein theory nor square 
a circle, but they do know their gold, 
as our boys are finding out. If offered 
paper currency or minor coins the 
natives haggle and dicker, but a gold 
coin, from wherever it may come, 
will close a deal in double-quick time, 
wich no questions asked. The country 
of origin of a gold coin does not 
enter into the equation; gold is gold 
the world over. Paper currency and 
minor coins rise and fall with the 
nation of issue, but gold coins stay 
near par regardless. Be sure and 
order your 1943 proof set early; lay 
aside not less than five complete sets 
of uncirculated 1943 coins; keep your 
scrap-book up; add to your library, 
as numismatic books are more neces- 
sary than coins; preach less and do 
more; wear out, don’t rust out. This 
is no time for collectors to get down 
in the mouth for “there’s joy a plenty 
in this werld to fill life’s silver cup, 
if you’ll only keep the corners of your 
mouth turned up.”

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Miscellanea 

The object of counterfeiting is to 
profit on the over-amount of alloy 
or base metal used in home-made 
silver and gold coins. A counterfeit 
coin is easily detected by its too- 
much base metal. Strange as it may 
seem, in the 16th century, in England, 
the rule was in reverse: Henry VIII, 
for fraudulent purposes, over-alloyed 
his silver and gold coins with copper, 
ten ounces of silver to two of alloy. 
Edward VI increased it to three of 
silver to nine of ‘alloy. When counter- 
feited by men outside of England 
and sent to London the spurious coins 
were easily detected because they con- 
tained too much silver, the counter- 
feiters in another country never 
dreaming that English coins were so 
overly doped. Queen Elizabeth, to her 
great credit, when she came into 
power put a stop to the debasement 
of the currency.

This year’s National Coin Week, 
April 11-17, not only celebrates the 
150th anniversary of our cent, but 
also the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of Thomas Jefferson. He was born 
in April, 1743. Jefferson, like Wash- 
ington, was very much opposed to 
having the likeness of a President on 
coins. So far I have failed to find 
Jefferson’s picture on any of the early 
pennies issued by the states prior to 
the establishment of the U. S. Mint 
in 1798, nor on any of the Jackson 
hard time tokens. He does, however, 
appear on some of the encased post- 
age stamp currency of the Civil War 
days. In this war to sustain and main- 
tain Jefferson’s Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, his likeness is on some of 
the War Bonds, a fitting tribute to 
him, and the safest numismatic buy 
for the public. 


War Briefs 


A news item says the government 
had to borrow gold pieces from 
Canada to furnish our boys in Africa 
with which to “influence” the natives. 

During the more shopping 
days before Christmas” period the 
Treasury asked every one to turn in 
their piggy-bank pennies to ease the 
small change shortage. A professor 
of Pittsburgh turned in one million 
of them. It was said they weighed 
three-quarters of a ton. 

It is a small world. A few days 
after one of the boys from Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, landed in North Africa 
a native offered to trade him some 
old coins for some chocolate bars. 
The trade was made. Amongst the 
old coins were two bus tokens from 
the boy’s home town of Wilmington. 

Pennies as tools. A news item about 
the ground crews in Guadalcanal says, 
“These lads don’t even have all the 
necessary tools; they improvise as 
they encounter difficulty. Pennies on 
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the maintenance strip are at a premi- 
um. It is with pennies that wrenches 
are made to fit nuts, pennies are 
filed down for shims, pennies of vari- 
ous degrees of thickness are utilized 
as breaker point feelers.” Thus our 
pennies are helping to win the war. 

A “Mysterious Stranger.” A news 
item says that “To save the expense 
of issuing new bills some Federal 
Reserve bank notes which have been 
withheld from circulation since 1933 
have been released for circulation. 
The seal and serial numbers are 
printed in brown. It bears four signa- 
tures, one in each corner.” 

Japan prepared for its present war 
several years ahead. “So far did such 
planning, go, that nickel coins, now 
called in by the government, were 
made of the exact alloy composition 
specified for certain armament uses.” 

“Yellow Seal” paper money will be 
amongst the war numismatic souve- 
nirs. An Army officer writes from 
Africa: “There is a special print of 
money for us to use. It is in regular 
bills with a yellow seal on the front 
so the Germans cannot gather up the 
U. S. money and use it in a neutral 
country.”

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TWO ENGLISH MEDALLISTS 


By VERNON VARICK 


A SIMON, English medal- 
list and modeller, was born in 
Yorkshire in 1622. He was originally 
intended for the church, but turned 
his attention to art, and, after study- 
ing in Holland, proceeded to Sweden, 
where he was employed by Queen 
Christina, the daughter of Gustavus 
Adolphus, in whose train he travelled 
to Paris. He returned to England be- 
fore the outbreak of the Civil War, 
and attained celebrity by his medals 
and portraits modelled in wax. During 
the Commonwealth he executed many 
medals of leading parliamentarians, 
and at the Restoration he was patron- 
ized by Charles II, from whom he re- 
ceived a hundred guineas for his por- 
trait designed as a medal for the 
proposed order of the Royal Oak. 
Having incurred the displeasure of 
James, Duke of York, he lost the 
favor of the court, and died in ob- 
security in 1692. Among the more in- 
teresting of his medals are those of 
the second earl of Dunfermline, the 
second earl of Lauderdale, and the 
first earl of London; that of George 
_Monk, duke of Albemarle, and many 
other fine medals, were modelled by 
Abraham Simon and chased by his 
brother Thomas. 
Thomas Simon, brother of Abra- 


ham, also a medallist, was born, ac- 
cording to Vertue, in Yorkshire about 
1623. He studied engraving under 
Nicholas Briot, and about 1635 re- 
ceived a post in connection with the 
mint. In 1645 he was appointed by 
the parliament joint chief engraver 
along with Edward Wade; after exe- 
cuting the great seal of the Common- 
wealth and dies for the coinage he 
was promoted to be chief engraver 
to the mint and seals. He produced 
several fine portrait medals of Crom- 
well, one of which is copied from a 
miniature by Cooper. After the Res- 
toration he was appointed engraver 
of the king’s seals. On the occasion 
of this contest with the brothers Roet- 
tiers, who were employed by the mint 
in 1662, Thomas Simon produced his 
celebrated crown of Charles II, known 
to numismatists as “The Petition 
Crown of Thomas Simon,” because on 
its margin he engraved a petition to 
the king. This is usually considered 
his masterpiece. He is believed to 
have died a victim of the London 
plague of 1665. A volume of “The 
Medals, Coins, Great Seals, and Other 
Works of Thomas Simon, engraved 
and described by George Vertue,” was 
published in London in 1753.

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Recollections of An Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Regular U.S. Proofs Rarer 
Than Some Pattern Coins 


OOKING back at coin sales for 40 
years, the writer can say with 
conviction that many dollars, half 
and quarter dollars, or even dimes, 
in proof condition, are just as rare 
as quite a few pattern coins, particu- 
larly those patterns labeled “standard 
Silver,” or the small copper nickel 
cents of 1858 and 1859. Going back to 
the years from 1859 to say 1878, there 
were not so many collectors who 
sought and collected pattern coins, 
and for years, they brought very little 
over face value at the sales. Of 
course, the later proof sets, to about 
1903, brought less money, and appar- 
ently more of them were struck than 
those before 1876, and those later 
proof sets from dollar to cent, I have 
seen auctioned during the last 30 
years for not over 10 or 15 cents over 
face. At the old Philadelphia sales, 
a set with a face of $1.91 frequently 
sold for $2 to $2.10 per set. Today, 
one coin in such a set, brings as much 
as the five different coins in the set 
once did. It all illustrates how times 
change. I don’t believe over 200 sets 
were struck each year in the years 
from 1859 to 1869, though perhaps 
a few more were struck for subse- 
quent proof sets. At the same time 
we know pattern coins of some types 
during the years 1859 to 1870 were 
struck by the hundreds. Inasmuch 
as pattern coins have a big demand 
today, the present catalog prices of 
the regular series for the same years 
are still comparatively cheap, yet 
dollars at $12 to. $15 each today 
don’t bring more than they are worth. 
In view of the foregoing, it is fitting 
and correct to mark them up in the 
catalogs. It seems to me they are 
going much higher. Some few pat- 
terns in dollars of 1873 seem cheap 
at $15, yet they cost more than the 
current dollars by far, which are 
about as scarce when in proof state, 
and most patterns are usually found 
in proof condition. And a few dates 
of Indian head cents in proof are just 
as scarce and should be as valuable 
as, for instance, the pattern cent of 
1859 in copper nickel with narrow 
shield, which until recently, sold for 
two dollars. It is now up to about six 
or seven dollars. You can rest assured 
a brilliant proof regular Indian head 
cent of 1859-1860, 1861, 1862 and 
1863, when proof, is just as rare as 
the small pattern cent of 1859. These 
new prices emphasize the popularity 
of United States coins, and the craze 
for “Buff nickels,” “Standing Liberty 


Quarters” and many late half dollars 
continues unabated. David Proskey 
once said to me “All proof coins are 
rare.”

Why Not the Old Half 
And Quarter Dollars? 


The present boosting of recent U.S. 
coins, such as nickels, dimes, quarters 
and half dollars, with catalog prices 
up to $100 apiece has gone merrily 
on. I am not saying these coins are 
not worth the prices when they are 
in the best condition. What I do say 
is that many of the older half dollars, 
quarter dollars, dimes and half dimes 
are much more scarce when they are 
in the conditions of modern ones 
which reach the best prices. Also in 
very many cases the coinages of these 
older dates are less than the more 
recent half dollars selling for ten 
dollars apiece in modern catalogs. 

Of course, some collectors have 
been spoiled by seeing many old half 
dollars like those dated 1821-22-23-24- 
25-26-27-28-29-30 and on up to 1836 
selling, when in only good condition, 
for a few cents over face value. Even 
that day is passing and when worn 
these half dollars will soon sell for 
more money. And when half dollars 
like 1795, 1808, 1805, 1806, 1807, 1808, 
1809, 1810, 1811, 1812, 1813, 1814, 
and so on, are found in nice uncircu- 
lated condition, they are more rare 
than some of more recent date, sell- 
ing today for ten dollars apiece. A 
few instances in recent sales where 
1808’s, 1809’s and 1811’s have gone 
up to $6 apiece at auction illustrate 
that these old dates have been selling 
for far too little money in the past 
and are going to do better in the 
future. There is a legion of dies, 
minor varieties and over-dates of the 
old half dollars between 1805 and 
1836, and these varieties have com- 
menced to attract more attention. In 
old Philadelphia when perhaps 500 
half dollars were offered in big 
coin sales, an abundance of varieties 
were readily recognized. Wide and 
close 50c on reverse, straight-base and 
curled figure 2s, wide and close dates 
and the like. The variety is far more 
interesting and there are far more 
varieties to select from than in recent 
dates of half and quarter dollars from 
1900 on. Your collection will add char- 
acter by the addition of these old 
dates. The early twenties, thirties and 
forties see large and small letters 
and dates, and some few over dates, 
lettered and milled edges and so on. 

As long ago as 1897 when August 
{. Gies of Pittsburgh showed me his 
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fine half dollar collection, he pointed 
with pride to a 1794 half dollar and 
said, “I paid Henry Chapman $100 
for that coin alone.” He had possessed 
as fine a set of early halves as any- 
one in the United States at that time. 
The 1796’s and 1797’s have sold up 
to $400 per coin since then. Their 
extreme rarity in the best condition 
has commenced to be appreciated. So 
this writer predicts a stepping up in 
the demand for half and quarter 
dollars, between the dates 1805 and 
1850, for instance. There are many 
quarter dollars between 1805 and 
1863, for example, which are more 
rare than those after 1900, when in 
uncirculated condition, yet they are 
stili to be had for far less money.

Greer, South Carolina 
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usually came in just good condition. 
At Peter Gschwend’s sale in 1908, it 
brought $122. The Woodin specimen 
sold for only $100, in good condition. 
A very good 1794 dollar, nearly fine, 
should bring $200 or thereabouts to- 
day. It is well worth $200. If very 
fine, it should bring $350. Fred 
Boyd showed me a 1794 dollar he had 
paid around $500 for. It was of course 
in nice shape. I think it had some 
original lustre, which is exceptional. 
Long ago, in the big sales at Phila- 
delphia, the Stickney, Smith and 
others, the fine 1794 dollars sold 
from $200 to $250 a coin. 


The rarity of this celebrated first 
dollar of the United States may be 
gleaned from the fact that in over 
300 auctions held by me in the last 
40 years, not over four or five 
1794 dollars appeared. That speaks 
volumes for its rarity. The coin comes 
occasionally with a weak date or part 
of the date weakly struck. This was 
due to the imperfect striking arrange- 
ments in effect at the time. Other 
silver coins of that year show such 
discrepancies, It makes the 1794 dollar 
all the more rare and desirable when 
it is found with a strongly struck 
date. Henry Chapman told me once, 
“In 50 years nobody from the street 
ever brought in a 1794 dollar and 
offered it over my counter, so rare 
is that coin.”

The Late Colonel Green 


Like his mother, Hetty Green, the 
multi-millionaire, the late Colonel 
E. H. R. Green was rather peculiar. 
I used to see his famed mother when 
she had a small room in a plain house 
in Hoboken, N. J., many years ago. 
She would come out of her house 
dressed in a gingham frock and plain 
apron, and scrupulously sweep off the 
pavement in front of her home. Like 
his mother, the late Colonel Green 
lived in many places. 


The late Colonel Green, who was 
also a great stamp collector, turned 
out to be a rather strange kind of 
a coin collector, accumulator would 
have been a better word. Colonel 
Green did not buy from everybody, 
and he accumulated paper money as 
well as other material, including gold 
coins. He bought not only coins of 
every date, but a multitude of coins of 
each date and each variety. Cortland 
Betts, who was attorney for the James 
B. Wilson estate in New York when 
I sold Wilson’s coin collection in 1908 
for $12,500, said to me once, “I can 
understand why a coin collector wants 
one of each date, but when he accumu- 
lates duplicates of rarities of the 
same date he needs a nurse.” Well, 
coin dealers do not object to such 
peculiarities, for it means business, 
more business for them, and they say 
to such a collector, “Hale, fellow, 
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well met, and success to you in the 
way you pursue.” 

Colonel Green patronized only a 
certain few coin dealers. I do not 
know all their names but they in- 
cluded Mr. Wismer, of paper money 
fame, the late Elmer Sears and the 
late Henry Chapman. Mr. Wismer 
sold Green, I think, something like 
$4,500 worth of paper money, chiefly 
Confederate and State and broken 
bank notes. For years, Henry Chap- 
man had Green on his list for a fine 
business, up to and including the 
boom before 1929. Sears died not 
long after that, but had sold Green 
thousands in coins and notes. The 
nearest I ever came to the largesse 
of Green was when he sent me a 
check for five dollars for a plate 
catalog of the Lawrence sale which 
I held in June, 1929. But I have rea- 
son to know that he and a client 
of Henry Chapman made the 
big records of $7,900 and $7,000 at 
that famous sale where I sold five 
gold coins for $22,600, a world’s

record for all time, for either ancient 
or modern coins. Green was repre- 
sented at the sale by a well known 
New York stamp dealer, whose bid 
of $7,800 on the noted Massachusetts 
and California $5 gold piece dated 
1849 was unsuccessful. Chapman se- 
cured the coin for his client, the late 
Francis P. Garvan, a New York 
lawyer, who represented a chemical 
trust, and the coin now rests in the 
museum of Yale University, I believe, 
donated by Garvin under his will. So 
outside of that check for five dollars, 
received for the Dr. Lawrence catalog, 
I never got another nickel out of 
Colonel Green. The half dozen dealers 
whom he dealt with reaped a rich 
harvest. He spent something like a 
cool million dollars in coins, probably 
over a million. Most of his coins are, 
I believe, sold, and many of them 
were magnificent, and, as I said, he 
collected big American rarities in 
duplicates, hence according to Mr. 
Betts, “needed a nurse.”

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Literature in the Time of Jefferson

E time honored custom of de- 
stroying catalogs upon the receipt 
of a new edition seems to have been 
neglected many years ago and as a 
result there still exists a catalog of 
new books published in Britain and 
America dated July, 1804. At that 
time Thomas Jefferson was President 
of the United States and Napoleon 
Bonaparte having added the price of 
Louisiana to‘the treasury of France 
had been declared emperor and was 
preparing to enlarge his empire in 
Europe. Francis the Second of Austria 
not to be outshone by the new dyna- 
sty had raised the dominions of the 
Hapsburg family to the dignity of 
an empire. In Haiti, the negro leader, 
Dessalines, had assumed the title of 
Emperor Jean Jacques the First. In 
the same month that this catalog was 
published America lost one of her 
greatest statesmen Alexander Hamil- 
ton, in a duel with Aaron Burr, who 
had been defeated by Jefferson for 
the Presidency in the previous year.

old list, have long since been dis- 
continued. Many of the titles are in- 
teresting but few of the books have 
survived and some of them would be 
sold at a premium if they could be 
found at this time. A few of these 
works can be had in later editions 
but many went no further than their 
first edition. We admit that the 
perusal of any catalog is dry reading 
but there are those who can appreci- 
ate curiosities. These forgotten 
authors should be given a chance on 
new paper and in fresh ink. 

Among an assortment of higher 
priced books on the list is a work of 
Scott prior to his becoming a baronet, 
this is also one of the survivors and 
its title reads: “Sir Tristrem, a 
metrical Romance of the Thirteenth 
Century, by Thomas of Ercildoune, 
called the Rhymer. Edited from the 
Auchinleck MS; by Walter Scott, Esq.

By LAWRENCE B. ROMAINE 


fMHE ancient ledger upon whose cov- 

ers is painted (with a broad and 
untidy brush) the above legend, is 
without doubt the most interesting 
and unusual acount of whaling that 
has come to my attention. Those of 
you who have read my other notes 
on this great American industry, 
will appreciate the vast amount of 
detail, the little personal touches and 
the humorus lines in Mr. Haviland’s 
account. 

I have checked the log book with 
Mr. Tripp in the Museum of the Old 
Dartmouth Historical Society in New 
Bedford and find that Haviland left 
his home in Washington, New York, 
in 1855, at the age of twenty two 
years; he was dark with brown eyes 
and brown hair and a very promising 
young man indeed. I shall conjecture 
between quotations, and hope that 
these notes may amuse you as they 
have entertained me for several long 
evenings by the fire. 

Quite apparently, this log book was 
kept by young Haviland for his own 
amusement and relief from the toils 
to which he was subjected, and not 
the real log of the brig at all. The 
logs of the Brig Baltic are now in 
New Bedford and these notes are an 
“extra illustrated” edition of the old 
manuscript. 

I shall give you only a few of those 
entries that seem rare and portray a 
really unusual picture of the joys and 
sorrows of whaling. 

BARK BALTIC. Oct. 20th, 1856. 

This morning “LAND HO” was 
sung out by the masthead and it 
proved to be the long talked of Mohea, 
once more, where we hope to get Lib- 
erty and have a good time again. 
Land is now plain and the Captain 
has ordered his boat ready to sea if 
we can get a ship to take home our 
Sperm oil and also our Right, that 
we have to send. This is the same 
port at which we had Liberty last 
season on our way to Norwest. “The 
boat came back this morning with 
bad news. No Liberty here. We set 
all sail to Oahu as there is no ship 
but a French Barque here.” 

“Bark Baltic. Oct. 22. The breeze 
has died away and it is almost a 
Dead Calm. Land two miles on each 
side and the distance from Hilo some 
160 miles; some 20 hours sail with 
an ordinary wind but at this rate 
a matter of weeks. I am very anxious 
for I want to hear from home. I have 
already written several letters to 
wives (I trust) of the crew. The 
eables are all set about deck to drop 
anchor at a moment’s notice—the 
older Tars are all sitting on the mon- 
key rail, whistling with all their 
might, trying to raise a breeze. 


“Oct. 23. This morning, slight 
cat’s paws drifting us along at about 
one mile an hour. — The Captain ex- 
pects to find his wife in Honolulu, 
consequently is smiling like a basket 
of chips. All hands, including my- 
self, hope he will be disappointed, for 
from all reports, she will not be a 
pleasant shipmate. 

(Such references as the last would 
never be found in a ship’s log. In 
fact there are few logs mentioning 
the captain’s wife and rare are the 
ones where she shipped along with 
her hubby). 

Oct. 24th. I am happy to say that 
the Island of Oahu is in plain sight 
now, on the middle watch, which is 
ours. This morning we are nearly 
under the mighty mountain of this 
celebrated island. It looks fair for 
us to drop our old mud hook. 

Oct. 25th. Last night about 10 
we let the anchor go. — This morning 
very busy filling casks of water — 
the Lahima is quite a pretty kind of a 
place, the streets are laid out regular 
and well lined with large shady 
trees; they need them, for it is the 
hottest place I ever saw. You can- 
not look in any direction but what 
you see fruit in any quantity. I have 
eaten so much I expect it will make 
me ill. 

Oct. 26th. — We can not get oil 
shipped until we reach Oahu, which 
will be at least two weeks. — Paint- 
ing ship and busy. — The Starboard 
Watch gets Liberty tomorrow. 

Oct. 27th. Part of the crew are 
sick today (or rather our watch)— 
fresh beef and sweet potatoes, mush, 
watermelons and bunches of oranges 
—best melons I ever tasted. Awnings 
all over the ship and still it is hot 
enough to roast porpoise. Obliged to 
sleep on deck. I was sleeping very 
soundly last night on the Topgallant- 
Fore-castle deck with my friend Jack 
Baldwin. About 2 o’clock, the Old 
Man came along and hailed me 
“What are you doing up there?.” 
“Sleeping, Sir.” “I see you was; 
well, get below and if you’re sick I’ll 
give you a pint of salts and see that 
you drink them. 

Oct. 30th. At the Drum Beat at 
7 am. we went ashore — the Old 
Man said we was the soberest watch 
to come aboard in that port in many 
a year and hoped the Larboard watch 
would be half as well. 

(The Larboard did’nt! However, if 
I transcribe every scrap between the 
Old Man and the crew, and jot down 
every upset, the “likes of which” ap- 
pears in many a log, I shall have no 
room for more interesting details.) 

Oct. 31. Getting ready to raft the 
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oil aboard the merchantman. Ashore 
again and somehow got a bit ac- 
quainted with William Butler, only 
Son of Isaac Butler of “Pokeepsie,” 
who keeps a low grog shop here in 
Lahima. They have a kind of beer 
here that tastes some like Spruce 
but it is called tobasco Begs. 4 glasses 
of it a person won’t know his own 
name — terribly hot here.” 

Nov. 1st. Have rafted 1,314 pounds 
of whale bone to the merchantman 
to take home — wish I was going 
with the bone. 

Nov. 2nd. Rafting oil all day — 
hoisting out of our lower hold, lower- 
ing it down on the raft, pulling it 
half a mile to the ship and then 
hoisting it on a 1500 ton ship — it’s 
no good of a job — still wish I were 
home. 

Nov: 3rd. The Old Man says he 
will give us Liberty at Honolulu. 
He is anxious to get there to see 
his wife, whom I sincerely hope will 
NOT be there—it is no place for a 
woman on board of a whale ship. 

Nov. 5th. The Starboard Watch 
took their last Liberty here and six 
of them came on board drunk and 
abused the Old Man and demanded 
their discharge — I am the whole 
Watch now for the six of them run 
off and the Old Man says he will have 
them six men if it costs him $5,000. 
The French cook was one—we’ll have 
tough cooking now. 

Nov. 6th. 4 of the men are caught 
and brought on deck in irons with a 
rope around their necks. The Old 
Man put a stick through between 
their legs and twisted it tight, flogged 
them and made them sit in the hot 
sun for hours. They could move 
neither hand nor foot. 

Nov. 8th. Last night weighed an-. 
chor and got under way—no cook and 
no Down Easter, two of the best men 
we have had on the Baltic. I am 
anxious to get to Oahu and to hear 
from my Mother. What tender re- 
collections that word calls up—what 
if I should have no Mother now. 
How well I remember the last time 
I saw her. Methinks I can sce her 
now as I saw her when she handed 
me my carpet bag and bid her fare- 
well—however, man proposes and God 
disposes. 

Nov. 10th. Anchored—was ashore 
all day and went to the Sailor’s Home 
—a very nice place I think—many 
of our crew got books there from 
Father Damon, mostly of a Religious 
Nature. — Saw the King of the 
Sandwich Islands—a fine looking 
young raan with a white woman for 
a Queen with a salary of $3,000 per 
annum. 

Nov. 14th. Steering straight for 
New Zealand. Am straightening out 
the Old Mate’s books for him—it 
will take several days and I intend 
nursing the job along as long as pos- 
sible. 
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Nov. 18th. The account’s nearly 
done and the crew at me all the time 
to see how much each of them is to 
draw and how much they spent in 
the Slop Chest. I took out Mother’s 
letter again—-it does not seem possible 
that Germaine is married—steering 
etc. ete. 

Nov. 20th. I am a sailor before the 
Mast again. My cabin job is over 
—a few more miles to the Line—one 
consolation is that Old Neptune can 
not visit us again in crossing—we 
poor green hands went through an 
awful slushing and tarring crossing 
last time. 

Nov. 21st. The thrilling ery of 
“There she blows” and “all hands on 
deck” came up and we tore into our 
clothes and were by the boats—all 
was hurly-burly on deck. Lower away 
and make no noise, says the Mate. He 
had a new boat-steerer, a Darky, 
black as ink, who with five years ex- 
perience “can’t miss.” The Old 
Mate growls like a dog with a sore 
head at some noise. — “Hoisted sail 
and made away at about 10 knots, the 
Old Mate’s feet holding the sheet and 
got close. “Stand up there, stand 
up there, you Black Hawk,” says the 
Mate: up he gets and we close up 
on one of these Mountains of the 
Deep. He threw one harpoon and 
missed and then the other and missed 
and the Old Man, who is hardly an 
amiable soul, called that darky some 
tough names; the whales were not 
gallied and we went after them. 4 
times we were on top of whales and 
each time the darky never even 
touched the carcass and the Old 
Mate was in a awful rage. The Sec- 
ond Mate’s boat got badly stove and 
seattered but we kept on and finally 
Black Hawk fastened in a whale— 
no sooner did we fasten but the whale 
sounded and took all line—the Mate 
held on and took lashes here and 
there and the line parted—soon the 
whale came up lashing and roaring 
—we took in oars and the Mate took 


his bomb gun and we pulled up on. 


him—the shot was true and soon we 
heard the bomb explode and knew 
that the whale was Dead and he 
spouted blood some 15 feet and rolled 
over and gave up the Ghost. Got him 
alongside and hoisted up his huge 
head before night. 

(Those of my readers who have 
read log books will appreciate the 
detail of this account, as well as the 
many other unusual remarks on the 
Captain’s wife, the grog shop and the 
wordy descriptions. Most of the men 
who wrote or kept the logs could write 
“S.S.E. course,” “Gales took the fore- 
gallants away,’ “So ends the day 
and a few accounts of the weather, 
controversies and the work but it is 
seldom if ever that one finds a really 
readable log book like the one kept 
by Mr. Haviland for his own amuse- 
ment or perhaps to send to his Mother 
or perhaps, Germaine.) 
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Nov. 23rd. Today we are cutting 
up the head that contains the sper- 
maceti, the most valuable part of the 
whale—this is in a case in the middle 
of the whale’s head, we take a pail 
and bail it out; it looks like water 
and out of a large whale, as much as 
50 or 60 barrels come. 

Nov. 24th. We are trying out the 
oil—we are a greasy set of indivi- 
duals. 

Nov. 25th. We got nearly 38 bar- 
rels of oil which we stowed in the 
hold and between decks. Everything 
now wears the ordinary appearance. 
We are nearly under the sun and the 
decks are so hot you can’t set naked 
foot and hand on them. During mid- 
night watch, Black Hawk harpooned 
a porpoise, we skinned him and hung 
him ready for the cook to operate on 
—then we got a shark and skinned 
him —the skin is very useful at sea 
—his mouth was large enough to 
swallow a man. 

Nov. 31st. Hailed the Albion of 
New Bedford off Whytooktake (or 
Wyctook, as it is called) and the Old 
Man and his crew spent the p.m. on 
board her. She is headed for home 
—wish I was on her. 

Dec. 1st. I was in the masthead 
at 3 p.m. and called the “land ho.” 
Captain went ashore leaving orders 
to send another boat in half an hour. 
I made up my mind *o go and I did. 
It is a beautiful island covered 
literally with fruit. The women are 
as fine featured as any I ever saw. 
The old man took off a few pieces of 
calico to trade—what a trade. 

“He told me the calico cost him 
7e a yard and he allows in a trade 
30c; for pineapples he gives 50c a 
barrel; limes, 20c a bushel; bananas, 
10c a bunch, and oranges $1 for 
600. You can see what I mean. 

Dec. 4th. Steering S.S.W., the ship 
covered with fruit — a black cloud 
sprung up to windward and the Old 
Man discovered a Water Spout. We 
put on the other tack and I never 
saw the Old Man so frightened. He 
told Mr. Stevens to load his gun and 
stand by to shoot it into a spout if 
it comes near the ship. There has 
been ships lost in these spouts Mr. 
Stevens informed me. 

Dee. 6th. I have that confounded 
toothache again and my mouth is 
sore from eating so many pineapples. 
Will I always have tooth trouble? 
Wash day again. 

Dec. 7th. Sunday is always a wel- 
come day to sailors. Each man 
shaves, washes and puts on clean 
clothes to sit around deck and read, 
those tho can not read, others read 
to them aloud—have several Musco- 
vian ducks on board—only saw them 
before at White Sulpher Springs, 
La., thought them the oddest look- 
ine things I ever saw. 

Dee. 11th to the 18th. Not much 
to report. A Man of War hawk 
dropped on deck with a flying fish

Dec. 22nd. I think Mr. Marshall, 
third mate is the finest man on board 
the Baltic. 

Dec. 25th. Had the most difficult 
time I ever had since coming on board 
this ship last night. It was blow- 
ing great guns and black as tar when 
Mr. Marshall called clew up main 
royals (the most lofty sail in the 
ship) after this he called lay up 
there one of you and furl her. No 
one moved so I went and found the 
Jackstays all blown off and the sail 
holding only by the earing. The mast 
up there is no larger than your arm. 
I hung on while the ship rolled each 
scrupper under. After an_ hour, 
Blackhawk came up and we furled the 
sail. I want no such jobs again— 
this christened day passed off as most 
any other, except for washing and I 
borrowed a book from Mr. Marshall 
for the Dog Watch. “There she blows” 
turned out to be a Finback and you 
might as well try to catch the wind, 
though some of them have been har- 
pooned. The Old Mate made me a 
present of a cane made from the jaw- 
bone of a sperm whale we took last 
season. I intend keeping it and mak- 
ing it a present to Brother Billy if 
I ever get home again. Should see 
New Zealand soon. 

Dec. 28th. The other watch caught 
a Cape Horn porpoise and we had it 
for breakfast. With sage, pepper and 
salt, made into balls and fried, I 
must say it was proper good. The 
oil is worth about $3 a pint. We 
have four now.

These conclusions were based on 
studies made at the Menninger Clinic 
in Topeka which showed that “nor- 
mal” people were better able to select 
and maintain satisfying hobbies than 
were the group of psychiatric patients 
studied.

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TWO FRENCH MUSKETS 


By J. R. MAYER, Fellow Rochester Museum 


ie was good to hear from “Smooth- 
bore” again and to amble along 
with him on one of his peripatetic 
gun quests. Odd it is, how things 
turn up even after 27 years as in the 
“Sleeper.” Dr. Bashford Dean, the 
late founder and first President of 
the Armor and Arms Club, often 
commented on the uncanny way in 
which fragments of armor, arms, 
spurs, etc., came together after years, 
yes, even centuries of separation. 

The circumstances attending such 
events are always exciting and yield 
very easily to the poetic and the 
epigrammatic. “Everything comes to 
him who waits,” yes indeed to him 
who waits with an enduring memory 
and a watchful eye. What follows is 
another one which “Smoothbore,” ac- 
cording to his own calculations has 
been waiting for about 15 years. 

In HOBBIES of May, 1935, under 
the interesting title “Match This’ he 
described an altered musket which on 
close inspection resembled a commit- 
tee of safety arms as described by 
Sawyer in his book Firearms in Amer- 
ican History. It has a curly maple 
stock to which was pinned a 42 inch 
-75 calibre barrel. The trimmings 
were brass, the ram iron. The altered 
lock appeared to be French with an 
illegible scroll in capitols inscribed 
on the plate. Between the hammer 
and the pan were the letters C S with 
a mark similar to the British broad 
arrow above and between them. The 
whole situation seemed quite obscure 
to our reporter until some years later 
he came upon a French model 1763 
pistol carrying on the lock plate the 
engraved scroll of the Royal: Manu- 
factory of Maubeuge and above all 
things, the same C S and arrow. The 
obvious inference was his old musket 
was tricked out with a Maubeuge 
lock vintage 1763 and that consider- 
ing the architecture of the piece, the 
maple stock and the C S, he had in 
all probability a committee of safety 
musket. If not, what was it? Forth- 
with we match Smoothbore and go 
him one better. 

Sometime ago our friend Tony Fidd 
brought in an old shooter complete 


and original from bayonet to butt 
(No!) In outline it was patently 
French corresponding in design to the 
Maubeuge model of 1766. But the 
stock! What a handsome piece of 
tiger skin maple it was, Truly one 
of the best we have had the good 
fortune to see. We handled it and it 
balanced well; we sighted it and it 
drew a fine bead. All the bright iron 
furniture was forged and filed with 
an unusual appreciation of design. 
Call it flare, class, aplomb or what 
you will, this old smoke stick had it. 
A 1763 Charleville at hand for com- 
parison conspicuously failed to com- 
prehend these subtle refinements. 
The musket weighed 9%4 pounds 
and covered 60 inches. The lock was 
5% inches long and on its flat sur- 
face was inscribed the French equiva- 
lent of the Royai Manufactory of 
Maubeuge, to the top were stamped 
the cryptic initials C S and above 
them pointing downward was the 
arrow. The hammer was flat with a 
reinforced neck, the flint screw mass- 
ive and perforated. The fenced pan 
was separate in construction from the 
lock plate, had three facets on its 
under surface and a bridle extending 
from it to reinforce the frizzen action. 
The frizzen spring was characteris- 
tically French and had a large lobate 
finial. The interior showed a rein- 
forced tumbler action. The barrel was 
44% inches long and .69 calibre circu- 
lar throughout except for two small 
flats at the breech. Underneath three 
lugs were seen, the fore one to secure 
the bayonet, the middle one to prevent 
the stock from rotating on the barrel; 
the rear one pierced for the attach- 
ment of a spring to hold the ram in 
place. (A feature introduced in 1766). 
The American craftsman who stocked 
this musket evidently felt that this 
feature was superfluous and omitted 
the spring. Attachment to the stock 
was accompanied by three iron bands 
all held by recessed snap springs. The 
fore one incorporated a ram funnel 
and two upper straps, the rear one of 
which was a brass blade sight. The 
middle band carried a swivel lug. The 
trigger guard was heavy with its for- 
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ward finial carrying a lug for the 
rear swivel. The screw plate was flat 
and the butt plate oval with a short 
rounded tang. The ram rod, of course, 
was of iron with a button tip. The 
marks on barrel, lock, screw plate and 
bayonet are illustrated (see next 
page). 

There you have it, a Maubeuge 
musket 1766 with an American maple 
stock and the mysterious C S and 
arrow stamped on the lock plate. 
What is the answer? I for one do not 
know and only hope some reader of 
HOBBIES has a clue. Smoothbore has 
a gun with a maple stock built along 
committee of safety lines, which as 
far as we know followed English de- 
signs, the lock, as in our example is 
Maubeuge and stamped with the same 
C S and arrow. He assumes it is a 
committee of safety arm. I wonder 
what he would name ours? He re- 
cords an altered pistol French 1763 
with the same stamp. Is that a com- 
mittee of safety pistol? We recall 
that both his musket and pistol were 
altered from flint to percussion locks, 
a circumstance that might suggest 
that the stamp had something to do 
with the conversion. Would it mean 
conceivably Confederate States? How- 
ever, our old shooter is entirely or- 
iginal and homogeneous. Is it not a 
strange coincidence that the three 
known C S stamps are all on 
Maubeuge locks? Perhaps as more 
examples are uncovered and more 
data recorded, we shall have the 
answers. 

And now for No. 2. Somehow or 
other a glance at the illustration of 
“The Brown Bess Musketoon’” de- 
scribed as A Sleeper in HOBBIES 
for February, 1943, brought this bat- 
tered burned out veteran to mind. It 
is a light French musketoon con- 
forming to no standard military 
model. The total length is 57% inches, 
the weight 7%4 pounds, like No. 1 it 
is handy, comes up smartly and sights 
well. All the furniture is of iron. The 
lock is 6% inches long and like the 
hammer has a rounded surface. The 
hammer is the tall goose neck form. 
The upper jaw and the screw of the 
flint vise are not original. The 
fenced pan has a rounded under sur- 
face and is separated in construction 
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from the lock plate. There is no 
bridle strengthening the frizzen action 
nor one on the interior reinforcing 
the tumbler shaft. The frizzen spring 
is unmistakably French and termin- 
ates in a leaf shape finial. 

The brown barrel is 47% inches 
long, calibre .75 with five conspicu- 
ous flats at the breech. One lug 
formerly present underneath has been 
broken off causing the fore stock to 
twist itself askew on the barrel. The

bayonet lug functions as a foresight. 
Attachment to the beechwood stock is 
made by only two iron bands which 
we believe is unusual, The fore one 
is small, has two upper straps and 
a ram funnel. It is held in place by 
a snap spring. The rear one is re- 
tained by friction. No middle band 
was ever on the gun and no provision 
was made for a hind swivel. The 
trigger guard is light in weight and 
though similar in design is consider- 
ably smaller than the French stand- 
ard. The front extension is pierced 
for a swivel lug which evidently was 
never attached. The screw plate is 
flat and very thin. The butt plate is 
also flat and thin and has a tapered 
tang extending fully 4% inches up 
the comb of the butt. The ram rod is 
not original. Marks are illustrated. 


We venture to say that this light 
musket dates around 1740 and sug- 
gest that it might have been the type 
of arm used by the Canadian militia, 
the Indian allies of the French and 
the bush rangers (coureurs de bois). 
It certainly would be the gun of 
choice to stow away with the duffle 
in a birch bark canoe for a trip up 
the St. Lawrence, the Sagenay or the 
Ottawa. One such expedition by Cele- 
ron de Bienville was carried out in 
the summer of 1749. On this instance 
it was down the Ohio Valley. The 
English traders were pouring over the 
mountains from Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania seducing the Delawares, 
Wyandotes, Shawnees, Miamis and 
other tribes with cheap merchandise 
and capturing the French fur trade. 
To dispel this threat and forestall the 
land speculations that followed, de 
Bienville took with him in 23 canoes, 
14 officers and cadets, twenty soldiers, 
180 Canadians and a band of Indians. 


In recording these two pieces it is 
felt that only a modest contribution 
has been made to the already large 
bibliography of the subject available 
in HOBBIES. However, every little 
bit-counts and some day we shall have 


a rich Thesaurus of French arms 
wherein will be found the answers 
to many of the questions that perplex 
us now.

Firearms Briefs 


ORE information comes from an 
old clipping from a Tennessee 
paper. It gives data regarding a rifle 
made in 1829 by C. H. Vaughan, 
whose name is stamped on the barrel. 
In this connection, it is pointed out 
that Vaughan operated a gun shop at 
“Dogtown” on the Murfreesboro Road, 
five miles from the capitol in Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Perhaps local citizens 
might furnish collectors with interest- 
ing anecdotes or stories on gun mak- 
ing in this part of the country. 

It is said that Andrew Jackson used 
this type of gun in 1829 at shooting 
matches in Tennessee.

Collectors who have occasion to 
visit Claremore, Okla., will probably 
make it a point to see the collection 
of J, M. Davis which decorates the 
lobby and office walls of a hotel in 
that city. Mr. Davis had approxi- 
mately 3,000 guns at the last count, 
including many specimens of the days 
when guns were decorated with gold 
and ivory and finely engraved as a 
piece of jewelry.

by request a few years ago a collec- 
tion of powder horns presented by 
Mrs. J. H. Grenville Gilbert. The col- 
lection covers horns used in the Revo- 
lution, the French and Indian War 
and the War of 1812. This collection 
reveals much of the history pertain- 
ing to this branch of firearms lore. 
The powder horn was made from a 
horn — nearly always the cow’s. 
Most of them were hand-made. A 
great many of them show unique in- 
scriptions or crude drawings and

Fort Pulaski, Georgia, the famous 
stronghold once considered impreg- 
nable, was begun in 1827 to replace 
former fortifications on Cockspur 
Island, in Savannah harbor, that had 
been demolished by wind and wave. 
Robert E. Lee, then a young lieuten- 
ant in the United States Army, was 
one of the topographical engineers 
assigned to the project. The outbreak 
of the War Between the States found 
Fort Pulaski ungarrissoned and it was 
seized by Governor Brown, of Georgia, 
as early as January, 1861, to prevent 
its accupation by Federal troops. 

On April 10, 1862, began the bom- 
bardment by the Union Forces which 
introduced the new type of armament, 
the James and Parrott rifled cannon. 
Their terrific fire breached the solid 
masonry walls, amazing the Confed- 
erate garrison by their power and 
accuracy. On April 11, 1862, the 
southern commander, young Colonel 
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Olmstead, of Savannah, was forced to 
surrender. 

Still embedded in the stout old 
walls of the restored fortification 
may be seen some of the projectiles 
fired during the siege, three-quarters 
of a century ago. Its massive masonry 
successfully has withstood numberless 
gales of hurricane proportions.

It is said that the originator of the 
famous Bowie knife, Rezin P. Bowie, 
is buried in Port Gibson, Miss., and 
that the monument over his grave 
bears the date January 17, 1841, as 
the time of his death. A recent source 
of information says that the Bowie 
knife was fashioned in a blacksmith 
shop in that section of the country, 
probably near Port Gibson, where the 
Bowie family lived. The brother of 
Resein P. Bowie, James Bowie, was 
the first, according to history, to use 
the Bowie knife. Later, James Bowie 
was killed fighting at the Alamo in 
1836.

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“Penn’s Treaty with the Indians” 
A Picture

: mares are few historical pictures 

that are better known to school 
children than West’s painting of 
Penn’s Treaty with the Indians. To 
the people west of the Hudson the 
event which it depicts is uniformly 
regarded as the most memorable in 
the history of the settlement of 
America; typical of just dealing with 
the aborigines, it is described by an 
English historian as “the most glori- 
ous in the annals of the world.” Ban- 
croft, the American historian, con- 
templates with pride the meeting of 
William Penn, surrounded by a few 
friends in the habiliments of peace, 
with the numerous delegation of the 
Lenni Lenape tribes. “The Great 
Treaty was not,” says he, “for the 
purchase of lands, but was held for 
confirming what Penn had written 
and Markham covenanted; its sublime 
purpose was the recognition of the 
equal rights of humanity.” 

Prior to West, historical painters 
had often introduced Greek and 
Roman dress into their pictures to 
give them a classical bearing. When 
West planned to paint “The Death of 
Wolfe” he dismissed pedantry and 
restored nature and propriety. “The 
subject I have to represent,” said 
West on this occasion to Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who objected to throwing 
aside the classical garb, “is a great 
battle fought and won, and the same 
truth which gives law to the historian 
should rule the painter. If, instead of 
facts of the action, I introduce 
fictions, how shall I be understood by 
posterity? The classic dress is cer- 
tainly picturesque; but, by using it, 
I shall lose in sentiment what I gain 
in external grace. I want to mark the 
place, the time, and the people, and 
to do this, I must abide by truth.” 
Reynolds afterward sat before the 
finished picture, after examining it 
for half an hour, he said: “West has 
conquered; he has treated his subject 
as it ought to be treated; I retract 
my objections. I forsee that this pic- 
ture will not only become one of the 


most popular, but will occasion a 
revolution in art.” 

Like all artists, West has made 
some errors in “The Death of Wolfe” 
which can be picked out by critics in 
search of errors. Although West was 
familiar with the period of 1758 and 
its costumes and habits he made 
technical errors, then why should he 
be criticized for certain anachronisms 
in the next historical subject that he 
attempted. The artist was not familiar 
with the costume of 1682, and he 
apparently essayed to introduce no 
contemporaneous portraits, save that 
of Penn himself. Let us not forget 
that West had no materials for re- 
search nor the time to devote to this 
special subject; the purpose was not 
to criticize but to point out facts and 
realities of the hero and the event 
which he has thus in no little way 
contributed to commemorate. 

In seeking some representation of 
Penn, West seems to have lighted 
upon the original bust, or its repro- 
duction, which was known to have 
been carved by Sylvanus’ Bevan. 
Franklin in a letter to Henry Home, 
Lord Kames, relates that when Lord 
Cobham was adorning his garden at 
Stowe with the busts of famous men, 
he tried to obtain a picture of William 
Penn as a model for his sculptor. 
Penn was then dead, but Sylvanus 
Bevan, an old Quaker apothecary, 
with a memory of faces and the knack 
of carving in ivory, on hearing of 
Cobham’s desire, cut out a bust of 
the peacemaker, and sent it to his 
lordship without letter or notice; 
whereupon “my Lord, who had per- 
sonally known Penn, immediately ex- 
claimed, ‘Whence came this?—it is 
William Penn himself’.” From this 
little bust the large one in the garden 
was formed. 

It is believed that the latter became 
West’s model, and upon it he stuck 
a broad-brimmed hat, clothing the 
figure in drab, and making it corpu- 
lent enough in consistency with the 
bust, but utterly at variance with the 


‘now known appearance of Penn at 
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the age of 38, when he first met the 
Indians in council. In a sketch of the 
private life of William Penn, J. F. 
Fisher writes: “Mr. West, and I be- 
lieve all other painters who have in- 
troduced the early Quakers in their 
pictures, are chargeable with great 
mistakes in the costumes they have 
selected for them; in many instances 
giving them hats and coats of a form 
not even invented for half a century 
after the date of the scene they have 
wished to represent upon their can- 
vas.” Fisher assigns the dress used 
in the Treaty picture to a period 
thirty years after, “if,” says he, “they 
were ever worn at all.” He ascribes 
with apparent justice the selection of 
costume to West’s recollections of what 
he had seen the Quakers wear—his 
father among the number in his early 
youth in Pennsylvania. This seems 
more certain when a letter from West 
to his brother William is taken into 
consideration. In this letter, dated 
1775, West states that he had intro- 
duced into the group, a striking full- 
length portrait of his father and one 
of a brother. 

It was this picture of Penn, how- 
ever, which formed the prototype for 
nearly all the portraits of Penn intro- 
duced to the American public. Inman’s 
painting of the landing of Penn is 
based on the West picture and certifi- 
cates for the stock of the old United 
States Bank were also based upon 
the Penn in the Treaty picture. 

The Treaty picture, therefore, should 
be regarded for the sentiment behind 
the figures and for the act it com- 
memorates. As has been shown, West 
tried to make this picture as realistic 
as possible. He might have gone into 
allegory and depicted the founder of 
Pennsylvania crowned with laurel and 
passed off the dangers of historical 
inaccuracies as classical style and 
poetic license, but he tried, and the 
garb of Penn in that picture has be- 
come the symbol of the Quaker and 
of honest dealing although it has 
often been used to ornament currency 
that was in aftertimes repudiated and 
as the trade mark of products such 
as spiritous liquids that a true Quaker 
would hesitate to indorse. 

For a true picture of Penn we can 
turn to our postage stamp of recent 
years. This stamp portrait is from 


a picture of Penn, at the age of 22, 
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painted from life, it is believed, in 
Ireland, when he had “a modish 
person grown — quite the fine gentle- 
man.” It was presented to the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania by 
Granville Penn, who calls it “a perfect 
portrait.” It was engraved by Schoff, 
and was adopted by Bancroft to 
illustrate his “History of the United 
States in preference to the West like- 
ness. There is another portrait of 
Penn, at the age of 52, which was 
copied from a crayon drawing by 
Francis Place, an artist of the Stuart 
period. This last portrait was brought 
to the United States in 1875 with a 
copy of Place’s portrait of Hannah 
Penn. These copies were made by 
Henry J. Wright, a good copyist, 
who had mortgaged his professional 
services to a picture-broker. After 
much haggling Wright was permitted 
to make the copies which were in- 
tended for Independence Hall and a 
further .delay was experienced on 
their arrival for the collector of 
customs held them up for non-pay- 
ment of duty and only released them 
upon an order from the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

In both of these true portraits 
Penn appears hatless contrary to the 
tradition of his abhorrence of what 
might be construed into reverence for 
men; but no instance throughout his 
life can be cited where he was want- 
ing in respect to his equals, or where 
he forced himself into the society of 
his inferiors and kept his hat on his 
head, as an assertion, not of inde- 
pendence, but of superiority. These 
errors, as has been intimated, are 
unfortunately encouraged by West’s 
picture.

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AMERICAN STATE NAMES 


UCH doubt still attends the mean- 
ings of the names of various 
American States which were original- 
ly derived from American Indian dia- 
lects. Some of the generally accepted 
meanings, however, have no justifica- 
tion, according to Smithsonian Insti- 
tution experts on different Indian 
linguistic systems. Such, for example, 
are the translations of “Kentucky” as 
“dark and bloody ground,” or of 
Alabama as “here we rest,” 

The States names as they stand to- 
day, say the Smithsonian ethnologists, 
are not original Indian terms but 
often the results of mispronuncia- 
tions by the early white explorers. 
Thus it is probably impossible to tell 
today what distortion of language 
produced the term “Wisconsin.” 

Sometimes it is even worse — as 
in the case of Tennessee. First, it 
seems likely, Cherokee Indians mis- 
pronounced a Creek place name and 
then white men mispronounced the 
Cherokee mispronunciation. 

Citizens naturally are eager to have 
their State names given as poetical 
translations as possible. It must be 
remembered, the Smithsonian experts 
say, that the Indian himself was little

given to exercising his poetical talent 
on place names. He lived before the 
days of suburban real estate develop- 
ments. Generally his geographical 
terminology was quite prosaic and 
practical. 

In few cases, however, does a State 
really lose anything by a correct 
translation and in some _ instances 
there is a decided gain. The transla- 
tions, as given by the Smithsonian 
experts, are as follows: 

Alabama: Thicket cutters or, pos- 
sibly, medicine gatherers. There is 
no justification, “here we rest,” which 
is given in most dictionaries. The 
best derivation suggested, says Dr. 
John R. Swanton, Smithsonian expert 
on the languages of southern Indians, 
is from the Choctaw words “alba,” 
meaning vegetation and “amo,” mean- 
ing to cut or gather. 

Arkansas: A name formerly applied 
by the Illinois Indians to the Quapaw 
who lived about the mouth of the 
Arkansas River. It was probably de- 
rived from the name of a Siouan clan 
division still represented in the re- 
lated Omaha, Ponca, Osage, and 
Kansa tribes, and which also gave its 
name to the last mentioned. This clan 
is associated with the wind though the 
word itself does not mean “wind.” It 
died out among the Quapaw before 
the names of their clans were re- 
corded by white men, but this is not 
surprising as the tribe has suffered 
enormous losses and was _ seriously 
disintegrated before such _ records 
were attempted. 

Arizona: From the Papago “ari- 
zonac,” meaning “place of the little 
springs” or “place of the few springs.” 

Kentucky: Probably derived in some 
way from the Iroquois root word 
“kenta,” meaning level. The term 
“kentayenton-ga” would mean “level 
country.” There is a bare possibility 
that it comes from the Creek word 
“ikana,” meaning land, corrupted both 
by the Iroquois and by the white men, 
but this is extremely doubtful. It 
most certainly does not mean “dark 
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and bloody ground,” as is stated so 
often in history textbooks. 

Tennessee: Meaning unknown. The 
name came from one or more Chero- 
kee settlements named Tanasi. There 
is no Cherokee root for such a word. 
There is a possibility, says Dr. Swan- 
ton, that it is derived from the Creek 
word “talasee,” meaning “old town.” 
The name of Tallahassee, Fla., comes 
from the same root. While the Ten- 
nessee country was historically Chero- 
kee and not Creek territory, it is 
known that there were Creek settle- 
ments, and that they were later dis- 
placed by the Cherokee. The | (letter 
“oll’”) in talasee may have been 
shifted to n and thus “talasee” would 
have become “tenasee,”’ or have 
sounded like it to the ears of white 
men. 

Ohio: From an Iroquois term gen- 
erally translated “beautiful river.” 
This is the derivation generally given 
in dictionaries but, says Dr. J. N. B. 
Hewitt, the “beautiful” is probably 
not to be interpreted in the esthetic 
sense. It means rather “beautiful for 
camping or fishing.” 

Illinois: From the Algonquin “Illini” 
or “man” plus the plural termination 
“ek.” Thus it means “the people.” The 
French explorers shifted the “ek” to 
“ois.” 

Texas: From an Hasinai word 
meaning “friends” or “allies.” Its 
original form was probably “techas.” 
It had come to be used as a form of 
greeting with the general meaning of 
“hello, friend,” or just “hello.” The 
Hasinai were a branch of the Caddo. 

Dakota: From “dakota” of the east- 
ern Sioux with the general meaning 
of “feeling friendly,” “allied.” It is 
practically a Siouan counterpart of 
the “techas” of the Hasinai. 

Missouri: Probably from an Algon- 
quin phrase meaning “he of the big 
canoe.” In most dictionaries it is 
translated by a supposed derivation 
from the Siouan, as “dwellers on the 
big muddy.” The earliest spelling he 
has been able to find, says Dr. Tru- 
man Michelson, Smithsonian expert 
on Algonquian languages, is “mis- 
sourit.” By 1887, however, it began

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to appear as “Missouri.” The French 
explorers might naturally have 
dropped the final t. If the earlier 
spelling was correct, says Dr. Michel- 
son, the term is certainly Algonquin 
derived as follows: “mis” — big; “or” 
canoe; “e” — of; “t”—a participle. 
There is no justification in Algonquin 
for the translation “muddy water.” 
The Algonquin peoples gave the name 
to a Siouan tribe which called itself 
Niutachi and was related to the Iowa 
and Oto. 

Wisconsin: A word, says Dr. Michel- 
son, with which he long has wrestled 
in vain. The original Indian phrase 
must have been grossly distorted. The 
territory of Wisconsin was split be- 


tween Algonquian- and Siouan-speak- ‘ 


ing peoples. There is nothing which 
makes sense — at least in Algonquin 
— which can be twisted into anything 
sounding like Wisconsin. Some day, 
Dr. Michelson believes, a clue may 
come from an unusual spelling in the 
journal of some early explorer or 
missionary. 

Minnesota: “Land of the sky-blue 
water” is an approximation. “Minne” 
is a Siouan word for water. Sota” is 
defined in the Smithsonian’s Siouan 
dictionary as meaning “clear but not 
perfectly clear.” A better approxima- 
tion might be “milky blue.” It refers 
to the river—not to the clear blue 
lakes of the north country.

Oklahoma: Easiest of all, says Dr. 
Swanton. It is just the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw phrase meaning “red peo- 
ple.” 

Nebraska: From the Siouan “nib- 
thasca,” meaning “flat water’—evi- 
dently “water spread out.” 

Kansas: Same root derivation as 
Arkansas, but applied to another 
Siouan tribe. 

Wyoming: From a Delaware Indian 
term “M’cheuwomink,” meaning “on 
the plain.” The reputed meaning of 
“field of blood” has no justification. 
It was applied to the area around the 
present Wilkesbarre, Pa., scene of the 
Wyoming massacre. The name was 
applied to the Rocky Mountain State 
by Pennsylvania settlers. 

Massachusetts: From the Algonquin 
words “massa” — big, and “wadchu” 
—hill. 

Connecticut: Derived from the Al- 
gonquin “quinni—tukq—ut” or “on 
the long tidal river.” The meaning is 
quite specific, says Dr. Michelson, and 
the term could not be used for any- 
thing except a river which rises and 
falls with the tide. 

Iowa: Probably from the Dakota 
“ayabba” meaning “sleepy ones.” This 
was applied to the Iowa tribe of Indi- 
ans as a term of ridicule. Their name 
for themselves is “Pahojo.” 

Mississippi: The well-known mean- 
ing of “big water” can be accepted 
as correct.

A RELIC COLLECTOR'S JOURNEY 


By R. B. BERNARD 


I AM on the last lap of a 3500 mile 
trip through California, Oregon, 
Washington and Nevada, a trip which 
I had long planned. I started with 
a pocket full of names and addresses 
of Indian relic collectors and had high 
hopes of picking up some really good 
items, in addition to my other mission. 
Believe it or not, to date I have not 
secured a single piece! 

Have seen some fine collections 
which were not for sale, and have also 
seen some collections made by people 
living in the heart of the Indian 
country which were not worth carry- 
ing away. 

I have certainly gained one im- 
portant piece of knowledge from my 
trip. It is this: see what the other 
fellow has, no matter how small his 
collection or how little he may know 
for it will help you to gain knowl- 
edge. If you sit at home and ponder 
over the wonderful collection you own 
you will be greviously disappointed 
when you do go out and make com- 
parisons. 

Without exception, the collector 
who has been out and about has a 
much better collection than he who 
stays in his own backyard. 

In the Indian country I found few 
good collections; this, not because 
there was none better to be had but 
because they had seen nothing but 
their own material and had absolutely 
no idea of what was good and what 
was not. I saw some collections that I 
have heard of for years and which I 
would not have had as a gift, al- 
though the owners thought them very 
valuable. 

Saw one old gentleman who owns 
a very average cribbage board made 
of a walrus tusk (I have sold similar 
ones at $8. to $10.). He values his at 
$300 and keeps it in a safety deposit 
box. 

Saw Celilo Falls on the Columbia 
River, above The Dalles. This place 
should be visited by every collector 
who wants to see the Indian almost 
as he was long ago. 

Celilo Falls, by treaty between the 
U. S. and Indian tribes is the exclu- 
sive fishing ground of the Indian and 
each fall, Indians from hundreds of 
miles about gather there to catch 
their supply of salmon, either curing 
it to take home, storing in the white 
man’s cold storage plants in Portland 
(if they live near by)! or selling it 





to the white dealers. 

Celilo Falls are not high, probably 
50 to 75 feet, but the whole gigantic 
Columbia River pours over them and 
here the Indians have erected stages 
out over the turbulent waters, where 
they stand with dip nets waiting for 
the migrating salmon. They scoop 
out the fish with great dip nets. I 
was a little late to see the Falls, 
when it had the largest Indian pop- 
ulation, as many had their catch and 
went home but there were still many 
families camped there. 

One old fellow was standing on a 
stage, a little below me. His net 
was in the water and he was waiting 
to feel a fish in it. I waved to him 
but he was not particularly friendly 
and ignored me. However, when he 
shortly proceeded to dip out a fine fish 
(I judged it to be about 40 pounds) 
he stole a quick look my way to see 
if I had noticed his catch. 

The valley is rather narrow along 
the Falls and carries the railroad 
tracks, in addition to the highway, 
leaving scant room for the Indian 
camps. For approximately a mile 
along the road and tracks there are 
permanent and temporary shacks and 
tents occupied by the Indians here 
for the annual fishing season. Some 
shacks are of boards, some of canvas 
and burlap—almost every type ma- 
terial one can think of. 

Many of the men wear their hair 
in two long braids down their back 
and look much like some of Weinold 
Reiss’ painting of Glacier Park In- 
dians. 

Talking with one group, I happened 
to mention that I had some Pomo 
clam shell wampum which one of my 
Indian friends on the Klamath River 
had asked me to get for him. They 
were all interested and demanded to 
see it. Before I got away they had 
traded me out of all I had, calling 
other Indians from nearby cabins to 
come and see it. 

Some years previously, when I 
passed this way by train there had 
been many fish wheels — a con- 
trivance resembling a narrow water 
wheel but, which caught and threw 
up the salmon on the banks instead 
of water. I asked for them but was 
told that they had been so efficient 
that the government had to forbid 
their use as they caught too great a 
percentage of the fish. 
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Located a few miles below these 
Falls is an island which the Indians 
used to bury their dead. They placed 
these in small huts above ground. 

I intended to camp along the way 
but due to a late start had to stay 
at hotels or auto camps. For the 
benefit of the Easterner who is not 
familiar with our Pacific Coast ac- 
commodations I will say that our 
auto camps are unlike the average 
eastern camp. The better grade of 
camps have hotel service—baths, hot 
and cold water, phones and all the 
conveniences of the best hotel plus the 
privacy of a small cabin with garage 
adjoining. I have had my troubles 
in getting accommodations of any 
kind as it seems that almost every 
small town has some kind of a canton- 
ment, bombing school or munitions 
dump, with living quarters at a pre- 
mium. 

Where the camps are near towns, 
with merchants already established 
these camps have been profitable for 
the owners. Some of the towns are 
almost like the early day mining 
camps. 

If anyone tells you Indian material 
is a drug on the market just tell him 
he’s crazy. There were very few 
stores with even a single Indian item. 
Prices were high. Visited some stores 
run by the Indians on the Reserva- 
tions and prices asked by the Indian 
owners would startle the average col- 
lector. These high prices were for 
modern items too, nothing in the line 
of really old material was offered. 

On .the Columbia River, Indians 
can fish in or out of season; on the 
Klamath River they cannot. 

Folsom points. How many times I’ve 
been asked for them and how few 
I’ve seen. So when a dealer in Ore- 
gon showed me some fine, “Folsom 
points I bought so cheap from a man 
traveling through,” I was interested 
immediately. When I tried to explain 
to him, in a nice way, that they were 
strictly modern he was quite insulted. 
I’ve seen some poor imitations but 
these were the worst ever; he had 
them priced at from $3. to $4. each. 
He was entirely honest in his idea 
that they were genuine. 

On the highway just outside 
another Oregon town, I spotted an 
old house with many frames of arrow- 
heads out on the porch and mortars 
and pestles in the yard. “This looks 
like something,” thought I, so I pulled 
up and went in. A very pleasant old 
gentlemen greeted me and when I ex- 
plained that I was a collector he in- 
vited me in. Then I found out what 
was behind the display on the porch. 
He has nothing to do and likes com- 
pany so he puts the points out on 
the porch and waits for people to 
come in to see them. Nothing for sale 
at all. He has everything from In- 
dian items to polished stones, in fact, 
everything that he has been able tc 
pick up about the neighborhood.

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SARASOTA, THE BEAUTIFUL 


The legend of Sara De Soto, the lovely daughter of Hernando De Soto 


(Written by George Fleming Chap- 
line, Deceased, when he was living in 
Sarasota, Fla.) 


HICHI-OKOBEE, the fleet and 

strong, heir by blood and physical 
prowess to the thousand tepees and 
stalwart warriors of Black Heron’s 
Seminoles, stood motionless in the 
morning sun, before the camp of the 
great white chief, De Soto.

Ahto—the medicine man who knew 
the secrets of the bad spirits of the 
Everglades. Though a man might be 
dead, yet it had been know that Ahti’s 
skill had brought back the throb to 
the heart. 

Chichi-Okobee had tried the small 
deer of the forest, and his long, lithe 
limbs had won him many a trophy in 
the sports of his tribe, yet never sped 
he so fast, never had the tropic trees 
beheld such speed as this bronze 
young prince plunged by them. One 
moon and yet another and Chichi- 
Okobee, with Ahti, the medicine man, 
stood before the tent of Sara De Soto.

The bay — “Sarasota Bay,” as it 
has since been known — like a mirror 
of steel reflects the doings of the 
stars, and whispers to the caressing 
winds the story of the love of Chichi- 
Okobee and the beautiful Spaniard. 
The elders of the Seminoles repeat 
the legend to the children, and say 
that the spirits of Chichi-Okobee and 
his warriors are in eternal combat 
with the spirits of evil and the chil- 
dren of the storm god, holding the 
pass to the Gulf and protecting the 
resting place of Sara De Soto. 

It is said that the sullen roar of 
the Gulf, as it breaks upon the outer 
beaches, is but the noise of conflict, 
and that the great whitecaps which 
chase each other and break and 
tumble across the pass are but the 
wraiths of the warriors of Okobee 
and the children of the sea, tossing 
their spirit arms, and meeting in 
never-ending contest for the posses- 
sion of the bay.

We have all heard of the Egyptian 
lotus — the favorite flower of the 


ancients — whose roots were used as 
food by the people and whose blos- 
soms were gathered into garlands for 
the foreheads of women. This is only 
one of the many outstanding types of 
water lilies, but probably the most 
astounding is the Victoria regia. This 
giant plant’s blossom is a foot wide 
and its leaves often attain a width of 
six to seven feet! Originally, these 
lilies grew in the backwaters of the 
Amazon; the first flower that bloomed 
on a plant grown in a_ botanical 
garden was given to Queen Victoria 
— hence, its name. The enormous 
leaves are almost round and have 
upturned margins all around their 
edges, which prevent water from 
getting into the surface. If this were 
not the case, water would flood the 
leaves and they could carry no weight. 
As it is, after light boards are placed 
on the surface of one of the leaves, 
a man of average weight can stand on 
the leaf without sinking it. 
oe 

A few years ago scientists believed 
they had found a luminous frog... 
light shone from the frog’s stomach. 
After thorough examination, it was 
found he had but partaken of fire- 
flies for supper ... thereby proving 
the penetrating power of the fire- 
fly’s light. 

The headwaters of Wyoming’s Green 
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River has long been a favorite mecca 
of the collectors of fossil remains of 
some of the earth’s earliest inhabi- 
tants — the strange, crab-like trilo- 
bites, which abounded in the shallow 
waters off low beaches approximately 
a half billion years ago.

Along the natural history line there 
are any number of subjects for un- 
usual collections. Many collectors have 
taken up dried rattle-snake rattles; 
these can often be found on the west- 
ern plains and deserts for merely the 
seeking. A complete rattle may con- 
sist of almost any number of small 
segments, from three or four to four- 
teen or fifteen — the greater number 
of rattles the greater the rarity. A 
collector, whom I know, travels a great 
deal, and has recently started a col- 
lection of soil and sand samples from 
all parts of the North American conti- 
nent which he visits; he collects these 
in small phials, each properly labeled 
and identified, and representing every 
region and state including sand from 
the deserts and mud from the rivers.

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noted “400 carbine; 400 Pistoll; Sword 
for 400 Horse; 1,000 Foot; ‘carbine 
and pistoll shot; snap musquts, 100 
barrel powder.

“Farmer” George Washington 

There are a number of old almanacs, 
the most interesting of which is prob- 
ably “The Citizens and Farmers Al- 
manac” for the year 1799. On the 
front of this issue is a wood cut of 
“Farmer Washington” after he re- 
tired to Mount Vernon and stating 
that it contained “The Stamp Act,” 
“Hail Columbia,” etc. A copy of the 
“Virginia and North Carolina Al- 
manack” for 1837 published when 
Andrew Jackson was in office, one 
for 1831 when John Floyd was 
Governor of Virginia and one for 
1839 when Davis Campbell was Gov- 
ernor are also included. There is a 
bill of exchange written in Fredericks- 
burg in 1788; a Civil War pass from 
Fairfax Courthouse; a Kentucky slave 
document of 1812; an advertising card 
on the occasion of the marriage of 
President Cleveland; publication of 
the United States Navy List for 
October 16, 1813, showing that the

There is a letter from the celebrated 
“loyalist” Amos Botsford, dated Aug-

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AN ALBUM FROM BRITTANY 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


N this sketch we shall attempt to 

describe the principal views in an 
album collected in Brittany before 
the first World War. Most of these 
views are plain black and white which 
seems to have been the favorite style 
of the French publishers of that 
period. This album begins with views 
of Brest, the chief naval port of 
France, and a fortress of the first 
class, which is situated in the depart- 
ment of Finistere, in the westernmost 
part of France. The date of the foun- 
dation of the town is unknown. It 
was one of the twelve Breton ports 
given by John IV, Duke of Brittany, 
to Edward III of England in 1342, 
and it repulsed an attack of the 
French under. Duguesclin. In 1386, 
1387, and 1888 John IV made at- 
tempts to recover Brest, but the Eng- 
lish did not relinquish it until 1397, 
when Richard II sold it to Charles VII 
of France for 12,000 crowns. In 1489, 
during the Breton War of succession, 
Brest opened its gates to Charles of 
Blois, and offered a successful re- 
sistance to Anne of Brittany, who was 
assisted by an English fleet. The 
English afterwards threatened Brest 
several times and ‘Lord Howard

attacked it unsuccessfuliy in 1513. 
Though it passed finally to France in 
1532, along with the rest of Brittany, 
it did not begin to be a naval port of 
importance until about 1631. Richelieu 
began the extensive harbor-works, 
and Vauban fortified the port in time 
to beat back an energetic attack of 
the English and Dutch fleets in 1694. 
In 1794 Admiral Howe defeated the 
French fleet, under Villaret and 
Joyeuse, off Brest. 

The castle at Brest, an important 
military work in the days before air- 
craft, was modified by Vauban from 
an older castle of the 13th century. 
There is nothing of great interest in 
the interior. The view from the Tour 
de Brest, on the side next the harbor, 
is, however, very fine. Including the 
donjon, the castle has eight towers, 
the original conical roofs of which 
were replaced by Vauban with plat- 
forms, on which cannon were mounted. 
Various cells and dungeons are shown 
to the visitor, most of them with their 
special tale of horror and suffering. 
Perhaps this war will add to this 
chronicle of misery. 


In front of the Magasin General is 
a cannon of Venetian origin, known 
as the Consulaire, captured at Algiers 
by Duquesne in 1683. The French 
consul, Levacher, having failed to in- 
duce Duquesne to stop the bombard- 
ment of Algiers, was seized by the 
Dey on returning to announce his ill 
success, and blown from the muzzle 
of this cannon. 


St. Malo, a fortified seaport occupies 
a remarkably picturesque situation, 
on a rock rising between the harbor 
and the mouth of the Rance, flanked 
on the left by St. Servan, and facing 
Dinard on the opposite bank. St. Malo 
derives its name from the Welsh 
monk St. Malo or St. Maclou, who be- 
came its first bishop in the 6th cen- 
tury. The importance of the town, 
formerly much greater than at pres- 
ent, dates from a considerably later 
period. The inhabitants of St. Malo 
early distinguished themselves as bold 
traders in time of peace and as daring 
privateers in time of war. It is 


rumored that fishermen from Brit- 
tany discovered the cod fishing 
grounds off Newfoundland long be- 
fore Jacques Cartier set sail from St. 
Malo to discover Canada in 1534. The 
famous admiral Duguay-Trouin was 
at first a privateesman from the same 
port; Surcouf, well known as a cor- 
sair, and de Bourdonnais, who took 
Madras from the English in 1746, 
were also “Malouins.” In 1622 St. 
Malo sent valuable aid to Louis XIII 
at the siege of La Rochelle; and its 
cruisers had been so successful in 
war and trade that in 1711 the town 
contributed 30 million francs to sup- 
port Louis XIV in the war of the 
Spanish Succession, The English made 
various unsuccessful attempts to cap- 
ture the town and bombarded it sev- 
eral times. 

Morlaix is picturesquely situated on 
a tidal river, about five miles from 
the English Channel. The church of 
St. Melaine dates from the 15th cen- 
tury. Its baptismat fonts and gro- 
tesque carvings are interesting. On 
the right bank of the Riviere de Mor- 
laix is the Fontaine des Anglais, 
marking the spot where 600 English- 
men were surprised asleep and slain 
after an attack on Morlaix by Henry 
VIII in 1522. 

Rennes, the ancient capital of Brit-

gives you an authentic standing as a

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tany, is now the chief town of the 
department of Ille-et-Vilaine. It is 
situated at the confluence of the Ille 
and Vilaine rivers. Few traces of its 
ancient importance remain, as nearly 
the whole of the town was burned 
down in 1720 by a conflagration that 
lasted for seven days, and since then 
it has been rebuilt on a regular and 
monotonous plan. In the earliest his- 
toric times Rennes was the capital 
of the Redones, one of the Celtic 
tribes inhabiting the Armerican Pen- 
insula. It was formerly called Con- 
date, from which we have the more 
modern name of Conde. It was a place 
of some importance under the Ro- 
mans. At a later date it retained its 
importance as the capital of the duchy 
of Brittany. 

Lamballe, on the route from Rennes 
to Brest, is picturesquely situated on 
a hill crowned by the Church of Notre 
Dame, a handsome and _ interesting 
edifice of the 13th to 15th centuries. 
This church was originally the chapel 
of the castle of the Counts of Pent- 
gievre, which was destroyed by Card- 
inal Richelieu in 1626. It was in be- 
sieging this castle in 1590 that La 
Noue, the “Bayard of the Hugue- 
nots,” met his death. The name Lam- 
balle is, perhaps, most familiar from 
its connection with the Princess Lam- 
balle, the unhappy favorite of Marie 
Antoinette, one of the victims of the 
massacre of September, 1792. 

Continuing towards Brest we come 
to St. Brieuc, a town which sprang 
into existence round a monastery 
founded there at the end of the 5th 
century by St. Brieuc, a missionary 
from Britain. Among the statues at 
St. Brieuc are those of Duguesclin 
and P. Corbion. The Cathedral begun 
in the 13th century was completed in 
the 18th. It contains numerous monu- 
ments to the various bishops. 

Back from the beaten path of world 
trade is the ancient town of Pontivy 
on the Blavet. It also grew up round 
a monastery said to have been founded 
in the 7th century by St. Ivy, a monk 
of Lindisfarne. Pontivy was situated 
in the midst of those parts of Brit- 
tany most loyal to the house of Bour- 
bon, and in 1805 Napoleon ordered 
the erection of a new town, to over- 
awe the district. This addition, known 
as Napoleonville and consisting main- 
ly of barracks, gave its name to the 
whole community under the first and 
second empires. There are remains of 
an old Chateau and this with the 
Church of Notre-Dame-de-la-Joie date 
from the 15th century. 

St. Nicolas-des-Eaux has a 16th 
century chapel of St. Nicodemus, 
which is annually visited by many 
pilgrims, On the day of the “Pardon,” 
the first Saturday in August, the 
cattle of the neighborhood, gaily 
adorned with ribands, are driven to 
two fountains near the chapel, which 
are supposed to possess miraculous 
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virtues. Young cattle are presented to 
the saint, and afterward sold by 
auction, the popular belief being that 
one of them in the herd brings pros- 
perity. 

Near the small town of Baud is the 
ruined chateau of Quinipily which is 
the home of the curious Venus of 
Quinipily, a crude stone statue, form- 
erly worshipped by the peasantry 
with crude rites. The figure, which 
is of granite, is about 7 ft. high, and 
on the fillet about the head are the 
letters IIT. The origin of this statue 
is obscure, but it seems clear that it 
was never intended for Venus. Some 
authorities ascribe it to Moorish 
soldiers in the early Roman armies; 
to others it has an Egyptian appear- 
ance. 


The Church of Notre-Dame-de-Bon- 
Secours at Guingamp, dates from the 
13th century and is one of the chief 
pilgrim-resorts of Brittany. The “Par- 
don” takes place there on the Satur- 
day before the first Sunday in July, 
and presents a most interesting spec- 
tacle. On the road from Guingamp 
to St. Brieug is the Temple de Lan- 
leff, an interesting circular church, 
formerly looked upon as a heathen 
temple, but probably erected by the 
Templars in the 12th century. 


Treguier, a picturesque fishing 
town, lies partly on the hills at the 
confluence of the two streams that 
unite to form the Treguier. The 
Cathedral dates from the 14th and 
15th centuries and has three towers 
over the transepts. It contains the 
large tomb of St. Yves, a patron saint 
of advocates. The Cloisters, entered 
from the left transept are as old as 
the church. Ernest Renan was born at 
Treguier. 

Dinan, an ancient town, is situated 
on a height on the left bank of the 
Rance, It has curious and picturesque 
houses and streets. The remains of 
Ramparts of the 13th and 14th cen- 
turies can still be seen. There is a 
poor statue of Duguesclin at Dinan. 
This famous knight of Gascony, who 
breaks a lance with Sir Nigel Loring 
in A. Conan Doyle’s “Sir Nigel,” cap- 
tured Dinan from the English in 1359. 
The Palace Duguesclin occupies the 
site of the field in which the famous 
Constable of France defeated “Sir 
Thomas of Cantorbery.” The Heart 
of the Constable now reposes under 
a stone in the north transept of the 
Church of St. Sauveur at Dinan. 


Lorient, or L’Orient, figures much 
in the news these days as a Nazi 
submarine base. It is situated on the 
Scorff, near its junction with the 
Blavet. It was an insignificant village 
until the 17th century, when the 
powerful Compagnie des Indes Orien- 
tales raised it to importance by estab- 
lishing their shipbuilding yards there. 
From the company it received the 
name L’Orient. When the company 
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collapsed after the capture of Bengal 
by the British in 1753, the dockyards 
and works were purchased by the 
state. In one of the squares at Lorient 
is a statue to Bisson, a young naval 
lieutenant who blew up his ship in 
1827 to prevent it from falling into 
the hands of Greek pirates. 

Quimper, “a pleasant river-side city 
of fables and gables,” the capital of 
the Department of Finistere, occupies 
a fine situation at the confluence of 
the Steir and the Odet. The Cathedral 
of St. Correntin, near the quay, is 
one of the finest Gothic edifices in 
Brittany. Though its construction ex- 
tended over two centuries, 13th to 
15th, it is marked by great unity of 
plan. The square to the left of the 
Cathedral is embellished with a statue 
of Laennec, inventor of the Stetho- 
scope, who was born at Quimper in 
1781. 

Nantes, the capital of the depart- 
ment of Loire-Inferieure, is situated 
on the right bank of the Loire. The 
town was founded before the Roman 
conquest of Gaul. It took part in all 
the local struggles with the Romans, 
the Normans, the English, and the 
French in the defense of its own 
independence and the independence of 
Brittany. It was in the castle of 
Nantes that the marriage of Anne 
of Brittany with Charles VIII, King 
of France, was solemnised in 1491, 
thus uniting the duchy of Brittany 
with the crown of France. Anne was 
pledged by special agreement to 
marry the successor of Charles, should 
she survive him, and in consequence 
of this married Louis XII in 1499. 
Notwithstanding this, Nantes en- 
deavored to regain its independence 
under Henry III, during the wars of 
the League of Cambrai, but finally 
submitted to Henry IV in 1598. In 
the month of April of that year was 
issued the famous Edict of Nantes, 
granting the Protestants liberty of 
worship and equal political rights 
with the Roman Catholics. Narttes 
was favorable from the very begin- 
ning to the cause of the French 
Revolution, and victoriously resisted 
the Vendeans in 1793. It was at 
Nantes that the butcher Carrier in- 
stituted the ““Noyades,” or “drownings 
en masse,” which were effected by 
scuttling barges full of prisoners. At 
least 9,000 persons at Nantes were 
executed by Carrier before his four 
months’ reign of terror ended with 
his own execution. 

The castle at Nantes dates mostly 
from the 15th century. It had seven 
towers until 1800, when one of them 
used for a power magazine was blown 
up. Cardinal de Retz was once a 
prisoner there. There is a bronze 
statue at Nantes in honor of a native 
son, General Cambronne. On the pede- 
stal is inscribed the answer he is said 
to have given at Waterloo: “The 
guard dies, but never surrenders.”

Student Trouble at Washington College 

Included is a circular sent out by 
authorities at Washington College in 
Lexington (now Washington & Lee 
University) dated March 15, 1858, 
giving the parents of students an ac- 
count of a student rebellion “recently 
reported in the public prints.” A 
faded blue letter shows in 1862 how 
Rev. Ryland, writing from Richmond 
College, was trying to tell the Rev. 
Christian how he could get an appoint- 
ment as Chaplain in the Confederate 
Army. There is a bill of sale, ship’s 
paper and letter combined of May 19, 
1835, by a merchant shipping fifty- 
one boxes of tin plate valued at $400 
to the port of Savannah; a newspaper 
account of the “Prize Winners in the 
Delaware Land Lottery of 1753”; ad- 
vertising notices of ship sailings in 
the year 1754. Of more recent date 
is the last issue of the magazine, “The 
Land We Love,” published in Char- 
lotte, N. C., in 1869 by the Confedera- 
ate General, D. H. Hill. A number of 
old checks are included in the display 
cases, one of particular interest being 
for three thousand dollars, drawn 
August 22, 1798, on the first bank 
organized in the United States, “The 
Bank of the United States.” 
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Stories of Two Men 

An advertisement is shown of one 
William Franklin, Deputy Postmaster 
at Philadelphia, announcing that he 
was moving the postoffice. The an- 
nouncement appeared in Benjamin 
Franklin’s “Pennsylvania Gazette” 
and the advertiser was the natural 
son of Benjamin Franklin who once 
was imprisoned as a “loyalist.” The 
other is represented in a photograph 
of a man calling himself “J. G. Arm- 
strong.” The picture was taken in 
Richmond, Va., in April, 1880, and 
is said to bear such a strong and un- 
usual resemblance to John Wilkes 
Booth, the man who shot Lincoln, that 
it has been used over and over in 
the controversy as to whether or not 
Booth was really killed when the 
Government so announced. 

Hundreds of similar interesting old 
relics are contained in this unusual 
collection.

Report from

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SOME LESSER-KNOWN DIAMONDS 


TT.HE stories of the Koh-I-Nor, the 


Orloff, Great Mogul, Sancy, Cul- 
linan, and Hope diamonds are well- 
known and familiar to many, but 
there are a number of other large and 
beautiful diamonds scarcely heard of, 
except among a few close students of 
gemmology. In the following brief 
descriptions we list a few of these 
neglected jewels. 

Darya-I-Nor 

“River of Light” is the translated 
title of this beautiful rose-cut dia- 
mond now in the Iranian government 
collection. It weighs 186 carats and 
is reported to have been captured by 
Nadir Shah in the conquest of Delhi. 
Moon of the Mountains 

This diamond was one of the Czar- 
ist Russian crown jewels and was 
often confused with the more famous 
Orloff diamond. It was also captured 
by Nadir Shah in the sack of Delhi, 
and after his murder was stolen by an 
Afghan soldier, who sold it to an 
Armenian who, in turn, sold it to the 
Russian crown agents. 
Shah 

This fine stone of purest water was 
presented to the Czar Nicholas by 
the Persian prince, Chosroes, younger 
son of the Abbas Mirza, in 1843. At 
that time it still retained three cleav- 
age faces, which were engraved with 
the names of three Persian sovereigns, 
and weighed 95 carats. It was later

recut with the loss of nine carats. The 
engraving was also removed. 
Akbar Shah 

This diamond, weighing 116 carats, 
was once the property of Shah Akbar, 
the Great Mogul, and later of his 
successor, Shah Jehan, builder of the 
famous Taj Mahal. Jehan had it en- 
graved on two faces with Arabic in- 
scriptions. The stone disappeared, to 
turn up later in Turkey, where the 
inscriptions identified it. In 1866 it 
was re-cut and the weight reduced 
to 71 carats and the engraving re- 
moved. It was sold to the Gaekwar 
of Baroda for nearly $100,000. 
Cumberland 

This 32-carat stone was purchased 
by the City of London for approxi- 
mately $50,000 and presented to the 
Duke of Cumberland after his vic- 
tory in the battle of Culloden. It was 
later owned by the Dukes of Bruns- 
wick. 
Pigott 

Lord Pigott brought this fine Indi- 
an stone to England in 1775. It 
weighed 47% carats and was later 
purchased by Ali Pasha, Viceroy of 
Egypt. It was destroyed by his orders 
at his death. 
Tuscany, or Austrian Yellow 

The story is that this large dia- 
mond of 138 carats was bought at a 
souvenir stall in Florence, Italy, for 
a trifling sum because it was thought 
to be only yellow quartz. The tinge 
of yellow in the double-rose cut stone 
is sufficient to mar its brilliancy. It 
was owned by the Grand Dukes of 
Tuscany and later by the last Emper- 
or of Austria.

Easthampton, Massachusetts tfc 
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carats was found in the De Beers 
mine in 1888, It was cut to a brilliant 
weighing 22815 carats and was sold 
to an Indian prince. A still larger 
stone, weighing 50314 carats, was dis- 
covered in 1896; one weighing 302 
carats in 1884, and another of 409 
carats was found in this mine still 
earlier. 
Jubilee 

The largest diamond found in the 
Jagersfontein African mine weighed 
96914 carats. It was cut into 21 bril- 
liants with a total weight of 364 
carats. A few years later, in 1895, an- 
other large stone, weighing 634 
carats, was found in this mine. It was 
cut into a splendid, faultless brilliant 
weighing 239 carats and was ex- 
hibited at the Paris World’s Fair in 
1900. 
Colored Diamonds 

The famous Hope diamond is a 
steely or greenish blue, and not the 
royal blue color of the glass models 
supposed to represent it. The Tiffany 
diamond is a lovely orange brilliant 
weighing 125 carats, and was dis- 
covered in the Kimberley mine in 
1872. The Russian crown jewels in- 
cluded a fine ruby-red diamond of 
10 carats. Present whereabouts of this 
gem is unknown. The Dresden dia- 
mond is a beautiful apple-green gem, 
faultless and of the purest water. It 
is preserved in the famous Green 
Vaults of Dresden, and history re- 
ports that this 40-carat gem was pur- 
chased by Augustus the Strong in 
1743 for asum approximating $45,000.

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ENGLAND OF 1066 IN MINIATURE 


T is the late fall of 1066, and we 

are in Merry England. However, 
merry is hardly the right adjective. 
News, despite the fact, that there 
were no telephones, radios, or daily 
papers—Gutenberg’s invention of the 
printing press with its movable type 
did not come until about 1450—had 
been spread by word of mouth and 
the mounted couriers. 

William the Conqueror of Nor- 
mandy and his fleet of five or six 
thousand archers, horsemen, and foot 
soldiers were crossing the Channel 
and landing in England. The woman- 
folk of the island laid their shuttles 
and tapestry-weaving aside, rushed 
to their hearths, dipped up ashes to 
help polish off the armor of the men- 
folk and sent them hurriedly on their 
way to help forestall the invasion. 

Back in Normandy, the women were 
busy, too, tilling the soil while their 
war-minded husbands were on their 
conquering missions. But even in

the toil of the day to indulge in the 
more artistic things of life. A tapes- 
try in the museum of Bayeux, Nor- 
mandy attests to this. It is a strip 
of somewhat coarse linen cloth, about 
230 feet long by 20 inches wide, em- 
broidered in thread of eight different 
colors.

William 
followed up this great victory and 
pressed on to London. Here the Nor- 
mans, who had already migrated to 
the country months and years be- 
fore, welcomed their countryman with 
open arms, despite the fact that 
theirs was more or les of a fifth col- 
umn idea. William the Conquerer 
was crowned King of England on 
Christmas Day, 1066. A.D. in West- 
minster Abbey. 

Some historians say that the year, 
1066, was one of the most significant 
in the history of England. It is 
quite fitting, therefore, that Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred G. Schultz chose this chap- 
ter in history to reproduce in minia- 
ture. Too, the project was of aid 
to their niece, Miss Shirley Jones, 
student in the Whitewater, Wis., 
State Teachers College, who used the 
miniature set-up in one of her Eng- 
lish literature classes. 

Mrs. Schultz’s grandparents came 
from England and Wales so the de- 
velopment of the idea held consider- 
able significance on that point. In 
order that there would be no mis- 
take in their historical interpreta- 
tion of life in England in 1066, the 
Schultz’ dusted off several family 
histories before proceeding. The re- 
sult was an English manor house of 
1066, true to history, and it was faith- 
fully “miniaturized,” so that the 
whole would occupy a space of three 
feet by five feet. 

The scene has nine characters 
dressed after the fashion of 1066. The 
lord or owner of the manor is a 
Lilliputian doll. He wears purple 
tights and a surcoat, with fur trim- 
ming. His wife wears a brown and 
gold dress with a red-beaded veil. The 
dress is decorated with Anglo Saxon 
trimmings and embroidered designs. 

One of the upper class of the vil- 
lage wears knitted socks, high boots 
and mantle, profusely decorated with

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out, the women folks were adept with 
the needle in those days. In con- 
trast is the peasant woman who is 
barefoot and garbed in drab colored 
clothes... Women of the middle class 
wore red. The doll that represents 
this class is thus dressed, and on her 
head she wears a wimple of white 
which covers the necks and sides of 
her face. It takes the place of a 
wedding ring, signifying to all that 
madame has taken her vows. 

The priest of the manor is wear- 
ing a yellow alb and an embroidered 
dalmatic in blue. The nun shows that 
her costumes are very much as those 
worn by the sisterhood today. 

Sheep-herding was most important 
in those days so the scene is made 
more realistic with a shepherd and his 
faithful dog. Coarse clothing was the 
order of the day, but the shepherd 
had a warm sweater for protection 
against the elements. 

The characters are arranged in 
front of this manor house. The house 
is complete with small adjoining 
buildings. Doves stand on the build- 
ings, and beehives, all made to scale, 
of course, add to the scene as do 
the three kinds of trees—fir, pine and 
oak. Researches by the Schultz 
showed that these were the only trees 
with which this manor man or owner 
was familiar. 

The lord and lady of the manor 
of 1066 are not so much disturbed by 
meat shortages because they have 
their own fish pond where beautiful 
swans glide serenely. Behind the 
house is the stockade where the Eng- 
lish family can fortify themselves 
against attack; it is surrounded by a 
moat and entered by a drawbridge. A 
blacksmith shop is nearby, and so is 
the church where services are said in 
Latin. Then there is the picturesque 
mill, complete with water wheel, flood 
gates and an anchcred boat in the 
stream. 

Rotation of crops, practiced at that 
early date is shown by various col- 
ored turkish toweling, which forms 
the grass scenery, too. The Schultz’ 
researches revealed that each peasant 
on the early English farm was al- 
lowed a space of forty rods by four 
rods. 

Mrs. Schultz did the knitting and 
sewing for the garments. Mr. 
Schultz erected the tiny buildings. 
Both took a hand in the final assem- 
bling and layout. 

Needless to say they learned a lot 
about English history in the develop- 
ment of the project, and so have the 
people who have had the opportunity 
of viewing it.

Salts 


Guat is such a commonplace item in 
our daily diet that we often do 
not consider how it has helped man 
through the ages. Long before rec- 
orded history, salt was used to sea- 
son as well as for a food preservative. 
It was one of the most important 
items of commerce, even in the 
earliest of times. Italy had its Via 
Salaria (salt road), one of the oldest 
roads in that old, old country. As 
one would assume from its name, salt 
was transported over it. 

Were you to join a caravan of 
commerce in the Sahara, you would 
find the camels weighted down with 
this important commodity. 

Even our word, salary, is derived 
from the Latin word, salavium, mean- 
ing salt money. Cakes of salt were 
once used for money in several olden 
countries. 

The most famous salt mines in the 
world were in the Carpathian Moun- 
tains, near Wieliczka, Poland. These 
mines form an underground city. 
They reach a depth of 1000 feet, have 
30 miles of railroad, and 65 miles 
of galleries. 

In our own country we have our 
thickest salt beds on Avery’s Island, 
Louisiana. Syracuse and Warsaw, 
N. Y., also have good salt beds, as 
do the states of Pennsylvania, Kan- 
sas, Ohio, California, Michigan, and 
Utah. In fact, our country produces 
more salt then any other country in 
the world. 

Salt occurs in beds, (rock salt), 
and in solution in water. The salt 
of trade is a combination of the two. 

The ancients revered their salt, and

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when they “ate salt” with a person 
it created a sound bond of friend- 
ship. Your social rating in the Middle 
Ages was gauged by whether you sat 
above or below the salt at the table. 

One of the causes of the French 
Revolution was the high tax on salt. 

The student of salt history will 
find innumerable references to his 
subject in the literature of the world. 
The Bible, in one instance, refers to 
“a covenant of salt” (Numb. XVIII, 
19). The Odyssey (XI 122 sq.) re- 
fers to inlanders (in Epirus) who 
know not the sea and use no salts 
in their food. Aristotle explained 
how his contemporaries obtained a 
salt from the ashes of saline plants. 

There are so many ramifications 
to the history of salt alone, that the 
collecting of salts and peppers has un- 
limited possibilities for interest in ad- 
dition to design.

Did You Know? 

The word salt is mentioned in 35 
or more verses in the Bible. In 2nd 
Kings 2:20 a container for salt is 
mentioned. “And he said, Bring me a 
new cruse, and put salt therein. And 
they brought it to him.” The diction- 
ary defines a cruse as a pot, tankard, 
a small cup or a bottle. So we take 
for granted it must have been an 
earthen or clay dish of some kind. 

A friend, in a souvenir shop in 
Mexico, tried in vain to find a per- 
fectly matched set of hand carved 
shakers. The proprietor of the store 
told her this interesting fact. The 
Indians of Mexico never make two 
things exactly alike. Whether they 
eannot, whether it’s a superstition 
or they just don’t want to is not 
known. Even their pottery sets of 
dishes have no two dishes exactly 
alike. — Mrs. J. C. Sterrett, Minne-

This ancient iron seal has been 
in the Shippen family in Philadelphia 
for many generations. It was used 
by the early Shippens for sealing im- 
portant documents as had been the 
custom in England for centuries. 

The color code is very clear. The 
shield is plain for silver, the chevron 
and oak leaves vertically striped for 
red. 

Translated into non - Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield on 
which is charged a red chevron be- 
tween three red, (gules) oak leaves. 
The crest is a black (sable) raven 
holding a green (vert) oak leaf in 
its beak. 

The chevron, “likened unto the roof 
of a house,” is emblematical of one 
who has protected the defenseless, 
and shown his hospitality in a marked 
degree. This symbol is also granted 
to a builder of churches and for- 
tresses. 

The oak tree is emblematical of 
one who shows great strength and 
sturdiness and is of unusual strength 
of character, outstanding among his 
contemporaries. A part of a symbol 
has the same significance as the 
whole, therefore the oak-leaves stand 
for the same characteristics as the 
tree. 

The raven typifies wit and saga- 
city, but also love for home. 

Coiors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, and 
are granted only if he be worthy. 

Some Shippen families have used 
the motto “Vigilante,” (Watchful), 
but this has been optional, so evi- 
dently was not included in the orig- 
inal grant. 

Perhaps you do not often see the 
name SHIPPEN, but there are hun-

dreds of the descendants of Edward 
Shippen scattered throughout the 
country. 

Edward Shippen landed in Mass., 
brought up his family in Philadel- 
phia, his children married into New 
Jersey families and his grandchil- 
dren into Virginia families; there- 
fore he was well represented all 
along the Eastern coast. 

William Shippen lived in York- 
shire, England, and his son Edward, 
born there about 1639, came to Bos- 
ton in 1668, and in about three years 
married Elizabeth Lybrand. Eliza- 
beth was a Quakeress and as Ed- 
ward turned to the Quaker faith too, 
they found it not too comfortable 
there, in fact were persecuted; so 
they moved to Philadelphia in 1698. 

Edward was a man of wealth and 
influence, and among other achieve- 
ments he became a member of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery, an 
organization still alive. 

In Philadelphia, Edward Shippen, 
was elected speaker of the Assembly, 
and was appointed first Mayor of 
Philadelphia by William Penn. 

One of his sons was Joseph, who 
was born in Boston in 1678. He mar- 
ried Abigail Gross from another 
prominent New England family. They 
also moved to Philadelphia. 

It seems that Joseph’s son William, 
and William’s son William, were 
sometimes confused, as they were both 
eminent physicians, so they were 
called William the Elder and William 
the Younger, instead of “Sr.,” and 
“Jr.” William the Elder was a 
founder and trustee of the College of 
New Jersey at Princeton, and Wil- 
liam the Younger was educated there. 
William the Elder was, for 25 years, 
“first physician” at the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, founded by Benjamin 
Franklin, and William the Younger 
succeeded him. 

William the Elder was a member 
of the Continental Congress and died 
in Germantown in 1801. 

William the Younger was Director 
General of all Military Hospitals for 
the armies of the Revolutionary War. 
He married into the Virginia Lee 
family, bringing Alice to Philadel- 
phia. She was the sister of Richard 
Henry Lee. 

Their home on South 4th and Lo- 
cust Sts., Philadelphia, is still stand- 
ing (at least was, recently.) It is 


typical of the Philadelphia homes of 
its day and nearly covered with ivy. 

In 17638 a baby girl named Ann 
Hume, but called Nancy. was born 
to Dr. William (the Younger) and 
Alice (Lee) Shippen. She was just 
blossoming into young womanhood 
when the Revolutionary War broke 
out, and her home was not far from 
Independence Hall. 

About 10 years ago, Miss Ethel 
Armes was occupied with research to 
be used in connection with the Rob- 
ert E. Lee Memorial Foundation, Inc., 
at Stratford Hall, the Lee National 
Shrine in Westmoreland Co. Va. 
Dr. and Mrs. Lloyd R. Shippen of 
Washington, D. C., had placed many 
valuable letters in the Library of 
Congress, but there were still chests 
of them in their home. In going over 
these letters, Miss Armes found scores 
of them written to and by Nancy 
Shippen. 

And if you enjoy the quaint lan- 
guage of those days, and the detailed 
descriptions, and if you want to read 
more of the inside life of the people 
during Revolutionary days, here is 
a veritable history of those years, 
with interesting stories of the promi- 
nent people who frequented the Ship- 
pen home, among them Nancy’s lov- 
ers. Her letters give an entirely 
different angle than we are accus- 
tomed to for she seems not to have

She recognized that the men were 
diplomats and soldiers when outside 
her home, but when within, these 
courteous and chivalrous gentlemen, 
fitted into the social life as friends 
and companions.

Nancy, or Ann Hume Shippen, mar- 
ried Henry Beekman Livingston. Her 
brother, Thomas Lee Shippen, studied 
law in London.

It is a good thing to have an in- 
teresting hobby.

And such a collection 
will grow in value with the passage 
of the years, which will work changes 
which only can be traced accurately 
through consultation and comparison 
between old maps and new. Think of 
the changes in national boundaries 
that could be traced in Europe since 
the present war began and the his- 
tory which such changes represent. A 
collection of European maps since the 
turn of the century would prove a 
fascinating study to anybody with a 
historical or geographical turn of 
mind. And such a collection would 
prove invaluable in tracing political 
history of the Old World since the 
previous war. 

Even a collection of road maps 
could have permanent value and abid- 
ing interest. While one of natural 
American resources and industries 
would be exceedingly instructive in 
teaching one the story of our nation’s 
fundamental strength and greatness. 
Similar maps of other lands would 
give basis for comparisons which 
would add much to one’s knowledge 


_ of the world and his understanding 


of the problems of supply and de- 
mand, which lead to many interna- 
tional problems and complications. 
There certainly is much to be said in 
favor of a map-collecting hobby—for 
those who have the inclination and 
opportunity for indulging in such a 
whim.

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ELECTION COLLECTION 


J. Doyle Dewitt, Connecticut, pos- 
sesses a large and comprehensive 
collection of objects relating to 
presidential campaigns. During the 
past twelve years he has gathered 
literally thousands of items represent- 
ing every campaign from that of John 
Quincy Adams to the campaign of 
1940. 

The collection began when Mr. De- 
Witt, interested in American history 
and politics and also a lover of an- 
tiques, acquired several celluloid but- 
tons used during the McKinley-Bryan 
campaign of 1896. Intrigued, he 
looked up their background and before 
his research had ended had uncov- 
ered other objects of equal interest.

This gave him the idea of collecting 
items that would represent the na- 
tion’s political development. 

Diligent search revealed many ob- 
jects from time to time and today his 
collection contains more than 3,000 
items, each with its history, date and 
value recorded in a filing system. 

The DeWitt collection embraces 
such objects as buttons, bookmarks, 
banners,* busts, bandanas, brooches, 
booklets, canes, coins, charms, china 
plates, pictures, pamphlets, paper- 
weights, tokens, tie pins, torchlight 
lanterns, mugs, music, medals, hand- 
kerchiefs, watch fobs, flags, song 
sheets, daguerreotypes and _ ferro- 
types. 
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The oldest and one of the rarest 
items is a button worn at the inaugu- 
ration of George Washington. At 
that time campaigns were only mild- 
ly controversial. They remained so 
until Andrew Jackson’s campaign, 
when controversial literature, parti- 
san tokens and political songs be- 
came mediums of electioneering. Thus 
Mr. DeWitt’s collection might be said 
properly to begin with 1828, when 
“Old Hickory” conducted his spirited 
fight against John Quincy Adams, 
Henry Clay and the National Bank. 

Mr. DeWitt was particularly in- 
terested in the Roosevelt-Willkie cam- 
paign because it occurred on the anni- 
versary of one of the most colorful 
competitions for the Presidency that 
has been witnessed in American his- 
tory. The campaign of 1840 is rep- 
resented in the DeWitt museum by

Mr. DeWitt points out several 
rather remarkable resemblances _ be- 
tween the campaigns of 1840 and 
1940. Van Buren, President, and 
aspiring to re-election, was censured 
for increasing the standing army, in- 
creasing the public debt, separating 
the government from the people and 
taking control himself, avowing him- 
self solely and exclusively the head 
of the party, encouraging the hopes 
of Great Britain and attempting to 
regulate the currency. 

The campaign slogan of 1840 is 
still remembered by most people: 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler too.” This fa- 
mous slogan came from the title of a 
campaign song which was composed 


the metal tokens. 


by Alexander C. Ross of Zanesville, 
Ohio. The slogan referred, of course, 
to William Henry Harrison, hero-war- 
rior of the battle of Tippecanoe, and 
to Tyler, his vice-presidential running 
mate. They won the election. 
Harrison tokens of 1840 call him 
“The People’s Choice” and “Hero of 
Tippecanoe.” Some depict a log cabin 
with a cider barrel and mug. The 
use of these insignia won Harrison 
many votes from the common man. 
They became a part of his campaign 
because after his defeat as candidate 
for the presidency in 1836 against 
Van Buren, Harrison retired from 
public life in rather impecunious cir- 
cumstances. When the Whig com- 
mittee visited his log cabin to en- 
courage him to run again with their 
support, he agreed: then to celebrate 
the occasion in typical old-time sol- 
dier fashion, he opened a barrel of 
hard cider standing outside his door 


for their refreshment. One of the 
committeemen with an eye to publicity 
then and there announced the “Log 
Cabin and Hard Cider Campaign.” 

One Harrison token bears the words 
“Go it Tip, Come it Tyler.” Another 
calls Van Buren “Red Fox” and still 
another bears the legend: ‘“Steam- 
boat Van Buren, the Loco Foco Line, 
or Salt River Direct.” The phrase, 
“loco foco” refers to an incident that 


occured during a meeting between 


two party elements in New York 
City. Irate Tammany men turned off 
the gas lights, whereupon the Jack- 
sonians, or “Equal Rights” men, sup- 
plied themselves with candles and 
passed around boxes of matches—at 
that time a new chemical invention 
nicknamed “loco foco.” 

The 1840 part of Mr. DeWitt’s 
collection contains several Harrison 
ribbons worn in the Connecticut cam- 
paign. One was for New Haven 
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Patriotism played an important part in political platforms of the past. 
Candidates and their slogans were frequently identified with flags and 
banners, some silk, some cotton, all colorful. Worthy of close observa- 
tion is the bandana in the lower left-hand corner, the design of which 
is made up of the head of Teddy Roosevelt, his initials with his rough 
rider hat in the center.

County delegates who met in conven- 
tion October 8, 1840, and others for 
the combined meeting of the New 
London, Fairfield, and New Haven 
county delegates. 

Some of the oddest items of the 
DeWitt collection came from William 
Jennings Bryan’s several attempts to 
achieve the Presidency. One of the 
most unusual tokens ever made to 
boost a Presidential candidate is the 
Bryan Silver Bug, which has a spring 
catch at the bottom releasing the 
bug’s wings. One wing bears a pic- 
ture of Bryan; the other, the slogan, 
“16 to 1.” Another mechanical oddity 
is a Bryan button, issued by the op- 
position, which distorts Bryan’s face 
into that of the devil whose big mouth 
opens to reveal “16 to 1” on a 
red tongue. A third token is a 
metal skeleton, the skull of which 
opens to show a picture of Bryan. 
Still another is an object which looks 


‘like a coin containing a picture of an 


eagle with outstretched wings. An in- 
scription reads “I’m right.” On the 
réverse the words, “Sound money 
means a dollar worth 100 cents,” are 
inscribed with, “McKinley, Hobart 
and Prosperity” at the bottom. So in- 
geniously is the coin made, however, 
that by turning a dial, the eagle on 
the front droops its wings and the 
inscription changes to “Where am I 
at?”, while the reverse has changed 
to read, “Free Silver means a dollar 
worth 50 cents.” 

Mr. Dewitt is anxiously awaiting 
1944 for more presidential memen- 
toes.

Mr. Leonidas Westervelt of Douglas- 
ton, Long Island, recently was notified 
by the Royal Swedish Academy of 
Music, Stockholm, that he had been 
awarded their Jenny Lind Commem- 
orative Medal. 

Through the American Legation in 
Washington, the medal has been re- 
ceived, accompanied by extract from 
report of the Academy Board Meeting, 
December 4th, 1942, with translation, 
as follows: 

“Owing to the great interest in the 
memory of Jenny Lind shown by Mr. 
Leonidas Westervelt of New York, it 
was decided to send him an example 
of the Academy’s commemorative 
medal of this vocal artist.

M. D. Discusses 
His Hobby

TAMP collecting, perhaps, is the 
most universal and poular hobby, 

and is very interesting and full of 
romance, I admit, but stamp collectors 
and other hobbiests who do not in- 
clude match labels in their hobby in- 
terests miss the thrill of a lifetime. 
I collect only the penny size box 
labels which are copyrighted by their 
manufacturer, They are more inter- 
esting, more artistic and provide an 
insight into the customs, ideas and 
habits of people all over the world, 
so it seems to me. 

In my office at 5419 Michigan Ave., 
Detroit, Mich., is a veritable gallery 
of art. In more than 400 panels which 
decorate the four walls and the ceiling 
are 5,000 match box labels containing 
every color of the spectrum. In 50 
large albums are contained 45,000 
more labels from every corner of the 
globe, covering the period from 1827 
to the present day.

A few minutes study of my collec- 
tion alone, will dispel from the mind 
of any skeptic any ideas that collect- 
ing match box labels is dull. The col- 
lection is not an assortment of ordi- 
nary type-set labels. 

Work of Artists 

Pictures of saints, kings, statesmen, 
radio stars, stage stars, mythological 
heroes, fighters, pretty girls, land- 
scapes, historic buildings, memorabie 
scenes—almost every subject imagin- 
able is portrayed. Most of them are 
beautifully lithographed in striking 
colors. Many of them are the work of 
outstanding artists. Every outstand- 
ing person who has achieved some 
goal has been pictured on a match 
box label. 

In the collection is a set of beauti- 
fully printed Peruvian labels which 
portray the Stations of the Cross. A 
set of Javanese labels is perhaps one 
of the most striking in the collection. 
Colorful, delicate drawings portray 
mythological heroes, most of them 
fighting dragons. Mexico’s admiration 
of fighters—both in the ring and the 
bull arena — is shown in scores of 
labels adorned with photographs of 
these men. 

I also possess a set of labels show- 
ing the Spanish Armada and pictures 
of Spanish ships sunk by Dewey in 
the battle of Manila Bay. Other labels 
carry propaganda and many are of 
a practical nature, warning people 
of the danger of mosquitos, careless 
driving and the like. 

Original Label 

Most treasured of my collection is 
a label from one of the first boxes 
of matches ever made. The label, 
printed by John Walker, inventor and 
manufacturer of the friction match in 
Stockton-on-Tees, England, states 
proudly that the matches are “as used 
in the household of His Majesty, King 
William IV.” 

In 25 years I have built this col- 
lection up to what I believe, is the 
largest of its kind in the world. It 
was exhibited at the Chicago Hobby 
Show in 1934 and at a Detroit hobby 
show. There are approximately 25,000 
match label collectors. 

Collecting match labels is a fas- 
cinating hobby. Labels reflect the 
social, patriotic, religious and artistic 
ideals of the peoples who consumed 
the matches. Quite a number of rare 
labels have been found in attics, old 
trunks and boxes. The war has put 
a stop to all European labels and no 
doubt it will be some time after the 
war before I will be able to add to my 
collection from that source. U.S. and 
South American labels are still avail- 
able. 





New Pennies 
As we go to press, millions of new 
pennies are streaming through the 
United States mints. They cannot be 
referred to as “coppers,” for they 
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are steel, with a zinc coating, and are 
the first pennies minted by our gov- 
ernment from metals other than 
bronze and copper since 1793. 

The coins are approximately 48 
grains in weight, against the usual 
72 grains. There is no change in de- 
sign, for it is the same as appears on 
the coin minted in 1909 to ‘commem- 
orate the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln, 

Coin experts say that the silver 
tone of the new pennies will not en- 
dure, but will tarnish to a deep blue.

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EADERS who report any adver- 

tiser requesting “stamp for list” 
who fails to send the list will have the 
advertiser excluded from the use of 
HOBBIES’ columns. We assume no 
liability, however, for advertisers 
failing to answer unsolicited letters, 
even though a stamp is enclosed. In 
Chicago it costs us at least 15c¢ labor 
charge to typewrite each letter and 
possibly now is costing more. We hold 
that the recipient of a letter is not 
obligated to answer it even though 
a stamp is enclosed for a reply if the 
letter comes unsolicited. Some find 
that a letter is more likely to be 
answered if a stamp is enclosed, but 
they must enclose it at their own risk.

Quite often we get letters similar 
to the following: 

“Just what is the reason for my 
HOBBIES getting here a week and 
more after our library receives 
theirs?” 

We can’t help but think a good 
bit of such complaints are imaginary. 
The post office rule is that all second- 
class mail for the same city must be 
in the same bag. Every employee of 
the post office will agree with us that 
through this method of distribution 
copies going out in the same bag will 
reach a given town the same day. 

Another subscriber from California 
wrote us that the wrapper is always 
torn from her magazine and wanted 
to know if that was necessary. It is 
not. Second-class mail is inspected, 
where necessary, at its office of mail- 
ing, and special copies are furnished 
for that purpose. Another reader 
writes us that she is sure everybody 
in the post office passes her copy 
around before she gets it. Well, we 
are glad there are collectors in the 
post offices, but they really shouldn’t 
read mail before it is delivered. There 
is nothing we can do about such 
complaints. We are making every 
effort under difficult circumstances 
to make delivery to all readers as 
near the same day as possible. Of 
course, any reasonable person knows 
that it is an impossible task and yet 
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we have been trying and we are going 
to keep on trying. We do want to 
assure you, however, that you are 
wasting postage complaining that 
others in the same town get the 
magazine before you do. That simply 
cannot be possible because we would 
not be permitted to mail that way.

Every once in awhile someone re- 
marks that when they subscribe to 
a collectors’ magazine they want to 
read about hobbies and not about 
politics. We don’t write about politics 
but we do occasionally discuss public 
questions that affect us all. It should 
be remembered that ninety-eight per- 
cent of HOBBIES’ readers are sub- 
stantial people, property owners, men 
and women who have something to 
lose. Many members of Congress sub- 
scribe to HOBBIES, besides the thou- 
sands who are more or less influential 
in their own communities. 

No editorial that ever appeared on 
this page was absorbed with more 
interest than the one of last month 
that discussed the tax question. Most 
respondents wanted to know how the 
collection of taxes by employer would 
be more unpopular than paying them 
direct. Our answer is that when the 
government collects the tax direct, 
the worker knows he must save for 
his taxes, the same as he does to 
meet his automobile payment, his note 
at the loan company, his rent or any- 
thing else that he has trained himself 
to budget. He has a certain fear of 
the power of the government and 


. therefore would hesitate in most in- 


stances to organize against paying 
the tax. It becomes a problem for 
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each individual man or woman who 
now finds himself in the tax-paying 
brackets. If he knows that he must 
face the government agencies alone, 
he will soon learn to save his money 
to pay his tax. He will not be in- 
clined to spend it all for merchandise 
that is becoming scarce. 

If you delegate the employer as a 
tax collector, you have afforded the 
taxpayer a chance to organize or 
gang up to resist. He will not be 
placed in the position of resisting the 
tax but will have the excuse that he 
wants his wages raised. The income 
tax should be now what it has always 
been—a business transaction between 
the government and the individual 
taxpayer — that and nothing more. 
The Internal Revenue bureau will be 
in a position to collect these taxes in 
ore way or another, at one time or 
another. If the employer becomes a 
tax collector, strikes are bound to 
ensue. Indirect organized resistance 
will be facing you. Inflation will be 
encouraged. The most potent force we 
have to keep down inflation is the 
collection of this tax directly by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. The in- 
tention of the law was to require each 
person who has benefitted from the 
higher wage scales to pay their cost 
of the war. The intent and purpose 


* of the law ought to be carried out 


without passing the buck or beating 
around the bush.

At different times advertisers have 
written us that we are so cranky with 
them that we ought to be a little 
cranky with some of our readers. 
They complain that some of our 
readers are unreasonable to the point 
of being a nuisance in their buying. 

_Of course, no publisher can control 
his readers altogether. Ours, we have 
thought, are the cream of the country. 
We got rid of the habitual post-card 
fiends when we raised the price above 
a dollar. They were mostly harmless 
but had small buying power and were 
more or less of a nuisance to the 
better class of advertisers. This is no 
reflection upon those who use post- 
cards as a matter of economy because 
we use them ourselves whenever pos- 
sible, taking every short-cut to elim- 
inate labor. We realize there are times 
when a subscriber is inclined to take 
habitual advantage of advertisers just 
because he knows we take his side and 
require the advertiser to give satis- 
faction. That is why the buyers re- 
spond to the advertising so quickly 
and so eagerly. At times where it is 
quite apparent the reader was a 
chronic kicker, we have gone about 
it in our own way to eliminate him 
from the subscription list. We have 
said before we would not invest a 
dollar of capital in a magazine that 
catered to cranks. Now that we must 
take some steps to curtail the circula- 
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tion or else cut the quality, it is the 
proper time to give consideration to 
reader quality. It is our intention to 
keep up the quality of the magazine 
and it has been our aim to have only 
quality advertisers. At this time we 
want to ask our readers to show 
quality by being patient, by always 
keeping in mind that there is a war 
on and that the other fellow is work- 
ing under conditions often beyond his 
control. Let’s not get the national 
jitters. Everybody should try to be 
courteous as usual. Don’t demand 
normal service under abnormal condi- 
tions. You are expecting too much. 
The pursuit of our hobbies should 
help us to keep more of a normal 
state of mind than those without 
hobbies. 
—o— 


Occasionally subscribers write us 
that an imperfect copy reaches them 
which has apparently been abused in 
binding or in the mail. We regret 
that we will be unable to furnish 
perfect copies for replacement in 
these cases, By government edict we 
are permitted only 90% of the paper 
we used last year and publishers are 
expecting a further cut. This means 
that you will have to be satisfied with 
the magazine in the form it reaches 
you. We have had more or less in- 
experienced help at times. Naturally 
some imperfect copies were the result. 

We will have to take steps as we 
go along to meet the decreased supply 
of paper. We will do the best we can 
under very trying conditions but will 
ask our readers not to expect another 
copy in case yours might have some 
imperfection. We regret it as much 
as you do but we are working under 
such conditions that it can’t be helped. 
To those who do not want to take 
their chances on this basis, we will 
refund their proportionate amount of 
unfilled subscription.

A start in Meteorology. By Ar- 
mand N. Spitz. Published by the 
Norman W. Henley Publishing 
Co., 17-19 West 45th St., New 
York. Price $1.50. 


The present war has made our 
country more aviation conscious than 
ever before, and as a result, meteor- 
ology, which is so closely allied with 
aeronautics has taken on greater in- 
terest than ever. “A Start in Meteor- 
ology” should do much to advance 
the cause. It contains chapters on 
“What Air Is and Does,” “Climate

Discusses Bells 


AN entertaining and interesting talk 

on bells by Mrs. Ruth De B. Allen 
was one of the features of a recent 
meeting of the Unitarian Laymen’s 
League, Sanford, Me. 

Mrs. Allen, who has acquired a 
collection of some forty bells in the 
last two years, told how bells play an 
important part in our life today, as 
well as of their use in ancient times. 

Reciting the uses of alarm-clock 
bells and door and telephone bells, 
she told of the early use of bells on 
domestic animals, so they could be 
readily found in forest and field. Be- 
sides cow bells, horse bells, sheep 
bells, goat bells, she pointed out camel 
bells, monkey bells, elephant bells, 
bird bells, water-buffalo bells, and 
even cat bells. 

She spoke of bells as being the 
means by which human thoughts and 
feelings can be transmitted without 
the use of words; of the joy which 
the no-school bells bring to children; 
or wedding bells; or in the proclaming 
of a football victory; of the fear in 
the ringing of bells—the signal to 
assemble to fight invaders; and in 
these times, in some places, the signal 
for a black-out; fear in the clanging 
of fire-bells; or sorrow in the tolling 
of funeral bells. 

The ringing of church bells brings 
us the inspiration of Sunday services. 
The feeling for individual liberty, as 
symbolized in the Liberty Bell, in 
these stirring days takes on a re- 
newed significance. 

King David played bells which were 
strung on a rod, she said. Bells were 
found buried in the tombs of the 
mummies of Ancient Egypt. Because 
Romans had no clocks, bells were 
used for various state occasions. 
Marco Polo, telling of his visit to the 
Kingdom of Kublai Khan, describes 
a perfectly laid out city, an unusual 
thing in those days, because Oriental 
cities had, and still have, narrow, 
crooked, winding streets. This city 
was a square, each side six miles in 
length, surrounded by walls of earth

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ten yards thick. There were twelve 
gates, three on each side, and guarded 
by a thousand men each. “In the 
center is a great bell hung in a high 
building and it is sounded every night 
to warn the inhabitants not to be 
found in the streets after the third 
stroke, except when on important 
errands.” The curfew bells or whistles 
still resound in many places today, 
she added. 

In Columbus’s account of visiting 
the New World, he sought the friend- 
ship of native Indians by giving them 
glass beads, colored caps, and bells. 
Said Mrs. Allen further: 

“The first application of bells to 
churches was about 400 A.D. In 604 
A.D., Pope Sabinianus used church 
bells. The older bells were quadrangle 
in shape, made of four iron plates, 
hammered and riveted together. St. 
Patrick’s bell in Belfast, Ireland, is 
six inches high, five inches broad, 
four inches deep, and adorned with 
gold, silver, and gems. It is inscribed 
1091-1105. All these old bells are very 
small. One in the 11th century, pre- 
sented to a church at Orleans, weigh- 
ing 2600 pounds was considered large. 

“Bells are invariably found in 
famous cathedral towns and are as- 
sociated with many important his- 
torical events. In 1282 A.D., at the 
ringing of Sicilian Vespers, 8,000 
French were massacred by John of 
Procida who wanted to free Sicily 
from French rule, On August 24, St. 
Bartholomew’s Day, 1572 A.D., bells 
ushered in the massacre of the Hugue- 
nots in France to the number of 
100,000. At the news of Nelson’s tri- 
umph and later at his death at Trafal- 
gar, the bells of Chester rang and 
tolled. 

“When a Spartan king died women 
went through the streets ringing a 
bell to signal all households to put 
on mourning. Bells were used then, 
also, to announce births, deaths, mar- 
riages, and processions. 

“In Ancient Greece there was a 
custom of hanging a bell around the 
neck of a criminal on his way to 
execution, so the Romans later hung 
a bell around the neck of an Emperor 
to remind him that even in the height 
of his glory he might be ‘admonished 
against pride and reminded of human 
misery.’ 

“When a bell rings on Shrove Tues- 
day it is called a ‘pancake bell’ to 
signify confession before Lent. ‘Har- 
vest and seeding bells’ call laborers 
to work. The ‘oven bell’ in Feudal 
times signified to the tenants that 
the oven of the Lord of the manor 
was hot and ready to bake their bread. 
The ‘passing bell’ used to be rung for 
the dying, but now is rung after 
death, usually at a funeral. 

“Some of the larger bells are: the 
Great Bell at Moscow, called Tsar 
Kolokol. It was cast in 1733 and laid 
in the earth 103 years until 1836. It 
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was never rung or hung as it cracked 
while in the furnace, and it stands 
on a block in the square. Its weight 
is 180 tons; height 191 feet, 3 inches; 
circumference 60 feet, 9 inches. The 
broken piece, fallen out of it, weighs 
11 tons, The bell is so large it was 
used as a chapel; the door was hung 
where the broken piece fell out. The 
Second Moscow is the largest bell that 
was hung and rung; it weighs 128 
tons. There’s a bell in upper Burma 
of 80 tons; one at Notre Dame, 17 
tons, dated 1680; Big Ben at West- 
minster, 13% tons. The 18% ton 
Bourdan Bell of the Carillon of 72 
bells of Riverside Church in New 
York City is the biggest bell in the 
world ever to be tuned. 

“The Lamas or Priests of Tibet 
and China use a bell called the Skull 
Drum of two human skulls, inlaid 
with semi-precious stones. In India, 
elephant-bells on straps are buttoned 
on the feet and legs of elephants, the 
sound of which keep snakes from 
coiling around the elephants legs. The 
people of India believe that if monkeys 
or snakes are on the bells they have 
more power. The wind bells of China 
and Burma hang on rods with silk 
cords on the clappers so they sing 
as the wind blows. In Sweden a 
Christmas bell is rung by the oldest 
member of the family as they go to 
the dinner table, according to age. 

“The Liberty Bell hangs in Inde- 
pendence Hall, Philadelphia. It was 
ordered from England by the Penn- 
sylvania General Assembly in 1751 
and arrived in 1752, but cracked be- 
fore it was hung. It was re-cast twice 
in Philadelphia. When the Declaration 
of Independence was formally read to 
the people July 8, 1776, the bell was 
rung both before and after. It cracked 
while tolling for the funeral of Chief 
Justice Marshall 59 years afterwards. 

“The bells in England are now 
silent, and are to be rung at the time 
of victory!” 

The speaker exhibited her collection 
of bells and related her experiences 
in finding and buying them. Her col- 
lection includes: Chicago brass bell 
with boar figure; Greek bell used for 
sheep; Portuguese bell; Indian Ele- 
phant bell; Chinese bell; Mongolian 
bell; Horse bell; Indian monkey bell; 
Old New England bell; tiny Christ- 
mas bell; Java copper bell; a water- 
buffalo bell, used in Siamese rice 
fields; old American sleigh bells, hand 
etched; old American school bell, 
clapper hand wrought by a black- 
smith; old American Swan bell; Ala- 
bama bell; Vermont bell; cow bell 
over 100 years old; Colonial 1832-1915 
brass with leather strap; Swiss cow 
bells; hand etched horse bells on 
strap; unique glass bell; family dye- 
house bell; strap of small sleigh bells. 

The talk was preceded by selected 
musical records, featuring bells.

is prized by collectors today was 
mostly made after 1900. Practically 
every glass-house may well have ex- 
perimented with it; but we find the 
most characteristic pieces being made 
between the years 1900 and 1905 in 
Greentown, Ind. The inventor was 
Jacob Rosenthal and many think his 
slag was acquired from the cupolas 
of blast furnaces making cast iron. 
Such slag was fused with cyrolite 
and manganese. The cyrolite tempered 
the dark slag, giving it a semi- 
marbilized effect. The manganese 
gave the chocolate and reddish brown 
tones. Few of these pieces had dis- 
tinctive design, since factory hands 
rather than skilled artists were re- 
sponsible for them. A few pieces, like 
the cactus tumbler and the fish match 
holder, indicate a search for new 
motives; but the majority were only 
adaptations of earlier modes. 
In view of the short period of output, 
the number of pieces yet in existence 
is truly amazing.

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DEAN OF LINCOLN COLLECTORS 
William Harrison Lambert, 1842-1912 


MPHE Lincoln Foundation Advisory 

Group chose the name of only one 
collector of diversified Lincolniana to 
appear on its Recognition Roster. The 
selection for this honor was William 
Harrison Lambert, who might truly 
be called “The Dean of Lincoln 
Hobbyists.” 

Major Lambert, as he was best 
known, was a veteran of the Civil 
War, having seen service at Antietam 
and with Sherman on his march to 
the sea. The Major was one of the 
veterans who passed before Abraham 
Lincoln in the Grand Review at the 
close of the war. On March 13, 1865, 
he was breveted Major “for gallant 
and meritorious conduct during the 
war,” and later was awarded a medal 
of honor under a resolution of Con- 
gress. 

Major Lambert was an influential 
member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and was elected to the com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion of the 
state of Pennsylvania. He became 
commander on May 3, 1911. He was 
also interested in the civic organiza- 
tions of Philadelphia, where he re- 
sided, and served as one of the 
trustees of the city library. He was 
an officer of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania. 

In 1866, a year after his honorable 
discharge from the army, he became 
affiliated with the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company and continued with this 
institution until his decease in 1912. 
He became one of the managers of 
the company in 1872 and served as 
a member of the board of trustees 
for many years. 

Very few of Major Lambert’s ad- 
dresses and writings were put in 
print. The earliest pamphlet which 
appears under his name is entitled, 
“Abraham Lincoln, Commander in 
Chief of the Army and Navy of the 
United States.” This address was 
delivered before the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, in Pittsburgh 
on October 11, 1899. Most of the 
other writings of Major Lambert ap- 
peared in 1909, the centennial year of 
Lincoln’s birth, and included these 
titles: “Versions of the Gettysburg 
Address,” “A Lincoln Correspond- 
ence,” “Lincoln Literature,” “Abra- 
ham Lincoln and the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress, When Written, How Received, 
Its True Form.” The Faith of Abra- 
ham Lincoln,” published by Sunday 
School Times Company in 1811, was 
one of his last contributions. Chosen 
from one of these discussions is a 
brief comment by Horace White which 
greatly appealed to Major Lambert 
as a collector of Lincolniana. 


“T cannot find in any country a 
special department of literature col- 
lection around the name of any states- 
man of the nineteenth century like 
that which celebrates the name of 
our Martyr President. This mass of 
literature is produced and collected 
and cherished because the hearts of 
men and women go out to Lincoln. 
It is not mere admiration for his 
mental and moral qualities, but a 
silent response to the magnetic in- 
fluence of his humanity, his unselfish 
and world-embracing charity. And 
thus though dead he yet speaketh to 
men, women, and children who never 
saw him, and so, I think, he will con- 
tinue to speak to generations yet un- 
born.” 

It is as a collector that Major 
Lambert will be longest remembered. 
While his valuable library of Thack- 
eray books was an important one, it 
was the collection of Lincolniana that 
became his outstanding contribution 
to American bibliography. 

The first Lincoln item he acquired 
was a copy of Holland’s Life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, presented to him by his 
father. It was his acquisition of the 
Andrew Boyd Lincoln Library which 
formed the nucleus for his larger ef- 
fort. 

His only real competitor in the Lin- 
coln hobby field, Judd Stewart, made 
this statement about the Lambert li- 
brary. “His collection of Lincoln 
books and pamphlets surpasses any 
other collection, not only in its com- 
pleteness, but in the number of rare 
items. In autographed letters Major 
Lambert’s collection is without rival.” 

Starting his hobby not long after 
the close of the Civil War, the Major 
became the best authority of his day 
on practically all phases of Lincolnia- 
na. He was a collector of books about 
Lincoln, of books Lincoln read, orig- 
inal Lincoln letters, and pictures of 
Lincoln, in both original photographs 
and rare prints. Even pieces of office 
furniture associated with Lincoln in 
Springfield were acquired by the 
Major to create atmosphere for his 
Lincoln rarities. 

We expect if Major Lambert could 
tell the story of his experiences in 
collecting Lincolniana he would men- 
tion two different periods of effort, 
designated as before and after a fire, 
which destroyed some of his valuable 
items. In 1806 he issued a printed 
want list with this explanatory note 
appearing at the top of the four page 
leaflet: “Wishing to restore and to 
complete, so far as possible, his/col- 
lection of Lincoln Literature, which 
was greatly damaged by/fire, June 
5, 1906/William H. Lambert/Ad- 
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dress: Mutual Life Building, Phila- 
delphia/Asks Reports Upon the Fol- 
lowing/Books and Pamphlets/Relat- 
ing in Whole or Part to/Abraham 
Lincoln.” Then follows a list of 
items in this interesting want list. 
This four page printed list itself has 
become a rare Lincoln item and is 
not mentioned in any of the Lincoln 
bibliographies. Another‘of these Lam- 
bert want lists appeared in 1907. 

Possibly the first Lincoln group or- 
ganized, which met periodically 
throughout the year, was known as 
the Lincoln Fellowship. Major Lam- 
bert was elected, as its president. 
Judge Daniel Fish, Charles W. Mc- 
Cellan, Joseph B. Oakleaf and Judd 
Stewart, four other Lincoln collectors 
who served as vice-presidents, com- 
prised, with Major Lambert, what 
was known by those outside the inner 
circle as the “Big Five.” 

It has been customary for collectors 
who have built up great libraries to 
have in mind, even while collecting, 
certain institutions where their books 
the collection of the late Governor 
home. A notable example of this is 
the collection of the late Governor 
Horner, now the property of the IIli- 
nois State Historical Library. Other 
fine libraries now in the making are 
already earmarked for educational 
centers when the donors pass from 
the scene. However, the collection 
of Major Lambert was the only one of 
the five large libraries of Lincolniana 
that was distributed by public auc- 
tion. This was done at the request 
of the Major himself, who wanted to 
give all Lincoln collectors an oppor- 
tunity to share in his treasures. No 
auction sale of Lincoln items has 
equaled in interest the Lambert sale, 
and there are very few of the larger 
libraries that did not acquire some of 
the items made available at that time. 

One of the few books which the 
Lambert family purchased at the auc- 
tion was the Holland volume pres- 
ented to the Major by his father. It 
would be impossible to attempt to list 
in a single copy of Lincoln Lore even 
a limited number of the valuable 
items sold at the Lambert sale. Priced 
catalogues reveal something of the 
wealth of this remarkable collection. 

However, even Major Lambert, if 
he were to return today, would not 
only marvel at the magnitude of many 
of the modern collections of Lin- 
colniana, but he would be surprised, 
indeed, to learn of the great number 
of Lincoln items contemporary with 
his day, which have come to light, but 
unknown to the “Big Five.” Where- 
ever the Lincoln hobby is ridden to 
any extent the name of Major Lam- 
bert will be revered. — Bulletin of 
The Lincoln National Life Founda- 
tion.
